Brig. Gen. C. R. Boardman, Adjutant General of the 
Wisconsin National Guard, in reply to an inquiry from 
the editor of the Journal of the Infantry Association as 
to the feasibility of instructing militia officers by corres- 
pondence, states that such a system has been tried in 
Wisconsin with very satisfactory results. In starting 
the school the purpose was to give a maximum of in- 
struction in a minimum of time, and for last year the 
course was restricted to the first five subjects pursued in 
the Army garrison schools, namely: Infantry Drill Reg- 
ulations, Guard Manual, Firing Regulations, Administra- 
tion and Field Service Regulations. From the Army War 
College were obtained the examination questions relating 
to these subjects that were employed at the Army garri- 
son schools during the preceding year, and these ques- 
tions were used to determine the scope of study for each 
subject. Each officer taking the course was then notified 
as to what parts of the text books he should study and 
finally lists of questions covering each subject were sent 
to the student officers to which they were required to re- 
ply by mail. The subjects were taken up and studied 
one at a time and when all were covered the officers were 
assembled for a session of two days at which lectures on 
each subject were delivered, in all instances but one by 
ofticers of the Army, after which there were written ex- 
uminations. ‘he interest in this school,’ says Gen- 
eral Boardman, “was lively; the attendance, though all 
was voluntary, was large; and the consensus of opinion 
wes that the plan was very helpful and valuable and 
worthy of continuation. The Garrison School course will 
be now followed in this State until completed. In ar- 
ranging the course and working out the details, valuable 
assistance was rendered by the secretary of the Infantry 
and Cavalry School and Staff College at Fort Leaven- 
worth. The main idea was to inculcate the principles of 
each subject and to so arrange the work that they would 
become fixed in the mind of each officer without calling 
for ton much of a sacrifice of time on his part. No at- 
tempt was made to find out what an officer did not know, 
hut every effort was made to insure his knowing the most 
important primary things. It is hoped by a continuation 
of this work to gradually educate the Guard of Wiscon- 
sin, so that the attainment on the part of officers of the 
more necessary knowledge will become as general and 
thorough as knowledge of discipline and ability to shoot 
is among enlisted men. It can be done, but it will come 
slowly; and, in my judgment, only by progressing little 
by little will the desired success follow.”

Further progress toward the rehabilitation of the Cu- 
ban republic was made on Dec. 3, when Governor Ma- 
goon, under specific authority from the President of the 
United States, issued a decree removing from office the 
members of the Cuban congress elected in 1905 and an- 
nouncing that elections to fill the vacancies thus created 
would be held Dec. 29, 1906. It was also announced 
that if peace, tranquility and public confidence are suffi- 
ciently restored to warrant it, elections shall be held at 
that time to choose successors to the members elected in 
1904, whose terms will expire on the first Monday of April, 
1908. The purpose of this decree is simply to put the 
Cubans to a test and give them a chance to prove wheth- 
er or not they are capable of restoring the stable and or- 
derly conditions which are essential to the re-establish- 
inent of Cuban authority. The American authorities do 
not allege that the Congressional elections of 1905 were 
illegal. They merely set forth that those elections are 
annulled in pursuance of the terms of the compromise 
arranged by the peace commissioners under which the 
rebels were induced to lay down their arms. As might 
have been expected under the circumstances, the action 
of the American authorities is unsatisfactory to the mem- 
bers of the defunct administration of the island, several 


of whom say it is unfair and calculated to produce con- © 


ditions that will lead to another insurrection as soon as 


the American troops are withdrawn. Gen. Ruis Rivera, 
former Secretary of the Interior, a man of marked abil- 
ity and influence, declares, indeed, that if the American 
troops withdraw under such conditions it will be with a 
full realization of the necessity of their speedy return 
and the extinction of Cuban independence. Havana ad- 
vices indicate that business men and planters are disap- 
pointed because Governor Magoon’s decree did not em- 
body a definite assurance of American control over the 
island, but on the other hand, it is alleged that the whole 
purpose of the business community is to prolong the un- 
certainty in political affairs in the hope of forcing the 
adoption of some permanent arrangement that will open 
the way to free trade with the United States. Evidently 
the only sure thing in the situation is that the American 
authorities have tackled an intricate task in Cuba and 
that the end of it is not yet in sight. It was one thing 
to intervene, but it will be quite another thing to stop ‘in- 
tervening.

Brigadier General Duvall’s recommendation, noted in 
these columns last week, that the practice of detailing 
Regular troops to attend State and county fairs be dis- 
continued, gives added interest to a brief sketch entitled 
“County Fair Cavalry,” by Brig. Gen. Carle A. Wood- 
ruff, U.S.A., which appears in the current number of the 
Journal of the Cavalry Association. General Woodruff 
states that in September, 1885, he was ordered by the 
department commander to take his battery—old Light 
Battery F—now the 4th Battery, Field Artillery—from 
Fort Leavenworth, Kans., to St. Joseph, Mo., to take 
part in a fair then being held in that city. The journey 
was made in a special train. “Imagine my surprise when 
pulling into the depot in St. Joseph,” says General 
Woodruff, “to have the cars flooded with large red hand 
bills describing the battery as ‘the greatest of all attrac- 
tions’ at the fair, I did not relish being one of the ‘spe- 
cial attractions,” but I became used to it during the ten 
years that I remained in Kansas as a light battery com- 
mander. My lieutenants on the occasion of this St. Jo- 
seph trip were G. I’. E. Harrison, now lieutenant colonel, 
Artillery Corps; Lotus Niles, now major, Artillery Corps, 
and attached, Arthur Williams, now lieutenant colonel, 
15th Infantry. My men, like the County Fair Cavalry, 
ate their meals sitting on the grass near the battery 
kitchen shack, and because the polite country people 
walked all over them, painted on a large board the words, 
‘Wait and see the soldiers eat hay,’ which they displayed 
at the sounding of mess call each day. I made many 
county fair trips during the ‘years, 1885 to 1894, and 
though at the time I did not much relish them, I look 
back now upon that period as the happiest ten years of 
my life.” 
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Noting that in any first-class war the United States 
Army would require at least 250 batteries of mobile Ar- 
tillery instead of the thirty now in existence, Brig. Gen. 
William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., points out 
that efforts should be made to develop artillerymen in 
time of peace among those civilian organizations the 
members of which are self-supporting. ‘The militia bat- 
teries are such organizations,’ says General Crozier, 
“and by recent appropriations increasing the amount 
which the United States is willing to devote to them they 
are given very considerable material assistance, but there 
is no good provision for imparting to them that instruc- 
tion which, in so technical an employment, can be had 
only from those who acquire the necessary skill in the 
knowledge and use of the material in the actual practice 
thereof as a profession. It is believed that no more pro- 
fitable use could be made, during a portion of the year, 
of a considerable number of officers of Field Artillery 
than to assign them as instructors of militia batteries, 
under a proper system to be prescribed. Practical in- 
struction in firing could probably be best given by joining 
the militia batteries with the regular ones in the summer 
encampments; but much valuable instruction in the care 
of the material, and theoretical explanations of the use 
thereof in the field, could well be given at the armories 
and on the drill grounds of which the militia batteries 
have use,”

Discussing the influence of station upon health condi- 
tions among troops, the Surgeon General of the Army 
states that all rates last year except for deaths were 
highest in the Department of the Lakes; the discharge 
for disability rate was particularly high, more than twice 
as great as that of the United States total and nearly 
six times as great as for the Department of Texas. The 
high rates in the Department of the Lakes may be part- 
ly accounted for by the fact that it includes the large re- 
eruiting depot at Columbus Barracks, where many re- 
cruits are held on sick report for long periods to deter- 
nine their fitness for service, and many are discharged. 
The lowest admission rates are found in the Department 
of the Columbia, the lowest discharge rate in the Depart- 
ment of Texas, the lowest death rate in the Department 
of the Gulf, and the lowest non-effective rate in the De- 
partment of Dakota. Excluding injuries, venereal dis- 
eases, and alcoholism, the highest death rate occurred in 
the Department of Texas. 





Major Gen. Fred C. Ainsworth, Military Secretary of 
the Army, is confident that the “finger print” system of 
identification adopted for the Army on the recommenda- 
tion of a board of officers consisting of Major Eugene F. 
Ladd, Military Secretary’s Department, and Capt. Wal- 
ter D. McCaw, Med. Dept., and placed in operation Sept. 


1 of the present year, will prove exceedingly useful in 
different ways. This system, General Ainsworth explains, 
will not only insure the detection of fraudulent enlist- 
ments and the identification of deserters with greater 
ease and mere certainty than was possible under the out- 
line-figure card system, but will be invaluable both to 
individuals and to the War Department in establishing 
identity in many other cases. The finger prints of an 
unidentified dead soldier on the field of battle will estab- 
lish his identity, and “unknown dead” on the field should 
be a thing of the past. The finger prints of the former 
soldiers will also serve as an infallible means of identi- 
fication in the many pension and other cases in which it 
becomes necessary to establish, to the satisfaction of the 
War Department, the Interior Department, or the Treas- 
ury Department, the identity of the applicants or claim- 
ants with the soldiers who rendered the service on ac- 
count of which the applications or claims are made. 


Col. Valery Havard, Med. Dept., U.S.A., president of 
the Army Medical School, in his annual report, which 
has already been summarized in these columns, suggests 
that the small attendance of militia medical officers at 
sthe school is due to the personal expense which such at- 
tendance would involve; which, together with the expen- 
diture of time required, is more than the average young 
civilian practitioner can afford. There is, however, an- 
other reason which may account for the unwillingness of 
militia medical officers to apply for admission to the 
school, and that is the preliminary written examination 
required of candidates. There was at one time a reason- 
able apprehension that unless the written examination 
was required the candidates would be more in number 
than the school could accommodate, but in Colonel Hav- 
ard’s opinion experience has shown that (at least until 
the pay allowances are increased) there need be no fear 
of too many applicants. I do not think, Colonel Havard 
goes on to say, “that, under the present conditions, mi- 
litia officers should be subjected to the preliminary ex- 
amination provided for them in G.O. No. 39, 1905. It is 
probable this examination could be entirely omitted with 
advantage to all concerned,”

An officer of Artillery writes, saying: “I desire to 
call your attention to what appears to me to be a fatal 
defect in 11.R. 17347, that is to come before the present 
session of Congress; a bill to reorganize and to increase 
the efficiency of the Artillery of the United States Army. 
You will note in Section 2 of the bill the provision that 
any officer who shall hereafter serve as Chief of Artil- 
lery or Chief of Coast Artillery shall, when retired, be 
retired with the rank, pay and allowances authorized by 
law for brigadier generals on the retired list, and fur- 
ther, Section 13, that all laws and parts of laws incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act are hereby re- 
pealed. It would seem to me that if this bill becomes a 
law, that an officer who has been Chief of Artillery must, 
when retired, be retired as a brigadier general, although 
he may thereafter have been promoted to higher rank. It 
might be held that his acceptance of the office of Chief 
of Artillery made this provision obligatory upon him, not- 
withstanding his higher rank upon retiring. I have called 
the attention of a prominent member of the Bar to this 
part of the bill and he agrees with me on the stand I 
have taken above.”

The compilation of the Confederate part of the roster 
of officers and enlisted men of the Union and Confederate 
Annies, provided for in an act of Congress in 1903, has 
been found by the War Department to be a very difficult 
task on account of the incompleteness of the Confederate 
collection in possession of the department. During the 
year a considerable number of records of North Carolina 
and Virginia Confederate organizations and a few organi- 
zations from Florida, Mississippi and Texas were re- 
ceived by loan, and these were carefully copied. During 
former years the work had progressed well from records 
from Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia and Kentucky. 
In order to make the rosters as complete as possible, data 
is being taken from the Union records of Confederate 
prisoners. Up to date the whole number of index record 
cards prepared from the Confederate roster is 3,360,441. 





According to a report issued by the Board of Health of 
Havana there were 491 deaths in that city during the 
month of October, which is equivalent to 20.77 per 1,000 
of population. Of the whole number 100 were due to 
tuberculosis, eighty-five to diseases of the circulatory 
system, and twenty-five to pneumonia. From Jan. 1 to 
Nov. 15 of the present year there were fifty-three cases 
of yellow fever in Havana, recovery reported in ninety- 
five cases, with five cases still under treatment. It is a 
curious circumstance that of the fifty-three yellow fever 
patients forty-six were of Spanish birth and only three 
of Cuban. Two were Americans, one was English and 
one was Mexican.

The summary of enlistments for the line of the Army 
for the month of October, 1906, was as follows: At gen- 
eral recruiting stations, 8; at general recruit depots and 
depot-posts, 941; at other posts in the field, 422.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


The second session of the 59th Congress convened at 
Washington at noon, Monday, Dec. 3, and the message of 
the President was sent in at noon the following day. 
Among its recommendations are those in favor of a ship 
subsidy bill, a lower tariff or free trade for the Philip- 
pines, laws giving citizenship to the Porto Ricans and 
permitting the Japanese to naturalize, giving power to 
the President to enforce the treaty rights of aliens, fur- 
ther protection for the seals, a graduated income and in- 
heritance tax, the withdrawal of coal lands from sale or 
entry, providing for a Federal strike investigation com- 
mission, limitation in the hours of railroad employees, 
a drastic child-labor law and one placing the entire 
“risk of a trade” upon the employer, including the Na- 
tional Government; modifying the use of injunction in 
labor caszs, punishing with death a criminal assault 
or an attempt at it, further limitation of the power of 
corporations, more industrial and technical training. In 
addition to the specific recommendations the subjects of 
capital and labor are very fully discussed, and we have 
remarks upon the propriety of criticising judges, on 
lynching, race prejudice and race suicide, currency re-, 
form plans, irrigation and forest preservation. Condi- 
tions in Cuba, South and Central America are reviewed. 
The speed and efficiency with which the troops sent to 
Cuba were handled are commended. The provisional 
government will come to an end as soon as a new one is 
inaugurated, but if the insurrectionary habit should con- 
tinue the United States will have to take charge. The 
erection of a memorial amphitheater at Arlington, for 
which the War Department furnishes an estimate, is 
recommended. It is advised that the whole subject of 
marriage and divorce be relegated to the Congress. 

In his remarks on the subsidy bill the President says: 
“If it prove impracticable to enact a law for the en- 
couragement of shipping generally, then at least pro- 
vision should be made for better communication with 
South America, notably for fast mail lines to the chief 
South American ports.” 

Of the Philippines the President says: ‘‘So far our 
action in the Philippines has been abundantly justified, 
not mainly and indeed not primarily because of the added 
dignity it has given us as a nation by proving that we 
are capable honorably and efficiently to bear the inter- 
national burdens which a mighty people should bear, but 
even more because of the immense benefit that has come 
to the people of the Philippine Islands. In these islands 
we are steadily introducing both liberty and order, to a 
greater degree than their people have ever before known. 
We have secured justice. We have provided an efficient 
police force, and have put down ladronism. Only in the 
islands of Leyte and Samar is the authority of our Gov- 
ernment resisted, and this by wild mountain tribes under 
the superstitious inspiration of fakirs and pseudo-re- 
ligious leaders. If we have erred at all in the Philip- 
pines it has been in proceeding too rapidly in the direc- 
tion of granting a large measure of self-government. We 
are building roads. We have, for the immeasurable 
good of the people, arranged for the building of rail- 
roads. Let us also see to it that they are given free 
access to our markets.” 

The development of Hawaii along the lines of a com- 
munity of small freeholders instead of great planters is 
urged, and it is recommended that a portion of our revy- 
enues be set aside to be expended for educational im- 
provements in that territory. The claims of Alaska to 
better government are also presented. It cost $7,000,- 
000, and has thus far furnished us with $11,000,000 of 
revenue and has produced nearly $300,000,000 in gold, 
furs and fishes. 

The message contains a long argument in favor of 
showing the utmost courtesy and cordiality in our treat- 
ment of the Japanese. We are told that “to shut them 
out from the public schools is a wicked absurdity, when 
there are no first-class colleges in the land, including the 
universities and colleges of California, which do not 
gladly welcome Japanese students, and on which Japan- 
ese students do not reflect credit.”” The President further 
says: “In the matter now before me affecting the Jap- 
anese everything that it is in my power to do will be 
done, and all of the forces, military and civil, of the 
United States whieh I may lawfully employ will be so 
employed.” 

THE NAVY AND ARMY. 

In some remarks on the subject of peace and righteous- 
ness the President says: 

A just war is in the long run far better for a nation’s soul 
than the most prosperous peace obtained by acquiescence in 
wrong or injustice. Moreover, though it is eriminal for a 
nation not to prepare for war, so that it may escape the dread- 
ful consequences of being defeated in war, yet it must always 
be remembered that even to be defeated in war may be far 
better than not to have fought at all. As has been well and 
finely said, a beaten nation is not necessarily a disgraced nation: 
but the nation or man is disgraced if the obligation to defend 
right is shirked: The chance for the settlement of disputes 
peacefully, by arbitration, now depends mainly upon the pos- 
session by the nations that mean to do right of sufficient armed 
strength to make their purpose effective. 

The United States Navy is the surest guarantor of peace 
which this country possesses. It is earnestly to be wished 
that we would profit by the teachings of history in this matter. 
For this purpose nothing could be more instructive than a 
rational study of the War of 1812, as it is told, for instance, 
by Captain Mahan. There was only one way in which that 
war could have been avoided. If during the preceding twelve 
years a navy relatively as strong as that which this country 
now has had been built up, and an Army provided relatively 
as good as that which the country now has, there never would 
have been the slightest necessity of fighting the war; and if 
the necessity had arisen the war would under such circum- 
stances have ended with our speedy and overwhelming triumph. 


But our people during those twelve years refused to make 
any preparations whatever, regarding either the Army or the 


Navy. They saved a million or two of dollars by so doing; 
and in mere money paid a hundredfold for each million they 
thus saved during the three years of war which followed—a 
war which brought untold suffering upon our people, which 
at one time threatened the gravest national disaster, and 
which, in spite of the necessity of waging it, resulted merely 
in what was in effect a drawn battle, while the balance of de- 
feat and triumph was almost even. 

I do not ask that we continue to increase our Navy. I 
merely ask that it be maintained at its present strength; and 
this can be done only if we replace the obsolete and outworn 
ships by new and good ones, the equals of any afloat in any 
navy. To stop building ships for one year means that for that 
year the Navy goes back instead of forward. The old battle- 
ship Texas, for instance, would now be of little service in a 
stand-up fight with a powerful adversary. The old double- 
turret monitors have outworn their usefulness, while it was 
a waste of money to build the modern single-turret monitors. 
All these ships should be replaced by others; and this can be 
done by a well-settled program of providing for the building 
each year of at least one first-class battleship equal in size and 
speed to any that any nation is at the same time building; 
the armament presumably to consist of as large a number as 
possible of very heavy guns of one caliber, together with 
smaller guns to repel torpedo attack; while there should be 
heavy armor, turbine engines, and, in short,- every modern 
device. Of course, from time to time, cruisers, colliers, tor- 
pedoboat destroyers, or torpedoboats, will have to‘be built also. 
All this, be it remembered, would not increase our Navy, but 
would merely keep it at its present strength. Equally of 
course, the ships will be absolutely useless if the men aboard 
them are not so trained that they can get the best possible 
service out of the formidable but delicate and complicated 
mechanisms intrusted to their care. The marksmanship of 
our men has so improved during the last five years that I 
deem it within bounds to say that the Navy is more than 
twice as efficient, ship for ship, as half a decade ago. The 
Navy can only attain proper efficiency if enough officers and 
men are provided, and if these officers and men are given the 
chance (and required to take advantage of it) to stay con- 
tinually at sea and to exercise the fleets singly and above all 
in squadron, the exercise to be of every kind and to include 
unceasing practice at the guns, conducted under conditions 
that will test marksmanship in time of war. 

I do not believe that in any service there is a finer body 
of enlisted men and of junior officers than we have in both 
the Army and the Navy, including the Marine Corps. All 
possible encouragement to the enlisted men should be given, 
in pay and otherwise, and everything practicable done to 
render the Service attractive to men of the right type. They 
should be held to the strictest discharge of their duty, and in 
them a spirit should be encouraged which demands, not the 
mere performance of duty, but the performance of far more 
than duty, if it conduces to the honor and the interest of the 
American nation; and in return the amplest consideration 
should be theirs. 

West Point and Annapolis already turn out excellent ofti- 
cers. We do not need to have these schools made more 
scholastic. On the contrary, we should never lose sight of the 
fact that the aim of each school is to turn out a man who 
shall be above everything else a fighting man. In the Army 
in particular it is not necessary that either the Cavalry or 
Infantry officer should have special mathematical ability. 
Probably in both schools the best part of the education is the 
high standard of character and of professional morale which 
it confers. 

But in both services there is urgent need for the establish- 
ment of a principle of selection which will eliminate men after 
a certain age if they cannot be promoted from the subordinate 
ranks, and which will bring into the higher ranks fewer men, 
and these at an earlier age. This principle of selection will be 
objected to by good men of mediocre capacity who are fitted to 
do well while young in the lower positions, but who are not 
fitted to do well when at an advanced age they come into 
positions of command and of great responsibility. But the de- 
sire of these men to be promoted to positions which they are 
not competent to fill should not weigh against the interests of 
the Navy and the country. At present our men, especially in 
the Navy, are kept far too long in the junior grades, and then, 
at much too advanced an age, are put quickly through the 
senior grades, often not attaining to these senior grades until 
they are too old to be of real use in them; and if they are of 
real use, being put through them so quickly that little benefit 
to the Navy comes from their having been in them at all. 

The Navy has one great advantage over the Army in the 
fact that the officers of high rank are actually trained in the 
continual performance of their duties; that is, in the manage- 
ment of the battleships and armored cruisers gathered into 
fleets. This is not true of the Army officers who rarely have 
corresponding chances to exercise command over troops under 
service conditions. The conduct of the Spanish war showed 
the lamentable loss of life, the useless extravagance, and the 
inefficiency certain to result, if during peace the high officials 
of the War and Navy Departments are praised and rewarded 
only if they save money at no matter what cost to the ef- 
ficiency of the Service, and if the higher officers are given no 
chance whatever to exercise and practise command. For 
years prior to the Spanish war the Secretaries of War were 
praised chiefly if they practised economy; which economy, es- 
pecially in connection with the Quartermaster, Commissary 
and Medical Departments, was directly responsible for most 
of the mismanagement that occurred in the war itself—and 
parenthetically be it observed that the very people who clam- 
ored for the misdirected economy in the first place were fore- 
most to denounce the mismanagement, loss, and suffering which 
were primarily due to this same misdirected economy and to 
the lack of preparation it involved. There should soon be an 
increase in the number of men for our coast defenses; these 
men should be of the right type and properly trained; and 
there should therefore be an increase of pay for certain 
skilled grades, especially in the Coast Artillery. Money should 
be appropriated to permit troops to be massed in body and 
exercised in manéuvers, particularly in marching. Such exer- 
cise during the summer just past has been of incalculable bene- 
fit to the Army, and should under no circumstances be dis- 
continued. If on these practice marches and in these ma- 
neuvers elderly officers prove unable to bear the strain, they 
should be retired at once, for the fact is conclusive as to their 
unfitness for war; that is, for the only purpose because of 
which they should be allowed to stay in the Service. It is a 
real misfortune to have scores of small-company or regimental 
posts scattered throughout the country; the Army should be 
gathered in a few brigade or division posts; and the generals 
should be practised in handling the men in masses. Neglect 
to provide for all of this means to incur the risk of future 
disaster and disgrace. 

The readiness and efficiency of both the Army and Navy in 
dealing with the recent sudden crisis in Cuba illustrate afresh 
their value to the nation. This readiness and efficiency would 
have been very much less had it not been for the existence 
of the General Staff in the Army and the General Board in the 
Navy; both are essential to the proper development and use of 
our military forces afloat and ashore. The troops that were 
sent to Cuba were handled flawlessly. It was the swiftest 
mobilization and despatch of troops over sea ever accom- 
plished by our Government. The expedition landed completely 
equipped and ready for immediate service, several of its or- 
ganizations hardly remaining in Havana over night before 
splitting up into detachments and going to their several posts. 
It was a fine demonstration of the value and efficiency of the 
General Staff. Similarly, it was owing in large part to the 
General Board that the Navy was able at the outset to meet 
the Cuban crisis with such instant efficiency; ship after ship 
appearing on the shortest notice at any threatened point, while 
the Marine Corps, in particular, performed indispensable ser- 
vice. The Army and Navy War Colleges are of incalculable 
value to the two Services, and they co-operate with constantly 
increasing efficiency and importance. — : 

The Congress has most wisely provided for a National Board 
for the promotion of rifle practice. Excellent results have 
already come from this law, but it does not go far enough. 
Our Regular Army is so small that in any great war we 
should have to trust mainly to volunteers; and in such event 
these volunteers should already know how to shoot; for if a 
soldier has the fighting edge, and ability to take care of him- 
self in the open, his efficiency on the line of battle is almost

directly proportionate to excetlence in marksmanship. We 
should establish shooting galleries in all the large public and 
military schools, should maintain national target ranges in 
different parts of the country, and should in every way en- 
courage the formation of rifie clubs throughout all parts of the 
land. The little republic of Switzerland offers us an excellent 
example in all matters connected with building up an efficient 


citizen soldiery.

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REPORT OF SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 


The Secretary of the Navy, in his annual report, calls 
attention to the report of the Personnel Board trans- 
mitted with it. He disapproves of some of its sugges- 
tions concerning the line, printing them in italics in the 
report, and appending to each passage thus indicated a 
brief statement of his own views within brackets. The 
report, he states, could be modified in the sense he sug- 
gests without materially affecting the scheme of legisla- 
tion advocated by the board. The Secretary says: 


This proposed legislation offers a remedy for two serious 
evils, namely, the absence of opportunity for officers of flag 
rank to familiarize themselves by actual experience with their 
duties as commanders of fleets, divisions, or squadrons in the 
short time to elapse before their retirement for age, and, 
secondly, an impending period of great stagnation in promo- 
tion when the large increase among the junior officers, caused 
by the augmented classes of graduates from the Naval Acad- 
emy, shall produce its inevitable effects. It is believed that 
the plan of the board is, on the whole, satisfactory to the line 
officers of the Navy, and its adoption by the Congress will be 
generally accepted in the service as a gratifying step in ad- 
vance. I refrain from any recommendation with respect to 
the second report on the Staff Corps and Marine Corps be- 
cause it is impossible to say that it has, in the main, received 
the approval of the officers most directly affected, and I am 
not prepared to advise the embodiment in legislation of any 
plan which will not, finally and once for all, end the regret- 
table and chronic differences existing for so long between the 
Staff Corps and Line. The plan of the Board on Personnel 
includes the creation of three vice-admirals. I very earnestly 
hope that even if the entire plan submitted should not be 
embodied in law at the approaching session, this feature of it 
will receive legislative sanction, at least to the extent of pro- 
viding the Navy with two officers of rank and title corres- 
ponding to their functions. 

In the report of the Personnel Board there will be found a 
recommendation that the classes at Annapolis be not‘ reduced 
in number at the time now fixed by law. I heartily approve 
this suggestion, but I further recommend that all vacancies in 
the lowest grades of the Pay Corps and the Marine Corps be 
then filled by the appointment of graduates of the Naval 
Academy, and that undergraduates who desire to qualify 
themselves as medical officers or civil engineers be allowed to 
pursue a special course of study during the last two years of 
their curriculum at the Academy, which, with a post graduate 
course of two years longer, may qualify them for appointment 
as assistant surgeons or assistant civil engineers. This two- 
year post graduate course in these branches would be a sub- 
stitute for the one year at sea recommended by the Personnel 
Board for all midshipmen before they receive commissions as 
ensigns, the year’s delay being no more than a sufficient de- 
terrent to prevent too many undergraduates selecting non- 
combatant branches of the Service. It is my belief that 
when all officers, whether of the line or the staff, are educated 
together and appointed in like manner, the feeling of antag- 
onism between the two branches will gradually but surely dis- 
appear, and also that, until this is done, this antagonism will 
continue, although some less radical measures may be ef- 
fective to remove minor causes of friction and dispute. Un- 
doubtedly one such measure would be a settlement of the 
perennial controversy as to the titles of staff officers. I think 
this question of titles, which, although apparently of slight 
importance, is nevertheless by no means trivial in all its 
consequences, should be determined by legislation. If possi- 
ble, a solution should be found which will meet the reason- 
able wishes of all parties concerned, but, if this be impractic- 
able, the question should be settled and settled finally; and 
then all parties will, in time, adapt themselves to the settle- 
ment. 





REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD—GENERAL BOARD. 

The Personnel Board asked to be excused from con- 
sidering the third subject submitted to them, that of 
changes in the organization of the department and its 
bureaus or boards recommending the organization of a 
Technical Board, which, if approved by the Department, 
would not require legislative action. The Secretary says: 


It seems to me desirable that a very radical and thorough- 
going change should be made in the organization of the De- 
partment, and the plan tentatively suggested in my last an- 
nual report, with some modifications of consequence, appears to 
afford a reasonable promise of satisfactory results. 

The work of the Department should be grouped into four 
sections, one under the immediate direction of the Secretary, 
another under that of the Assistant Secretary, and the remain- 
ing two under officers of flag rank. Of the last mentioned 
two sections, one should be entrusted with the duties now im- 
posed upon the Bureaus of Yards and Docks, Equipment, 
Construction and Repair, Steam Engineering, and Ordnance, 
and the officer at its head should have as assistants the Chief 
Constructor, the Engineer-in-Chief, and two officers not now 
designated in the law, for whom I suggest the titles of Master 
of Ordnance and Master of Public Works, the last mentioned 
to be a civil engineer of the Navy. These officers should not 
be chiefs of bureau, but the deputies and technical advisers, 
in their respective provinces, of the chief of section, and 
should discharge such special duties of supervision or other- 
wise as he might, from time to time, delegate to each of 
them. Moreover, they should form a_ board, under his presi- 
dency, which would discharge the duties now imposed by 
regulation upon the Board on Construction and any other 
duties which the Department might deem it wise to confide to 
this board from time to time hereafter. E 

The other chief of section should be intrusted, in the main, 
with the direction of the Navy as an organized and fighting 
force, his province being thus broader than that of the Chief 
of the present Bureau of Navigation, and he, also, should have 
four assistants, in the Surgeon General, the Paymaster Gen- 
eral, the Commandant of the Marine Corps, and the Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy. The duties of these officers 
would be necessarily more permanently specialized than those 
of the first mentioned group, but they should ali be the depu- 
ties, within their several fields of action, of the chief of sec- 
tion, and, like the other group, should constitute a board, 
under his presidency, from which the Department might expect 
advice on all matters affecting the personnel of the Navy. 

The Secretary should immediately supervise the civil es- 
tablishment, the Office of Naval Intelligence and the Office of 
the Judge Advocate General, and also the affairs of localities, 
such as Tutuila and Guam, which are essentially naval sta- 
tions but contain an appreciable civil population. There 
should be, likewise, attached to his office a master of accounts, 
who should be a trained accountant. : 

In addition to the duties now imposed upon. the Assistant 
Secretary by the regulations, he might be required to super- 
vise the work of certain agencies of the Department, which 
are not necessarily within the province of either of the two 
section chiefs, such as the Hydrographic Office and the Naval 
Observatory. It is fully recognized that this arrangement is 
not strictly logical, but some symmetry of theory must be 
sacrificed for practical advantages, and it seems clear that if 
the work of the Navy as a great manufacturing establishment 
and repair shop is to be consolidated and put under one head 
(a measure which appears to me highly advisable in the in- 
terest of efficiency and economy) the work of the Bureau of 
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Ordnance should go with it. On the other hand, the agency 
which adjusts pay and provides supplies would fall naturally 
within the group controlled by the chief of the personnel sec- 
OF nenpeettally suggest that a suitable commission, consisting 
of three or more ex-Secretaries of the Navy and two or more 
members of the Committee on Naval Affairs of each of the 
two Houses of the Congress, under the presidency of the 
Secretary of the Navy for the time being, _be appointed to 
consider this plan and also any other suggestions on the same 
subject matter, and to report at the first session of the 
Sixtieth Congress. f 

The Secretary also recommends that the four years 
term and necessity for confirmation by the Senate of 
chiefs of bureau be abolished ; that these positions be 
recognized distinctly as military assignments and not 
civil offices, and that they be filled and held in the pleas- 
ure of the President. ‘This recommendation extends to 
the proposed chief of section, if the plan of reorganiza- 
tion suggested shall be adopted. It is not intended to 
interfere in any way with the present law respecting the 
rank and pay of chiefs of bureau. The Secretary thinks 
that the criticism to which the General Board has been 
subjected is due in part to its unfortunate name. It 
should have been styled “The War Board,” the work 
for which it is designed being that of maturing plans 

. The Secretary says: ‘i f 

fr arhe General Board has discharged these duties to 
the entire satisfaction of the Department, and though, 
fortunately, no opportunity has yet been afforded to test 
its efficiency in actual warfare, experience in connection 
with minor active operations has been most instructive 
as to its value. It may be questioned, however, whether 
the board is not more numerous than the public interest 
requires. If the plan of reorganization hereinbefore 
suggested shall be substantially adopted, the General 
Board might be, with advantage, composed of the _two 
proposed chiefs of section and three officers specially 
designated by the President, after consideration of the 
confidential recommendations of the Secretary of the 
Navy. While, however, there shall be on the active list 
of the Navy an officer of a higher rank than vice-admi- 
ral, he should form part of the General Board as matter 
of right, and such officer, or the senior of them, if there 
be more than one, should be ex-officio its president. It 
would be well to provide by law for the organization of 
the General Board, provided that its duties should be 
always liable to modification by Naval Regulations. In 
any event, however, the members of this board, other 
than the officers forming part of it by virtue of their 
rank, should be specially designated by the President or 
the Department and should be liable to relief at any 
moment, so as to insure absolute harmony between its 
views and those of its superiors.” 

As the result of the legislation for the Naval Acad- 
emy, “hazing” is practically, if not wholly, extinct, at 
least for the moment. “Moreover, the action of the De- 
partment in holding out the opportunity for early grad- 
uation as an incentive to hard study and consequent 
high marks in the present graduating class, seems to 
have raised the standard of scholarship and promoted 
worthy and sensible ideas among the undergraduates on 
this subject. And it is a source of gratification to the 
Department, as well as of credit to the present Super- 
intendent and Academic Board, that conditions in the 
Academy have improved so notably within the past 
twelve months.” : 

The improvements at the Academy are approaching 
completion. Congress is asked, however, to provide a 
receptacle in the chapel for the body of Paul Jones, dis- 
covered and brought to this country by Gen. Horace 
Porter at an expense to him of $35,000. General Porter 
waived his claim, but expressed the wish that this 
amount should be added to the cost of preparing a be- 
fitting permanent resting place for our great sailor. It 
is also recommended that a bronze memorial tablet should 
be erected at Annapolis to commemorate the merits and 
public services of Prof. William Chauvenet, whose coun- 
sel and assistance were of great value in effecting the 
establishment and organization of the Academy by 
Secretary Bancroft in 1845. 

It is recommended that the title ‘“‘mechanician” be 
substituted for that of ‘‘Warrant Machinist,” and that 
of “Academic Professor’ for “Professor of Mathe- 
matics.” 

RECRUITING, DESERTION, NAVAL RESERVE, MARINES. 

Mr. Bonaparte declares that the popular impression 
that aversion to the military service explains the diffi- 
culty of obtaining recruits for the Navy is a mistaken 
one. During the past year greater pains have been 
taken to advertise the merits of the Navy, and the re- 
sults have been, on the whole, decidedly gratifying. 
There is good reason to suppose that before the end of 
the present fiscal year the Navy will have reached its 
legal limit of strength. In view of these facts and of the 
urgent necessity for more men to properly man ships 
which must go into commission within the next twelve 
months, it is suggested that Congress accord the in- 
crease of strength requested by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. 

A year’s further experience has strengthened the Sec- 
retary’s impression that desertion is ‘‘an evil of only 
subordinate importance.” The moral culpability it in- 
volves is imperfectly appreciated by those whose position 
and standing would suggest an abhorrence of the 
crime. In perfectly clear cases of desertion, the Depart- 
ment is frequently besieged with entreaties for a wholly 
undeserved clemency on the part of prominent members 
of the community and even of men in public office, who 
apparently fail to realize that a part of a deserter’s 
punishment ought to be the blame and aversion of all 
good citizens. ‘This callousness to the true nature of 
conduct plainly immoral is yet more strongly shown in 
cases of applications for release on the ground of frau- 
dulent enlistment. The Secretary says: ‘I am happy to 
say that the earnest protests made by the President, the 
Department, and prominent officers against indignities 
inflicted on enlisted men, by an insulting discrimination 
against the uniform they wear, have caused a _ very 
gratifying and salutary expression of public opinion on 
this subject. In the absence of legislation on the subject, 
I respectfully submit for your consideration the advis- 
ability of an Executive order directing this Department 
to report and publish the names of all establishments in 
which such discrimination against the uniform has been 
exhibited, and forbidding all persons in any branch of 
the executive public service to in any wise patronize or 
frequent the establishments thus designated. In my 
judgment, it is of great moment that the Government 
should be known to be in earnest in thus demanding re- 
spect for its military servants.” 

The Secretary makes an earnest argument in favor of 
establishing a naval reserve, in the course of which he 
says: 

The assurance that 20,000 thoroughly competent seamen 
could be secured at any moment for our fleet would be very 
well worth $5,000,000 a year; indeed, as a mere matter of 


economy this would be a good investment, since it might 
obviate the necessity of maintaining a large number of ships 
in commission in time of peace, so as to be assured of having 
them ready in time of war. I suggest, therefore, for your 
consideration and that of the Congress, the propriety of al- 
lowing every able-bodied man of good moral character, within 
certain limits of age, who has served at least four years in 
the Navy and been discharged with credit, to be enrolled on a 
reserve list, in return for which he should receive from $15 to 
$25 per month, according to his rating at the time of leaving 
the Service. Enlistments in the reserve should be for four 
years and consecutive re-enlistments should not be permitted, 
unless under very exceptional circumstances. I would limit 
the number in the reserve to, say, 20,000 men. If the or- 
ganization of this force were combined with a provision for 
subsidies to vessels having an American registry and suitable 
for naval use in the event of war, by requiring that a certain 
proportion of their crews should be made up of men in the 
naval reserve, it would undoubtedly be more certainly effec- 
tive; but even without any such provision I believe a reserve 
of experienced men could thus be obtained who not only 
would be nearly or quite as serviceable, when called upon for 
duty, as the active personnel, but also immensely increase the 
efficiency and consequent utility to the service of the remain- 
ing members of the Naval Militia. 

The Secretary approves the recommendation of the 
Board on Personnel that the number of chaplains be 
increased from twenty-four to forty. He says: “There 
should be, in my judgment, a chaplain on every first- 
class vessel of the Navy and on each one of as many 
smaller vessels as can be suitably provided. I do not 
think it right that several hundreds of our citizens, on 
our largest vessels, as many as 800, or even more, should 
live for months isolated from all religious observances, 
should be deprived of the consolations of religion in case 
of sickness or death, and should be unable, in case of 
need, to call upon a spiritual adviser.’ He reviews the 
recommendation of last ‘year’s report that a moderate 
number of temporary chaplains—say ten—be appointed 
annually to serve four or five years, and that the per- 
manent corps be recruited from those who have mani- 
fested their fitness for the work during such period of 
temporary employment. A number of chaplains could 
be set free for employment at sea by dividing the salary 
of one regular chaplain between four or five of the pas- 
tors of the neighborhood who could serve as acting 
chaplains. 

It is proposed to forbid by law the establishment of 
evil resorts within a certain radius of naval stations. It 
is again recommended that a small corps of commis- 
sioned officers, to be known as “civilians,” be attached to 
the naval establishment, employed in the higher posts 
now filled by civil employees in the Department and at 
the more important naval stations, and recruited from 
the most competent and deserving members of the civil 
establishment. Also that a corps of marine engineers 
be organized for shore duty only. The word “steam” 
should not figure in their title, because acquaintance 
with electrical engineering has already become an im- 
portant part of the equipment of a competent marine en- 
gineer, and daily tends to become of greater consequence, 
but the organization of these two corps might also serve 
to afford an opportunity for promotion in cases of ex- 
ceptional merit, on the one hand to the pay clerks, and 
on the other to the present warrant machinists. 

An increase in the Marine Corps, the promotion of 
the commandant to major general, and the appointment 
of two brigadiers is recommended; one in command at 
General Headquarters, and the other in command of 
reserve brigade for duty where and when needed. Special 
legislation in the interest of individual officers is con- 
demned. The request of rear admirals retired before 
the passage of the personnel bill that they be placed on 
the same footing as those of their rank retired since 
then is approved. While it cannot be considered a 
grievance for one officer that a brother officer receives 
increased pay, his own not being diminished, but re- 
maining as it was previously, there is still something 
invidious in an apparent discrimination of this nature. 
The number of officers affected is small. The legislation 
asked for by the J.A. General, especially that relating 
to civilian witnesses, is approved, and authority to pay 
for legal advice out of the contingent fund is asked. 


.Oaths of disinterestedness to contracts should be abol- 


ished. 
INCREASE OF NAVY. 

In addition to the one drydock asked for by the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, one should be constructed and re- 
tained on the Pacific coast. These docks should be 
slightly larger than the Dewey so as to take vessels of 
20,000 tons. In reference to the description of the bat- 
tleship authorized which is contained in the appropria- 
tion bill of last year, it is suggested that the insertion 
of this proviso has established a precedent of doubtful 
merit; that its moral effect, both at home and abroad, 
has not been wholly desirable, and that it appears in 
forcible contrast to the action of at least one foreign 
government in dealing with the same subject matter. It 
is the universal desire of the construction departments in 
navies to keep their designs, as nearly as possible, secret; 
and, so far as I am aware, this is the only instance in 
which disapproval of this policy has been apparently 
indicated by the legislative branch of any government.” 

An extension of two months in the limitation of the 
time for the trial of submarines is asked for because of 
the inclemency.of the weather in Narragansett Bay in 
February and March. In reference to the numerous 
suggestions of well-meaning people that the progress of 
science may do away with the necessity of fighting, Mr. 
Bonaparte says: “This was first expected of automo- 
bile torpedoes, then of torpedo craft, then of submarines, 
and lately even of dirigible balloons. Experience has in- 
deed indicated that all of these several inventions, ex- 
cept the last, may have a legitimate, although very cir- 
cumscribed, field of utility in modern naval warfare ;. 
but I feel that I ought to place on record in this connec- 
tion the conviction of the Department that the only 
trustworthy safeguard for our country against injury 
from a hostile battleship is to have at least one American 
battleship ready to deal with her.” Next follows this 
frank confession of error on the part of the worthy 
Secretary himself: 

In my last annual report I stated that ‘‘the aggregate of 
our battleships, armored cruisers, and coast defense vessels 
built, building, or authorized, would seem, according to present 
indications, sufficient to provide for any contingencies within 
the limits of probability.’’ When this statement was made 
the facts seemed to justify an assumption, at least tentatively, 
that the foreign navies with which it is material to compare 
our own had, in general, reached the limits of extension im- 
mediately contemplated, and there appeared to some persons 
a fair prospect that some reduction of naval armaments or, at 
all events, some limitation to their indefinite increase, might 
result from the contemplated Hague conference. 

Without sharing the last mentioned expectation, I yet 
deemed that I could then safely speak as I did; but, without 
going into detailed explanations, which are needless and might 
be objectionable, it is my duty now to report to you and to 


the Congress that, in my judgment, circumstances have so far 
changed as to make provision for a moderate increase in the 
effective fighting strength of our Navy the part of patriotic 
foresight at present. I recommend, therefore, that, as soon 
as may be practicable at this session, the Congress authorize 
the construction of a sister ship to the one already authorized 
and of which the plans are now submitted; so that, by simply 
duplicating these plans and the further detailed specifications 
and drawings by which they are to be supplemented, we can 
have two vessels of this class completed within the time 
which would otherwise be needed for the construction of only 
one, 

It was my opinion, as expressed in my last annual report, 
that the authorization of two 16,000-ton battleships of the 
type of the South Carolina and Michigan, which, if authorized, 
could have been completed simultaneously with the last men- 
tioned vessels, thus providing us at once a squadron of four 
homogeneous ships, would have been the most appropriate 
form in which to provide for the maintenance of the strength 
of our Navy at the last session. For the same reason, I now 
think it highly advisable that a consort to the single vessel 
authorized as a substitute for the two recommended be au- 
thorized at this session, and, if possible, early in the session, 
so that we may have greater benefit from the increased speed 
of these larger ships, an advantage in great part nullified when 
the swifter vessel is the only one of her class in a fleet. The 
additional vessels which I think should be authorized at this 
session are indicated later in this report. 

Answering the criticism concerning the placing of 
contracts for armor plate, the Secretary states that he 
gave some of the work to the Bethlehem to break up a 
combination against the Government. He says: .- 

“If the Secretary of the Navy were authorized to buy 
armor plate abroad whenever, in the judgment of the 
President, the price at which he could obtain such armor 
plate in the United States was exorbitant or unreason- 
able, there is good reason to believe that the manufac- 
turers would either not form a combination at all or 
agree upon a reasonable and moderate price. I would 
extend the like authority to the purchase of torpedoes, 
ammunition, projectiles, and in fact, all articles neces- 
sary to the national defense. It is evident that such 
articles stand on a totally different footing from such as 
are manufactured only for private consumption. The 
Government has the constitutional right, a right inherent 
in its sovereignty, to take, by the exercise of its power 
of eminent domain, any article necessary to the national 
defense and already in existence, upon paying for it a 
reasonable price. 

“When citizens of the United States, enjoying the 
protection of its laws, who are engaged in the manufac- 
ture of articles of this character, refuse to manufacture 
them for the Government unless it shall agree to pay 
for them an exorbitant and unreasonable price, they 
evidently defraud it of an opportunity to exercise its 
just constitutional powers and evade the fulfilment of 
their duties as patriotic citizens. Therefore, whatever 
may be the general economic policy of the Government, 
the markets of the world ought to be open to it in deal- 
ing with the situation thus created. A special report 
of a board of officers upon the cost of armor plate is 
appended to this report.” 

The Secretary has modified his opinion concerning the 
rebuilding of the Constitution and now recommends that 
she be put into a condition to be towed from point to 
point to take part, and especially to fire salutes, in 


_ patriotic celebrations at sea port towns. 


In view of his inability to obtain-from the different 
bureaus a statement of the amount included last year 
under the different heads of expenditure, a commission 
was appointed to investigate the systems of accounting 
and bookkeeping in use in the Department and to report 
a plan whereby the desired information might be here- 
after preserved and furnished when needful, with as 
little additional labor to the clerical force, and conse- 
quent expense to the Government, as might be possible ; 
this commission has made a preliminary report. It is 
recommended that $50,000 be appropriated annually for 
the benefit of the islands of Guam and Tutuila. Setting 
forth in contrast the views of the General Board and the 
Board on Construction, on the subject of new vessels, the 
Secretary says, in concluding his report: 

The two boards differ as to the size of the scout cruisers 
recommended, the General Board holding that vessels of this 
type should be considerably larger than the three scouts now 
building, while the Board on Construction advises that we 
simply build two more of this class. In view of this differ- 
ence of opinion between the boards and of the fact that the 
scout cruisers now building are, in a sense, experimental, 
and that a very much better judgment as to desirable charac- 
teristics of this class of vessels can be formed after their 
completion and trial, I do not recommend the authorization 
of any scout cruisers at this session of Congress. 

While the ship’s motor torpedoboats and shallow-draft river 
gunboats recommended by the General Board could be un- 
doubtedly built out of the general appropriation for small 
craft, as is suggested by the Board on Construction, and in 
accordance with reasonable and _ well-established practice, 
nevertheless I see no objection to their special authorization 
by the Congress, particularly in view of their very moderate 
cost. 

With respect to the two battleships which, with the one 
already authorized, would make three equal in fighting force 
to any which, so far as is known, will be possessed by a for- 
eign power at the time of their completion, I have already 
said that I consider the authorization of one such vessei, a 
consort to the ship already authorized, is clearly demanded 
by the requirements of reasonable foresight for the national 
safety under circumstances now existing. I am not prepared 
to say this so unhesitatingly for the second vessel recom- 
mended, but in view of the unanimous and emphatic advice 
of all those in the Department most competent to speak on 
such a subject and bearing the responsibility for its proper 
decision, I deem it my duty to counsel this further addition 
to our force. 

In ¢losing this report I think it is but right to call at- 
tention to certain features of our country’s situation, which, 
although sufficiently obvious and of self-evident importance, 
nevertheless appear to be frequently overlooked. Although a 
continental power, for practical purposes we share with Great 
Britain the immense advantage of an insular position. Pro- 
vided our naval strength be sufficient to retain command of 
the sea, we are absolutely safe from invasion, and consequently 
escape the burdens of a vast military establishment which 
bear upon all the great powers of the European continent; 
but if we have not a sufficient Navy the oceans to the east 
and west of us, instead of serving as bulwarks for defense, 
become highways for invasion. The extensive steam merchant 
marines which serve the commerce of the world are no less 
available to transport men and munitions of war, and they 
place our shores within a week's, or at least a fortnight’s, 
march of a powerful army from any one of the great military 
countries of the world, a danger rendered far more serious by 
the fact that an enemy coming by water is restricted to no line 
of advance ascertainable beforehand and may choose for ag- 
gression any point of our coast line which seems the most 
vulnerable. Under these circumstances, unless we are willing 
to maintain a strong standing Army, the maintenance of our 
naval strength is a matter of supreme moment to the national 
safety, and I am convinced that an enlightened and patriotic 
opinion will assent gladly to any reasonable sacrifices neces- 
sary to assure such safety. The pecuniary burden imposed 
on each inhabitant of the United States for the maintenance 
of the Navy may be estimated roughly, but with a fair ap- 
proximation to accuracy, at one-third of that borne by each 
inhabitant of Great Britain and Ireland, and the burdens of 
personal service to the like end at about one-seventh. Ex- 
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pressed in figures we may say that the cost of the Navy 
amounts to about $1.33 per annum for each inhabitant of the 
United States and that about six men out of every ten thous- 
and inhabitants are at present bound by law to naval service. 
Surely such burdens as these, or even some very slight in- 
erease of these burdens, will be accepted without reluctance 
or murmur by the patriotism and good sense of the American 
people.

REPORT OF PERSONNEL BOARD. 


(Note.—The following report has been annotated by the 
Secretary of the Navy, as indicated in his annual report. 
Those clauses and sentences of the report of the Personnel 
Board on which he desires to comment are printed in the fol- 
lowing in italics. Directly following the italics, and printed 
within brackets, are the Secretary’s comments on the clauses 
or sentences italicized.) 

An examination of the Navy list discloses a condition 
of affairs under the present law that seriously affects 
the efficiency of the Service and constitutes a grave 
menace, if not a positive danger, to the public interests. 
As taken from the Navy list the average age of rear 
admirals on July 1, 1906, was sixty years and eight 
months; of captains, fifty-seven years nine months; of 
commanders, fifty-one years four months; under existing 
law, on Jan. 1, 1910, the average ages will be sixty 
years eleven months; fifty-seven years eleven months; 
fifty-one years nine months, respectively, and on Jan. 1, 
1914, the average ages will be sixty years seven months; 
fifty-eight years one month; fifty years eight months, 
respectively. Congress has authorized a considerable in- 
crease in the number of midshipmen at the Naval Acad- 
emy, and these midshipmen upon graduation are promo- 
ted to ensign and lieutenant (junior grade). But no pro- 
vision has been made for a corresponding increase in the 
upper grades, the result being that the lower grades will 
become so congested that a midshipman now in one 0 
the lower classes at Annapolis may possibly not be pro- 
moted to lieutenant until he is between forty-five and 
fifty years of age. 

And so it will continue under the present law, con- 
gesting at the top and congesting at the bottom, and 
the country fails to get from the officers of the Service 
the best that is in them by not providing opportunity 
for their normal development and training. The board 
believes that this works a serious detriment to the ef- 
ficiency of the Navy and is a real menace to the public 
safety. ° J p 

Thus it is perfectly plain that an automatic system of 
promotion must be devised whereby each officer spends 
a minimum time in each grade to obtain a definite 
amount of experience in that grade, and there must also 
be a maximum period to be spent in each grade in 
order that the amount of service in each should be 
regularly proportioned from the lowest to the highest. 

Having determined upon these cardinal principles, 
which are deemed necessary to meet the needs of the 
country, in formulating a plan to put them into effect 
the following considerations were taken into account: 
First, it must be economical; second, that compensation 
to officers should be proportionate to services rendered; 
third, that all officers who do not develop special fitness 
cannot hope to reach the highest rank in the Service; 
fourth, that there should be some incentive to create 
competition between officers to encourage them to strive 
for the distinction of reaching the highest rank. : 

Now the duties of the Service are such as to require 
a certain proportion of officers in each grade, and _ this 
proportion, bearing in mind the principles enunciated 
above (of length of service and experience in each grade), 
is such that from time to time a certain number of 
officers must be eliminated from each of the upper 
grades. The board considered several methods of accom- 
plishing this; first, by selecting for promotion those ofti- 
cers who by their records and their known accomplish- 
ments are presumptively more fitted than their fellow- 
officers for promotion, and eliminating the latter when 
their time of usefulness has past, to make way for those 
below them; second, by what is known as elimination 
or selection out, whereby when it is necessary to create 
vacancies for the purpose of keeping up the regular 
flow of promotion, officers who are least fitted for such 
promotion are taken from the seagoing or active list. 

Officers so eliminated, whether by one or the other of 
the above plans, could be placed upon the retired list 
on reduced pay or placed upon a reserve list, their services 
being utilized so long as they are of value for the per- 
formance of special duty ashore. The board is of opinion 
that the creation of a reserve list best serves the in- 
terests of the country, as services of officers on the re- 
serve list could be utilized at sea in time of war or 
emergency and because there are many officers, who, 
while not so well adapted to a life at sea as their fellows, 
are specially fitted for naval work ashore, and such offi- 
cers might prefer to serve on the reserve list, where they 
could use their talents and their abilities to the best ad- 
vantage. 





WOULD SAVE MONEY. 

After careful consideration of both plans the board is 
strongly of opinion that the second is better suited 
to our system of government, of naval education, admin- 
istration, and organization, and agrees unanimously with 
the opinion expressed by the personnel board of 1897. 
It was deemed best by every member of the board 
to try the process of eliminating the officers who were 
redundant rather than by selecting the highest for pro- 
motion, for although the latter method is ideally the best, 
it would, in any event, have to be combined with the 
other, and it would in its actual working be open to 
far graver objections. Being guided by the fundamental 
considerations expressed above, the accompanying plan 
has been evolved. Its details have been carefully worked 
out, the minimum number of officers required for the 
fleet, the number of officers in each grade, the length of 
time to be spent in each and the amount of sea service 
required in each grade, all are based upon the experience 
of years and upon modern requirements afloat and 
ashore. It is automatic in its action, being constantly 
regulated so that there are no sudden flights of promotion 
nor yet long periods of service in any one grade. It 
is elastic and can be adapted to any number of officers 
that may be required for the defense of the country. 
It is economical and will, in comparison with the cost 
of maintenance of the line personnel under the present 
law, on the basis of 1,500 officers, actually result in a 
saving to the Government in seven years of about 


$5,000,000 


Perhaps it would be well to explain the reasons for 


the board’s recommendations for three ‘vice-admirals. 
The Government, in its naval organization, in order to 
conserve its dignity and to maintain discipline, has con- 
ferred rank and authority upon certain individuals com- 
mensurate with the responsibilities which devolve upon 
those individuals. Thus, not considering subordinate offi- 
cers, there are commanders who command cruisers and 
are available as second in command of battleships, 
captains who command battleships, and rear admirals 
who command divisions, squadrons and fleets. Logically 
and naturally officers who command squadrons and 
fleets, in keeping with their dignity and the responsibili- 
ties of their positions, should have a higher rank than 
that of rear admiral, and so, taking into consideration 
the present size of the fleet, the board is of the opinion 
that there should be at least three vice-admirals, one to 
command the fleet on the Atlantic and one on the Pacific, 
and one to have a position of the highest responsibility 
on shore. As the law now stands the rank of rear ad- 
miral is, in the natural order of things, the highest an 
officer can look forward to. Thus, upon arriving at that 
rank, an officer has finished his career so far as rank 
is concerned. The board believes that officers should 
be trained to command fieets just as they are trained 
to command ships, and that the possibility of promotion 
to the grade of vice-admiral will stimulate younger 
flag officers to activities that would be of material bene- 
fit to the Service. It is the practice in foreign coun- 
tries to have vice-admirals and admirals, and the prin- 
cipal navies have even a greater number of vice-ad- 
mirals in proportion to the number of officers in the 
service and to the number of ships than the board 
recommends. This lack of officers of high rank is often 
embarrassing, for when our fleet meets a foreign fleet, 
even though the officer in command of the latter be 
junior in years and with a smaller fleet, he takes prece- 
dence over our Own commander by virtue of superior 
rank, thus giving an impression of inferiority to inhabi- 
tants of foreign countries. 
ORGANIZATION. 

1. The active list of the line officers of the Navy 
should consist of a seagoing list of 1,500 officers below 
flag rank, plus those carried as additional numbers. 
The present list should be increased accordingly by not 
more than seventy-five numbers annually, in addition 
to the vacancies normally created during the year, until 
the total number on the seagoing list be attained: Pro- 
vided, That the numbers comprising the class of mid- 
shipmen to be promoted at once under the conditions 
named in Paragraph 20 of these recommendations be 
excluded from the computation for the fiscal year in 
which such promotion takes place. 

2. There should be three vice-admirals and twenty- 
one rear admirals on the active list, the vice-admirals 
to be increased in number by one for every increase of 
the enlisted personnel by 8,000. 

3. The number of officers below flag rank should be 
distributed among the several grades in the following 
proportions of the whole number of commissioned officers 
Lorne as regular numbers below flag rank, viz.: Captains 
to consist in number of seven per cent. of the whole 
number; commanders, seven per cent.; lieutenant com- 
manders, eighteen per cent., and lieutenants, lieutenants 
(junior grade), and ensigns, sixty-eight per cent. in all; 
provided that the numbers fixed in the grades of captain 
and commander be ninety for each grade until June 30, 
1913, or six years after enactment of law, when each 
grade of captain and commander is to be increased at 
the rate of not more than five each year until each 
grade composes seven per cent. of the total of commis- 
sioned officers below flag rank; providing, further, that 
no one is to be reduced in rank. 

Vice-admirals should have the rank, pay and allow- 
ances given to lieutenant generals of the Army and 
should be retired at the age of sixty-four years, but 
should not be allowed the privilege of voluntary retire- 
ment. 

5. A board should be constituted consisting of five 
flag officers from the actice and retired list senior to all 
the rear admirals on the active list, which should recom- 
mend to the President of the United States five rear 
admirals as eligible for promotion to vice-admirals, 
three to be selected by the President and nominated to 
the Senate for appointment as vice-admirals. [After 
consideration of such report the President shall nominate 
and, by and with the consent of the Senate, appoint three 
persons to be vice-admirals.] Thereafter whenever a 
vacancy occurs in the grade of vice-admiral a board con- 
sisting of five flag officers of the active and retired 
lists senior to all the rear admirals on the active list 
should recommend for such vacancy three rear admirals 
on the active list to the President of the United States 
as eligible for, promotion to vice-admirals, one of whom 
to be selected by the President and nominated to the 
Nenate for appointment as vice-admiral. [After con- 
sideration of such report the President shall nominate 
and, by and with the consent of the Senate, appoint a 
person to be vice-admiral.] 

6. No rear admiral should be eligible for reecommenda- 
tion for promotion to vice-admiral who has not had at 
least one year of sea service as flag officer, and the rear 
admirals who are selected for recommendation should 
be those, in all cases, who in the opinion of the selecting 
board are best fitted to command a fleet of battleships 
in action, 

7. There should be formed a list of officers reserved for 
shore duty only to be known as the reserve list with 
the pay and allowances now given to officers on shore 
duty. Whenever the average age of the officers com- 
posing the grade of rear admiral is more than fifty-nine 
years, rear admirals should be permitted to apply to 
the Secretary of the Navy for transfer to the reserve 
list, and on the 30th of June of each year, when the 
average age of said officers in said grade is more than 
fifty-nine years, the applicants in the order of rank, 
not to exceed four, by Executive order, should be trans- 
ferred to the reserve list. Should there be less than 
four applicants, the Secretary of the Navy should con- 
vene a board of five flag officers senior to all of those 
on the active list of rear admirals, who will designate 
the additional number necessary to cause the transfer 
of a total of four rear admirals to the said reserve list 
on the 30th of June aforesaid, and any rear admiral 
transferred to the reserve list should take rank and 
precedence after the rear admiral next ahead of him on 
the seagoing list and be retired at the age of sixty-two 
years. 

8. Whenever on the 30th of June of each year the 
senior ten captains in order of consecutive graduation 
from the Naval Academy [in this passage the contingency 
that some one or more of the ten may not have been 
graduated from the Naval Academy seems to be over- 
looked] average more than fifty-five years of age, or 


whenever on June 30 the senior ten commanders in order 
of consecutive graduation from the Naval Academy aver- 
age more than forty-eight years of age, a board of five 
rear admirals should be appointed to designate fifteen 
per cent. of the captains for the reserve list, and 
similarly on June 30 of each year when the ten senior 
lieutenant commanders in order of consecutive gradua- 
tion from the Naval Academy [in this passage the con- 
tingency that some one or more of the ten may not have 
been graduated from the Naval Academy seems to be 
overlooked] average more than forty-four years of age, 
the same board should designate ten per cent. of the 
commanders for the reserve list. 

Sach member of the board of five rear admirals here- 
with recommended shall swear or affirm that he will 
without prejudice or partiality, and having in view solely 
the special fitness of officers and the efficiency of the 
naval service, perform the duties imposed upon him by 
this section. Its findings, which shall be in writing, to 
be signed by all members, not less than four govern- 
ing. 

On the 30th of June when the senior ten lieutenants 
in order of consecutive graduation from the Naval 
‘Academy [in this passage the contingency that some one 
or more of the ten may not have been graduated from 
the Naval Academy seems to be overlooked] average 
more than thirty-seven years of age, similarly a board 
of five captains, to be organized and governed by the 
same oath and form of procedure as the board of five 
rear admirals already mentioned, should designate ten 
per cent. of the lieutenant commanders for the reserve 
list. In computing these percentages all resultant frac- 
tions to be excluded. 

Officers of the reserve list who have had, at the time 
of their transfer to the reserve list, thirty years’ ser- 
vice from date of entry at the Naval Academy [or date 
of original warrant], should have one promotion con- 
temporaneously with the officer next ahead of them on 
the seagoing list, but not to the grade of rear admiral, 
subject to examination as prescribed by law, provided 
that promotions on the reserve list from the grade of 
captain be to the grade of commodore, when he should 
be retired as commodore on three-fourths pay, and that 
a rear admiral, when placed on the reserve list, shall 
have the rank he then holds and be promoted with the 
officer next above him on the seagoing list. The grade 
of vice-admiral should not be treated as the next higher 
grade for the purpose of promotion on the reserve list or 
for retirement from the sea-going list. 

Officers in grades from which elimination for the re- 
serve list is or may be authorized by law should be per- 
mitted to submit applications for such reserve list. The 
board authorized to make. the list of reservations should 
prepare its list after reference to the list of voluntary 
applications, having due regard to the special fitness of 
officers and the efficiency of the naval service. 

9. In order to prevent an excess of officers upon the re- 
serve list beyond the requirements of the duties which 
they are to perform, it is recommended that an officer 
who is transferred to the reserve list as captain should 
be retired as commodore on three-fourths pay of grade 
when the captain who was next above him on the list of 
captains becomes a rear admiral, and an officer who is 
transferred to the reserve list as commander should 
be retired as captain with three-fourths pay of grade 
when the officer who was next above him on the list 
of commanders is promoted to captain, and that an officer 
who is transferred to the reserve list as lieutenant com- 
mander should be retired as lieutenant commander on 
three-fourths pay of grade when the officer who was next 
above him is promoted to captain. It is further recom- 
mended that lieutenant commanders transferred to the 
reserve list be allowed to voluntarily retire as such on 
half pay of grade at the discretion of the President. 

It is further recommended that the provisions of the 
United States Statutes at Large, volume 29, page 361, 
chapter 399, prohibiting retired officers of the Navy from 
holding employment with firms furnishing supplies and 
war material to the Government be repealed. [This pro- 
vision is disapproved.] 

Any officer who served with credit as an officer or 
as an enlisted man in the Regular or volunteer forces 
during the Civil War prior to April 9, 1865, otherwise 
than as a cadet, who may be designated for the reserve 
list, should be entitled to two promotions on said reserve 
list contemporaneously with the officer next ahead of 
him on the seagoing list, subject to the examinations 
now provided by law, providing that nothing should be 
construed to entitle said officers on the reserve list to 
be promoted above the grade of rear admiral. 

10. The duties for which the officers on the reserve 
list should not be eligible should be defined by law, and 
the board is of the opinion that in time of peace they 
should not be eligible to duty as chiefs of bureaus, as- 
sistant chiefs of bureaus, members of the General Board. 
commandants of navy yards or stations, and such sec- 
ondary dutics on shore as are necessary for the individual 
professional development and training of officers on the 
seagoing list. |This provision is disapproved. ] 

Any commissioned officer of the seagoing list of 
the line below the grade of rear admiral who is found 
physically disqualified for sea duty but is pronounced 
capable of performing shore duty, should be placed on 
the reserve list. 


PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

12. Officers of more than thirty years’ service who 
may be found so physically disqualified as to be unable 
to do reserve duty, when such disqualification is the 
result of an incident of the Service, should be retired 
in the grade for which examined; officers of less than 
thirty years’ service similarly disqualified should be re- 


tired in the grade they then hold. 

18. In case the candidate for promotion is found 
disqualified, by reason of professional, mental, or moral 
unfitness, or by reason of physical unfitness not incurred 
in line of duty, the examining board should have dis- 


cretionary powers with certain limits to recommend to 


the Department as follows: 

_ If the candidate has had less than twenty years’ 
service, that he be dropped or retired with furlough pay, 
according to his record during his period of service. 

2. If more than twenty and less than thirty years of 
service, to be retired with one-half or furlough pay, ac- 
cording to his record. 

3. If more than thirty years of service, to be retired 
with one-half pay of grade. 

4. An office of records of officers should be estab- 
lished in the Bureau of Navigation, with the necessary 
clerical and other assistance, to be under charge of an 
cfficer of not less rank than of captain. This office 
should collect and contain the reports of fitness and other 
records of officers, including copies of the findings of all 
judicial and examining boards that are applicable and 
are now existing in the office of the Judge Advocate 
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General. ‘These records, with all pertinent evidence 
upon the subjects, to be available for presentation to the 
elimination and all other boards by the chief of the 
office of records when called for by these boards. ‘ 

15. Ordinary promotions should be made as vacancies 
occur during the year. : 

16. The number of captains, commanders, and lieu- 
tenant commanders should be as may be authorized in 
each grade, plus those officers who are additional because 
of war service and acts of Congress, and also those who 
are now or may become eligible for engineering duty 
only; provided that all officers who are additional should 
have the privilege of voluntary retirement and also be 
eligible for elimination. The percentage of elimination 
from officers for engineering duty only from any grade 
shall be the same as the percentage of elimination from 
the other officers of that grade. 

17. The following is recommended as the minimum 
of the requirements for sea service before promotion, the 
said sea service to be in the regular duties of their grades 
in a cruising vessel: 


Captain and commander...........+. asics ok YORt. 
Lieutenant commander............ eee 6 
Lieutenant. .. 6. ccccccccsccssccecs } aaa .75 per cent. 
Ensign and midshipman...............0+. 75 per cent. 


Provided that, if when an officer comes up for -promo- 
tion he lacks the required amount of sea service, his 
promotion be deferred without loss of date or number 
until he has performed the requisite sea service; provided 
that after 1910, or three years after the establishment 
of this recommendation, the minimum sea service of 
captains, commanders, and lieutenant commanders be 
fifty per cent. of service in grade. 


THE NAVAL ACADEMY AND MIDSHIPMEN AND LOWER 
GRADES OF THE LINE. 

18. The number of appointments to the Naval Acad- 
emy is recommended to be left as now established by 
law. ‘ 

19. The age of entrance at the Naval Academy is rec- 
ommended to be not less than fifteen years nor more than 
eighteen years, the reduction to go into effect three years 
after the beginning of the academic year next subsequent 
to the authorization of this paragraph. 

20. After graduation from the Naval Academy mid- 
shipmen should serve one year at sea and should then 
be commissioned ensigns without competitive examina- 
tion, but subject to the examination now required by law 
for other commissioned officers of the Navy; and ensigns, 
after two years’ service as such or three years after 
graduation from the Naval Academy, to be promoted to 
lieutenants (junior grade), subject also to the examina- 
tion now required by law, and afterwards to serve three 
years as lieutenant (junior grade), and then to be pro- 
moted to the grade of lieutenant, subject to the examina- 
tion provided by existing law; provided further, that all 
officers now commissioned ensigns be immediately com- 
missioned lieutenants (junior grade), without examina- 
tion, and after five years from date of their final gradu- 
ation from the Naval Academy to be promoted to the 
grade of lieutenant, subject to the examination now pro- 
vided by law; and provided further, should this become 
law, that the class that had their first graduation at the 
Naval Academy in 1905, or one year from graduation, 
be immediately commissioned ensigns, without examina- 
tion, and three years after date of said graduation at the 
Naval Academy they be promoted to the grade of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade), subject to the examination required 
by existing law. . 

21. On promotion of midshipmen to ensigns, any ex- 
cess in the number of midshipmen above what is neces- 
sary to jill vacancies in the grade of ensign, including 
those recommended in Paragraph 1 as additional for 
the year, and such other vacancies in other grades or 
other corps for which they are eligible, should be dis- 
charged from the Service with honorable discharge and 
ene ycar's pay of grade. [This provision is approved, 
but only in connection with the recommendations con- 
tained in Paragraph 4, under the heading “The Naval 
Academy” in the Secretary’s Annual Report, which, if 
adopted, will render it probably nugatory in a great 
measure. ] 

22. Midshipmen after graduation from the Naval 
Academy should be given the benefits of the retirement 
and pension laws. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 

23. The board, while in favor of the amalgamation 
of the line and former engineer corps, as provided by 
the present personnel law, in a general sense, desires 
to express the opinion that experience shows that some 
specialization for the design and inspection of machinery 
should be created. 

24. That all retirements to the next higher grades 
provided for in Sections 2448, 2449 and 2461 of the Re- 
vised Statutes be no longer authorized by law if these 
recommendations are carried into effect. 

25. The officers and enlisted men of the Navy should 
have the same privileges of retirement as officers and 
enlisted men of the Army and Marine Corps, and the 
provision of Section 1243 of the Revised Statutes and 
Chapter 1125 of the acts of the last session of the Fifty- 
first Congress, act of September 30, 1890, relating to 
retirements in the Army and Marine Corps, should be 
made applicable to the Navy; but no officer should be 
permitted to voluntarily retire with less than _ thirty 
years’ service on the active list except as provided 
in Section 8, Paragraph 6, of this report. 

26. The board recommends that from this time hence- 
forth no additional officers from the retired list of and 
above the rank of commander be employed upon duty for 
which officers on the active list are eligible and that as 
soon as practicable those owcers now so employed be re- 
licved by officers from the active list or from the pro- 
posed reserve list. |'This provision is disapproved. ] 

27. These recommendations, if carried out, would in- 
volve the modification or repeal of Revised Statutes, 
Sections 2840, 2341, 2445, 2448, 2449, 2450-2457 (2461), 
2464, 2466, 2467, 2473-2480, 2503-2516, 2531, 2534, 2537, 
2538, 2599, as to pay of midshipmen. 

28. The board recommends that Section 1442 of the 

Revised Statutes, giving the Secretary of the Navy au- 
thority to place any officer on the active list on furlough, 
be amended by adding the words “on his own request” 
after the words “active list of the Navy.” 
_ 29. There should be appointed an assistant to the 
Chief of Bureau of Equipment, the appointment to be 
made in the manner now provided by law for assistants 
to chief of bureaus. 


RETIRED LIST. 
30. Retired officers of the Navy, who have been re- 


tired for disabilities resulting from an incident of ser- 
vice, ordered to active duty, should have the rank, pay, 


and allowances of officers of the active list of like length 
of active service, and if actively employed for three years 
after retirement, when detached from duty, retain the 
rank and highest retired pay of the grade they then hold; 
provided that no retired officer so employed on active 
duty shall have at any time the rank and pay of grade 
higher than that of lieutenant commander, [This pro- 
vision is disapproved.] The time of service of the re- 
tired officer for the purpose of fixing his rank, pay, and 
allowances to be made up of the period of service before 
retirement, to which should be added the time engaged 
in active service, under the order of the Secretary of 
the Navy,» while on the retired list; provided further 
that the rank and pay of any officer on the retired list 
should not thereby be reduced. 


WARRANT OFFICERS. 

31. The provisions of the law governing the exami- 
nation of boatswains and gunners for commissions as 
ensigns should be extended to include chief boatswains 
and chief gunners. 

32. The pay of boatswains and gunners should remain 
as now fixed by law, except that they should have the 
ten per cent. increase of pay for shore duty beyond seas 
allowed other officers of the Navy. 

Boatswains and gunners who are or have been 
promoted to chief boatswains and chief gunners, to rank 
with but after ensigns, should suffer no reduction in 
pay on account of such promotion, but continue to re- 
ceive the higher pay until the pay of the rank to which 
they are promoted is equal to or higher than that they 
were receiving at the time of promotion. 

34. The pay of chief boftswains and chief gunners 
to be as follows: 

First five years from date of appointment........ $1,400 
Second five years from date of appointment...... 1,600 
Third five years from date of appointment....... 1,800 
After fifteen years from date of appointment.... 2,000

MEMORANDUM ON FOREGOING NOTES. 

The provisions in Paragraph 5, for which the Depart- 
ment suggests different language, are objectionable in 
that they apparently seek to limit the discretion of the 
President in appointments to the office of vice-admiral. 
The Department regards such limitations as of doubtful 
constitutionality and, in any event, as inexpedient. The 
Department, however, approves cordially of the provision 
for obtaining advice of officers of high rank to assist the 
President in the discharge of his constitutional duty. 

The provisions noted as objectionable in Paragraph 8 
seem to overlook the possibility that they may affect 
officers who are not graduates of the Naval Academy. 
While such a contingency would be altogether excep- 
tional under existing circumstances, as matter of law 
it should be guarded against. The Department holds 
that officers on the retired list who receive compensation 
from the Government should not be permitted to assume 
duties which oblige them to protect interests hostile to 
the Government. This appears to the Department in- 
consistent with sound business principles, and might be 
attended by more or less serious abuses in practice. 

Paragraph 10 is disapproved because the Department 
thinks the subject to which it relates should be covered 
by naval regulations and not by statute, and also because 
the Department thinks as much latitude as possible 
should be permitted respecting the assignment of officers 
on the contemplated “reserve list.” As far as practica- 
ble, officers on this list should, in the judgment of the 
Department, be employed in all shore duties, so that offi- 
cers on the active list may be all available for sea’ duty 
at any time. 

Paragraph 21 is unobjectionable, but if the Depart- 
ment’s recommendations, in the fourth paragraph, under 
the heading “The Naval Academy,” of the Secretary’s 
Report for 1906, that all vacancies in the lowest grades 
of the Pay Corps and Marine Corps be filled from gradu- 
ates of the Naval Academy, and that undergraduates be 
allowed to take special courses which, when supple- 
mented by a suitable postgraduate course, will fit them 
for commissions in the Medical Corps or as civil engi- 
neers, be adopted, it seems altogether improbable that 
an appreciable number of midshipmen will have to be 
discharged from the Service, as required by the terms 
of this paragraph. 

Paragraph 26 is disapproved because the Department 
holds that the employment on active duty of officers 
on the’ retired list, in assignments which they are com- 
petent to fill satisfactorily, is desirable as affording the 
Government a direct return for the expense it incurs in 
their compensations, and therefore the opportunities for 
such employment should not be abridged: 

The part of Paragraph 30 forbidding a retired officer 
on active duty to have a higher rank or pay than that 
of lieutenant commander appears to the Department al- 
together indefensible. A retired rear admiral, for ex- 
ample, ordered to duty on a court-martial would regard 
it as an indignity if a commander on the active list 
forming part of the same court were given precedence 
over him. It may be here noted that the language of 
this entire paragraph is somewhat obscure, although, as 
construed by the Department, its provisions seem to 
be unobjectionable, except in the particular above noted. 

As stated in the annual report, with the exceptions 
indicated above, the report of the board on commissioned 
personnel is very cordially approved by. the Department 
and strongly recommended to the favorable considera- 
tion of the Congress. 


Noting the perplexity of the British Secretary of State 
for War over the question of Army promotion the Broad 
Arrow submits for his consideration the following which, 
it says, officers will be able to understand: (1) A bre- 
vet major after seven years’ service as field officer should, 
if efficient, be promoted brevet lieutenant colonel. (2) 
Lieutenant colonels to be advanced to colonel’s rank by 
selection after four years’ service in the usual positions. 
A brevet lieutenant colonel to be promoted colonel, by se- 
lection, after six years’ service in the rank, as at present. 
(3) Colonels to be promoted from a_ selected list by 
seniority—the temporary rank of major general being 
retained for those colonels who are employed in the high- 
er rank, (4) Major generals to be promoted by selec- 
tion, as laid down in the Royal Warrant, but no officer 
once superseded to be afterwards promoted. (5) Pro- 
motion to general’s rank to be by seniority. (6) All offi- 
cers to be promoted for distinguished service as laid 
down in the existing warrant. 





THE BROWNSVILLE AFFAIR. 


In his annual report the Secretary of War says: “I 
am very sorry to record a most serious breach of disci- 
pline and the commission of a heinous crime by certain 
members of a battalion of the 25th Infantry, Companies 
B, C and D, on the night of the 13th, and the morning 
of the 14th of August, at Fort Brown, Brownsville, Tex. 
In June last objection was made to the stationing of this 
battalion at Fort Brown by a resident of Brownsville in 
a‘letter transmitted through Senator Culberson, to which 
the following answer was made.” This letter states 
that all of the objections urged were very carefully con- 
sidered before the order was issued and the Secretary 
could not see his way clear to rescind it. No matter 
where the colored troops were sent there would be ob- 
jections. They are as well disciplined and well behaved 
as the average, and more temperate than the whites. No 
complaint had come from Fort Bliss, Tex., where they 
had been stationed. Continuing, the Secretary says: 

“The battalion was accordingly sent to Fort Brown in 
command of Major C. W. Penrose, and arrived there 
July 28, 1906. Soon after its arrival, unfortunate dif- 
ferences arose between the enlisted men and some towns- 
people. As is usual in such cases, there was contradic- 
tory evidence as to the cause for the troubles, though 
they were doubtless due primarily to che resentment of 
certain of the townspeople at the proximity of a negro 
battalion. The instances of friction were numerous and 
notorious enough to be the cause of much discussion in 
the barrack rooms of the three companies. The feeling 
of the enlisted men was also aroused by a discrimina- 
tion insisted on in most of the saloons of the town, in 
which separate bars were provided for them. No serious 
injury was done to any of the colored soldiers, although 
one of them was knocked down by a Government official 
named Tate with a clubbed revolver for jostling his 
wife, as he charged, and another was pushed off a gang 
plank by a customs inspector into the mud of the Rio 
Grande, because drunk and disorderly, as it was claimed. 

“On the 12th of August it was reported in Brownsville 
that a white woman was seized by the hair by a colored 
soldier and dragged on the ground. This report among 
the townspeople caused great bitterness and excitement 
of feeling, which gave such concern to the officers of the 
battalion that on the night of the same day they sent 
patrols into the town to bring back their soldiers to the 
fort. A few minutes after 12 o’clock midnight of the 
next day, Aug. 13, i.e., on the morning of Aug. 14, shots 
were fired in the fort toward the town from the neigh- 
borhood of each barrack of the three companies. The 
fort is really in the town and only separated from the 
houses by a wall. The first shots seem to have been 
fired in the air. Immediately afterwards a number of 
men, variously estimated from nine to twenty, climbed 
over the wall between the fort and the town. There was 
much direct evidence that these men were colored sol- 
diers in khaki and blue shirts, carrying the new service 
rifle. From seventy-five to one hundred cartridge shells 
and used clips and some undischarged cartridges were 
found upon the streets of the town the next morning, 
and Major Penrose, commanding the bittalion, then iden- 
tified them as ammunition for the new service rifle and 
reluctantly admitted their conclusive weight as evidence 
that the shooting was done by some of his men.” 

The Secretary gives the details of the raid which we 
have already fully reported. There was much evidence 
ef expressions uttered by the raiders as they advanced 
and shot, indicating their malicious and murderous in- 
tent. The shots fired in a short space of ten minutes 
were variously estimated from seventy-five to one hundred 
and fifty, and all were fired within three blocks of the 
fort. Concluding, he says: 

“This Department concurred in General Garlington’s 
recommendation, and the President then directed the 
discharge of certain’named members of the battalion, 
which included all the enlisted men of the battalion who 
were present at Fort Brown on the night in question, 
without honor, and forever debarred them from re-en- 
listing in the Army or Navy of the United States, as 
well as from employment in any civil capacity under the 
Government. The order of discharge has been duly 
executed. 

“The order has attracted much attention and has been 
severely criticized as unjust because it condemns many 
innocent men to undeserved punishment. It is not im- 
proper therefore in this report to review the case and 
state the reasons which not only justified it but made it 
necessary. 

“First. Out of a battalion of 170 enlisted men in the 
Army of the United States, from nine to twenty men 
formed a preconcerted plan to revenge themselves upon 
the people of a town in which they were stationed for 
the insults they felt that the townspeople had heaped up- 
on them. In accordance with the plan, they left their 
barracks under cover of the darkness—about midnight— 
and proceeded to discharge their weapons into the houses 
of the town for the purpose of killing those against 
whom they felt a grievance. They came very near kill- 
ing some one or more of the three women and seven 
children who were sitting or sleeping in two of the 
lighted rooms into which they fired. They, in fact, did 
kill one man, wound another, and seriously injure the 
chief of police. They accompanied their firing with ex- 
pressions indicating the malice which prompted their 
action. There can be no doubt, therefore, that the squad 
of men who moved together from the fort to the town 
and did this shooting were guilty of murder, and murder 
in the first degree, and that if they were discovered they 
could be properly subjected to capital punishment. The 
purpose of one was the purpose of all. 

“Second. Within ten minutes or more after this crime 
was committed, when the whole garrison was aroused 
by the noise of the fusillade and by the call.to arms 
which followed it, the guilty men returned to their places, 
and must have been among the last men to take their 
places, for the reason that the firing continued after the 
formation had begun. The absence of the rifles from the 
racks could not have escaped the attention of the ser- 
geants who had the keys of the racks, if indeed they had 
the keys; and yet all the sergeants swear that the rifles 
were in the racks, untouched. Before the next morning, 
all the guns were clean. It is impossible that many of 
the battalion who did not take part as active members 
of the conspiracy to murder were not made aware by 
one circumstance or another of the identity of the per- 
sons who committed this heinous offense. 

“Third. Instead of giving to their officers, or to the 
military inspectors who were directed to make the ex- 
amination, the benefit of anything which they knew 
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tending to lead to a conviction of the guilty persons, 
there was a conspiracy of silence on the part of the many 
who must have known something of importance in this 
regard. Thus the murderers were taken back into the 
battalion and protected entirely from punishment. 


THE ONLY REMEDY. 

“Under these circumstances the question arises, Is the 
Government helpless? Must it continue in its service a 
battalion many of the members of which show their 
willingness to condone a crime of a capital character 
cemmitted by from ten to twenty of its members, and 
put on a front of silence and ignorance which enables 
the criminals to escape just punishment? These en- 
listed men took the oath of allegiance to the Government, 
and were to be used under the law to maintain its 
supremacy. Can the Government properly therefore 
keep in its employ for the purpose of maintaining law 
and order any longer a body of men, from five to ten 
per cent. of whom can plan and commit murder, and 
rely upon the silence of a number of their companions to 
escape detection? 

“It may be that in the battalion are a number of men 
wholly innocent, who know neither who the guilty men 
are, nor any circumstances which will aid in their de- 
tection, though this cannot be true of many. Because 
there may be innocent men in the battalion, must the 
Government continue to use it to guard communities of 
men, women and children when it contains so dangerous 
an el t impossible of detection? Certainly not. When 
a man enlists in the Army he knows that, for the very 
purpose of protecting itself, the Government reserves to 
itself the absolute right of discharge, not as a punish- 
ment, but for the public safety or interest. In such a 
ease as this, the inconvenience and hardship to those 
innocent of participation or knowledge, arising from ar- 
bitrarily terminating the contract of enlistment in ac- 
cordance with the right which the Government by statute 
reserves, must be borne by them in the public interest. 
It goes without saying that if the guilty could be ascer- 
tained they should and would be punished, but the guilty 
cannot be ascertained, and the very impossibility of de- 
termining who are the guilty makes the whole battalion 
useless to the Government as an instrument for main- 
taining law and order. The only means of ridding the 
military service of a band of would-be murderers of 
women and children, and actual murderers of one man, 
is the discharge of the entire battalion. 

“Might not any community into which the War De- 
partment should send this battalion, in which it is known 
that there are from nine to twenty murderers, justly com- 
plain that the battalion is not a proper instrument for 
maintaining the supremacy of the law? Could we prop- 
erly send such a battalion to the Philippines or Cuba to 
maintain peace or furnish an example of orderly con- 
duct? If a similar outbreak were there to occur, could 
we relieve ourselves from responsibility for it on the the- 
ory that we could not detect the particular ten or twenty 
who were guilty of the first murder? 

“Suppose a dozen men of the battalion stationed at 
Fort Brown in time of war with Mexico carried plans 
and ammunition to the enemy on the other side of the 
Rio Grande river, and then returned under circumstances 
which made it clear that a large number of men in the 
battalion must have known who they were, but that 
every man-in the battalion denied all knowledge of it, 
and thus all means of detecting the guilty were lacking. 
Would a competent general for one moment hesitate, in 
the interest of the public, to disband the entire battalion 
and discharge it from the Service in order to avoid a 
repetition of the danger? 

“Can a real and logical distinction be made between 
the crime of treason, under the circumstances supposed, 
and the crime of murder in this case? Both are capital 
offenses, one perhaps more heinous than the other, and 
more dangerous to the Government itself, but in both 
eases it seems to me clear that the Government must 
protect itself and the community to which it is responsi- 
ble, from a recurrence of such offenses, not by punishing 
guilty and innocent alike, but by separating both the 
guilty and innocent from the Service, so as to deprive 
the guilty of a second opportunity for such a crime, even 
though this may result in inconvenience and perhaps 
hardship to the innocent. 

NOT A PUNISHMENT. 

“It is a mistake to suppose that this order is in itself 
a punishment either of the innocent or of the guilty. A 
discharge would be an utterly inadequate punishment for 
those who are guilty whether of committing the murder, 
or of withholding or suppressing evidence which would 


disclose the perpetrators of such a crime. The use of the 
word penalty in the proceedings is a mere misnomer and 
is unfortunate. The dismissal from the Service of the 
members of this battalion under the circumstances is 
not a punishment, however great the hardship. There is 
a dismissal technically known as a dishonorable dis- 

charge, which is only imposed by sentence by a court. 
This is a punishment. But the members of this bat- 
talion were not dishonorably discharged. They could 
not have been so discharged except after a trial. They 
were discharged for the good of the Service, as the tech- 
nical phrase is, “without honor.” It is not a fortunate 
phrase, because so easily confused with a dishonorable 
discharge. It is called ‘‘without honor” to distinguish the 
discharge from a discharge with honor, or an honorable 
discharge, which indicates the termination, in due course, 
of a satisfactory service. An enlistment brought prema- 
turely to an end for the good of the Service cannot be 
an honorable discharge. Hence the distinction must be 
made. The discharge “‘without honor” is merely the 
ending of a contract and separation from the Service 
under a right reserved in the statute for the protection 
of the Government, which may work a hardship to the 
private discharged, but which, in the public interest, 
must sometimes be arbitrarily exercised. 

“But it is said that the order forbids re-entry by the 
discharged men into the Army or Navy or civil service, 
and this is a penalty. When an employee is discharged 
for the good of the Service, it naturally follows that he 
cannot be taken back, and the President in formally stat- 
ing this result is not imposing a penalty in the proper 
sense of the term. He is only laying down a rule of 
ineligibility for the Service with respect to which it is 
his executive duty to prescribe the rules of admission. 
Should hereafter facts be disclosed, or a new state of 
facts arise from which it can be inferred that the publie 
service will suffer no detriment from re-entry of any one 
of these men into the Service, his ineligibility can be 
removed by a mere Executive order. : 

“Much sympathy has been evoked for those who have 
been so long in the public service as some of the non- 
commissioned officers and others of this battalion of the 





25th Infantry. It is to be said with respect to these 
non-commissioned officers, that upon them especially falls 
the duty of maintaining the discipline of the companies 
and the battalion, and that by reason of their long ser- 
vice and from their official authority they have more in- 
fluence over the men and more opportunity to learn the 
circumstances leading to a detection of the guilty in 
this case than any others connected with the regiment. 
Indeed, it was their peculiar duty to find out and disclose 
the facts, but they have failed to do so. It may be that 
they were not derelict in this. If not, then they have 
had the misfortune to be associated with men whose 
conduct and immunity from detection require the Gov- 
ernment in the public service to exercise its reserved 
contract right of discharge against the entire body. of 
which they were members. 

“The suggestion made in some quarters that this bat- 
talion has been treated in this way simply ause the 
men are colored hardly merits notice. The fact of their 
color and the racial feeling aroused between them and the 
citizens of Brownsville may have been the cause and 
furnished the motive, but certainly not a justification, 
for the plot to murder men, women and children; but to 
this extent only in explanation of the circumstances is 
the fact of their color at all relevant. 

“In a body of men sworn to uphold the law, enlisted 
as the instruments of maintaining the supremacy of the 
law, no obligation of comradeship, which would prevent 
one from telling the truth and detailing the circum- 
stances that would lead to the conviction of his associ- 
ates of murder, can be recognized by those in authority 
and charged with the responsibility of maintaining the 
discipline of the Army. 

“It is possible that evidence may be adduced in future 
which will tend to exculpate entirely some of the men 
now discharged, both from participation in the crime 
and assistance in the conspiracy of silence to prevent 
the detection of the offenders; and whenever such facts 
are shown in respect to anyone affected by the order, 
they will be brought to your attention, and, I under- 
stand, will render such persons eligible to re-enlistment.”

REPORT OF CHIEF OF STAFF, U.S.A. 


One of the significant features of the annual report of 
the Chief of Staff of the Army which, in the absence of 
the Chief, Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, is signed by the 
Acting Chief, Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry, is its recom- 
mendation that favorable action be taken by Congress on 
the group of bills submitted by the Secretary of War to 
the military commitiees of both houses on January 29 


last. ‘These bills, eleven in number, were published in 
full in the ARMY AND Navy JourNat of Feb. 3, 1906. 
One of them, to provide necessary non-commissioned offi- 
cers for Army recruit depots, was enacted into law, but 
the others are still pending and, apart from the regular 
appropriation bill, will doubtless serve as the basis of 
military legislation during the present session. Foremost 
in importance among these measures are the bill to re- 
organize and increase the efficiency of the Artillery and 
the elimination bill. Having the latter in mind General 
Barry says: ‘“‘As a rule, the commissioned officers of 
the Army are industrious, earnest, and capable, but there 
is a class who find the hard and serious work of an offi- 
cer’s career in time of peace different from what they 
had anticipated. When lacking the excitement of active 
field work, they grow lax, careless, and indifferent. While 
the number of such officers is small, it is difficult to elim- 
inate them under existing laws. Again, there is a class 
of officers too old for active work; higher rank has come 
to them so late in life that their physical force has to a 
great extent been expended and they are not fitted for its 
increased responsibilities; they are, generally speaking, 
deserving, but elimination among officers of this class, if 
done without injustice to them, would be to the best in- 
terests of the Service.” 

In addition to the bills noted above General Barry 
strongly recommends the enactment of the pending bill 
to increase the Army Medical Department. He recom- 
mends that officers detailed as military attachés at Amer- 
ican embassies and legations be granted the pay and al- 
lowances of colonels and lieutenant colonels respectively, 
and that the Army pay table, both for officers and en- 
listed men, be revised with a view to an increase to meet 
the increased cost of living. An increase in the commu- 
tation of quarters for officers is urged as a matter of 
simple justice, and it is recommended that the so-called 
railway rate-bill be so amended as to permit common car- 
riers to grant to oflicers and men of the Army when not 
traveling on duty, and to their families, such concessions 
regarding rates aS they may desire to make. 

General Barry infers from the reports of division and 
department commanders that the efficiency of the line of 
the Army is impaired by the absence, on detached ser- 
vice, of so many officers from their proper commands. 
The Army, he declares, is under-officered, even for the 
duties required of it in peace, and in time of war it 
would be in a much more crippled condition. Contending 
that the necessity for small posts no longer exists, Gen- 
eral Barry is heartily in favor of brigade posts in which, 
he says, the instruction can extend over a larger scope 
and the cost of maintenance be considerably reduced. 
These brigade posts, it is pointed out, should be com- 
manded by general officers who can be made available 
for such commands by a re-arrangement of existing mili- 
tary divisions and departments, or better by abolishing 
the divisions in the United States. The establishment of 
divisions in the United States embracing two or more de- 
partments, after an experience of more than two years, 
is not satisfactory, and administration would be simpli- 
fied by their abolition. The present arrangement tends 
to duplication and cirecumlocution of work. The Philip- 
pines Division should be retained; the distance from 
Washington and the different departments there embrac- 
ing separate islands require a common head at Manila, 
and the commanding general should have, as he has now, 
authority to decide many questions which, for troops in 
the United States, are referred to the War Department. 

Referring in the briefest way to the serious breach of 
discipline by troops at Fort Brown, Tex., in August last, 
General Barry states that on the whole the discipline 
of the Army is good and is usually a question of its offi- 
cial personnel and the manner in which they perform 
their duty. The enlisted men constitute an excellent 
body, and, as a rule, are cheerful under conditions of 
hard work and discomfert.’ Necessarily, the Army con- 
tains some malcontents and viciously disposed who must 
be dealt with accordingly. 

The instruction, both theoretical and practical, of the 
Army during. the year under review, was satisfactory. 
The results of the summer encampments were acceptable, 
but it is strongly urged that the Government should own 
proper maneuver grounds in various parts of the country. 
Speaking of the sending of troops to Cuba General Barry 
says that, while they arrived in good time, the lack of 





water transportation was severely felt, as it was not 
deemed expedient to make definite contracts for vessels 
before the movement was decided upon. Had there been 
a small fleet of transports in reserve on the Atlantic coast 
the movement could have been accomplished much sooner. 


REVOLVERS AND PISTOLS. 
Fort Thomas, Ky., Nov. 27; 1906.

In your last issue appears a paragraph relative to a 
board of officers to be convened to conduct a competitive 
test of revolvers and automatic pistols. You say it is 
probable that this board will consist of three Cavalry 
officers, one Artillery officer and one Ordnance officer. 


The revolver is as much a part of an Infantry officer's 

equipment as of the Cavalry and Artillery officer’s. Also, 
in the Philippines, where every now and then hand-to- 
hand fights were had, and consequently revolvers’ had to 
be resorted to, the experience of the Infantry officer is 
more varied than that of the Cavalry and Artillery officers, 
at least in proportion to the strength of the different arms 
on duty there, 
; Last, but not least. The first, fourth and seventh places 
in the National Pistol Match were won by Infantry. offi- 
cers; the second, third and fifth places were captured by 
the National Guard; and only one of the first seven, i.e., 
the sixth place (incidentally a tie with the seventh), a 
Cavalry officer managed to obtain. No Artillery officer 
can be found among the first fifty. eae 

The “probable” composition of the board referred to 
above leads one to infer that Cavalry and Artillery offi- 
cers know how to select a pistol, whereas the facts cited 
seem to indicate that Infantry officers know how to use 
one.

As a compromise they 
were told that they might patronize the ever-present 
bar which was on the floor below, but they were not 
allowed to even cavort a step after paying to do so be- 
cause of their uniform. 

There is not an intelligent man in the Service who 
desires or who should desire to go where he is not 
wanted, but all do object to the treatment these men 
received in the City of Brotherly Love on Nov. 22.

A 25-YEAR RETIREMENT LAW. 
To THE EpiTtoR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

A good chance to get the much desired 25-year retire- 
ment law for the Army, Navy and Marine Corps is now at 
hand. It only requires that some good friend should get 
a Member of Congress to offer an amendment to Bill 3638, 
giving the fuel and quarters allowance of $6.25 to the 
present retired men, which has been reported by the Sen- 
ate and House Military Committees. It should be amend- 
ed to provide that when an enlisted man shall have served 
twenty-five years, either in the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps, or in all, he shall upon making application to the 
President be placed upon the retired list with 75 per cen- 
tum of his pay and his allowances, which should be $9.50 
per month in lieu of rations and clothing and $6.25 per 
month in lieu of fuel and quarters. Thereafter double 
time shall be abolished provided further that in comput- 
ing the necessary 25-years all service in the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, shall be credited. The best men of the 
Service are a unit in saying that the 25-year retirement 
will hold the valuable non-com. officer and the best class 
of men in the Service. So why not try it? We all thank 
the JOURNAL for the space it-has given to the cause and 
we hope that it will bear fruit with this Congress. With 
the present plan of computing double time in a few years 
more men will be retired with fifteen years of actual ser- 
vice. Now is the time to correct the retirement law for 
enlisted men. A FRIEND.

RETIRED OFFICERS ON ACTIVE SERVICE.

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La Patrie, the Lebaudy dirigible war balloon, which 
lias been formally accepted by the French government, 
made its first ascension Nov. 28 under the auspices of the 
aerostatic division of the army.

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ESTIMATES FOR SERVICE ESTABLISHMENTS. 


The estimates of the Navy Department for the year 
1907-8 shows a net increase in the following items: 


Salaries: Secretary’s office, $2,500; Bureau Equip- 
ment, $1,700; Ordnance, $3,850; Bureau of Navigation, 
$5,420; Nautical Almanac, $2,500; Naval War Records, 
$250; Supplies and Accounts, $7,220. In pay of the 
Navy there is an increase of $3,423,480; Bureau Navi- 
gation,$389,000; Naval War College, $5,000; Bureau 
Ordnance, $7,142,823. This provides new batteries or 
modernized batteries for the Iowa, Monterey, Monad- 
nock and Brooklyn. This provides $567,000 for fire con- 
trol instruments, $200, for reserve mines, $155,000 for 
relining guns, etc.; $616,000 for torpedoes, modernizing 
destroyers, boats, etc. ; $766,000 for wrecking outfits, re- 
placing torpedoes, etc. ; $2,000,000 for reserve ammuni- 
tion, $646,500 for reserve guns, $500,000 for reserve tor 
pedoes, .$50,000, instead of $30,000, for naval militia. 

The Bureau of Equipment has $500,000 additional for 
equipment of vessels and $400,000 for depots for coal. 
Yards and Docks wants $150,000 more for maintenance 
and $7,619,709 more for public works. The following 
are the amounts asked for: Boston, Mass., $525,000; 
Cavite, P.I., $13,000; Charleston, 8.C., $960,300; Cule- 
bra, $2,000; Government landing, $7,840; Island of 
Guam, $47,500; Guantanamo, Cuba, $704,800; Hawaii, 
$3,100; Key West, Fla., $251,500; League Island, Pa., 
$972,600; Mare Island, Cal., $480,500; New Orleans, 
La., $326,300; New York, N.Y., $538,000; Norfolk, Va., 
$1,288,200; Olongapo, P.I.; ,000; Pensacola, Fla., 
$180,500; Portsmouth, N.H., $1,137,900; Puget Sound, 
Wash., $936,500; San Juan, P.R., $51,000; Tutuila, 
$14,000; Washington, D.C., $596,619; one steel floating

The Bureau of Ordnance asks $962,930 for public 
works, including $230,000 for the new England Naval 
Magazine; $1,000,000 for the Mare Island Magazine, 
$155,000 for a torpedo factory at Newport, $69,950 for 
the Naval Magazine, New York Harbor; $153,000 for the 
Puget Sound Magazine, $40,000 for that in the Philip- 
pines, and $52,500 for that at Guantanamo. The Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery asks $430,000 for the improve- 
ment of hospital buildings at Norfolk, Pensacola, Puget 
Sound, Great Lakes, Washington, D.C.; Canacoco, P.I. 
The item for provisions is increased by $1,270,000. Con- 
struction and Repair asks $7,900, for improvement 
of construction plants; Steam Engineering asks $5,871,- 
820; the Naval Academy, $432,188.36, and the Marine 
Corps, $6,648,075, a net increase of $1,346,682. 

For increase of the Navy $12,713,915 is asked for con- 
struction and machinery; $9,000,000 for armor and ar- 
mament, $500,000 for equipment, a total of $22,213,915, 
and a net increase of $10,761,914, The total estimate 
is $115,444,950.33; last year $101,066,470.27 was ap- 
propriated.

The U.S. battleship Ohio, Capt. Leavitt C. Logan, 
which sailed from Cavite Sept. 30:last for New York via 
the Suez Canal, arrived at New York Dec. 2 in fine con- 
dition after a cruise of some 50,000 miles. She was con- 
structed in San Francisco, and this is her first visit to 
Atlantic waters. After leaving Gibraltar she met 
with a rough experience in an Atlantic storm. The Ohio 
has been in commission since October, 1904, and has 
cruised more than 50,000 miles in the past two years. 
She has been in the Far East continuously since May, 
1905. She is a sister ship to the Maine and Missouri. 
Captain Logan took her when she was put in commission 
and sailed for Cavite April 1, 1905. On her return voy- 
age she left Chefoo in September for Cavite, where she 
took on supplies and exchanged a lot of long-term men 
for those whose terms of service were nearing completion. 
She left Cavite Sept. 30 and went. to Colombo, where 
she coaled. From Colombo she went through the Suez 
Canal, stopping at Port Said for coal. The Ohio sailed 
from Gibraltar Nov. 18, and in the two weeks that it 
took her to cross the Atlantic she had a hard time. 
Thanksgiving day she ran into a gale that increased to 
hurricane force, and one of the big seas that swept over 
her decks carried away the starboard gangway that had 
been stowed on deck. She suffered other small damage 
te deck fittings, but her officers declare that, barring the 
fact that water gets into the superstructure through the 
opening of the gunport shutters, she is admirable for a 
battleship in a seaway. The leaking of the gunports is 
a defect that may be remedied. It is certainly disagreea- 
ble to those on board. Water eame through in great vol- 
umes and washed about in the superstructure knee deep. 
The Ohio had another mishap on the trip. Because of 
her width of 72 feet she had difficulty in getting through 
the Suez Canal, and her starboard propeller was disabled. 
It became jammed, and all of the three blades were badly 
bent. Because of these defects to her propeller blades

she had a much harder time in the storm than she oth- 
erwise would have had. The damage to the vessel’s pro- 
peller also caused her to consume much more coal than 
usual. The following is a list of officers who arrived on the 
Ohio: Capt. L. C. Logan, commanding; Lieut. Comdrs. 
J. D. McDonald, executive officer; J. S. McKean, ord- 
nance officer; K. McAlpine, engineer officer, and T. J.

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A very interesting entertainment in Philadelphia, Pa., 
was the luncheon and reception given on Friday after- 
noon, Nov. 30, at the Bellevue-Stratford by the Pennsyl- 
vania Auxiliary of the Navy Relief Society in honor of 
Admiral Dewey and the board of managers of the society. 
This auxiliary was organized in Octboer, 1905, by Mrs. 
J. E. Craig, wife of Rear Admiral Craig, U.S.N. The 
response and support of Philadelphians was remarkably 
prompt and generous, and the auxiliary is now in a most 
flourishing condition. Mrs. Craig was its chairman until 
October of this year when she nominated Mrs. Cornelius 
Stevenson—who was unanimously elected—as her suc- 
cessor. ‘The Admira) and his party arrived at Broad 
street station in a special car attached to the Washington 
express at 10 o’clock. At the station the party was met 
by Alexander Van Rensselear, Rear Admiral Craig, com- 
mandant at League Island Navy Yard, and Rear Admiral 
Buehler, U.S.N., retired. They were driven at once to 
the Bellevue-Stratford, where they were received in the 
Louis. Quinze room by the officers and committee of the 
Navy Relief, headed by Mrs. Cornelius Stevenson, chair- 
man. The Admiral was greeted on his entrance to the 
hotel by a trumpet call and again, as the company pro- 
ceeded to the luncheon, a bugle was sounded and a march 
played by the League Island Navy Yard Post Band. The 
presence of Admiral Cali, Captain Mazzinghi and Lieu- 
tenant Cassano, of the Royal Italian navy, who are 
aboard the cruiser Ettore Fieramosca, now in this port, 
and postponed the vessel’s sailing to attend the luncheon, 
helped to make the function the more distinguished. The 
luncheon of forty covers was served in the red room at 
a table laid in the form of a horseshoe and decorated with 
crimson roses. In the center sat Mrs. Stevenson, chair- 
man of the auxiliary, with Admiral Dewey on her right 
and Admiral Cali on her left. The two Admirals are old 
friends, the Italian officers having met the American on 
the latter’s return voyage from his ‘victories at Manila. 
At 3:30 Admiral Dewey and Mrs. Stevenson took their 
places at the east end of the clover room where a recep- 
tion attended by more than persons was held and 
tea served. The brilliant scene was greatly enhanced by 
the officers of the Italian cruiser who attended in uni- 
form. At 5 o’clock Admiral Dewey and party, escorted 
by Alexander Van Rensselear and Admirals Craig and 
Buehler, left the hotel for Washington. 


It is evident from the report of the Bureau of Health 
of the Philippine Islands for the second quarter of 1906 
that nothing short of the utmost vigilance on the part of 
the medical authorities can maintain satisfactory health 
conditions in the city of Manila. In that city, with a 
population of 219,941, including 4,389 Americans, 189,- 
782 Filipinos and 2,528 Spaniards, there were, during 
the quarter covered by the present report, 1,848 deaths, 
being an annual death rate of 33.72 per 1,000 of popu- 
lation, against a rate of 30.09 for the quarter preceding. 
The deaths among Americans during the quarter were at 
the extremely low annual average of 5.40 per 1,000, while 
the mortality rate among Filipinos was 36.81, the rate 
among Spaniards being 14:15 and 15.50 among Chinese. 
The most prolific causes of death were tuberculosis of 
the lungs, 296; Asiatic cholera, 83; dysentery, 50. There 
were two deaths from bubonic plague, seven from leprosy 
and eighty-five from other epidemic diseases, including 
beri-beri. Dr. Victor G. Hei8er, Director of Health of 
the Philippines, states that when cholera made its ap- 
pearance in Manila in June last it was of a most viru- 
lent type, nearly all the victims being found dead, and 
that, realizing that the salvation of the city depended 
upon the protection of the water supply against contam- 
ination, the help of the military authorities was invoked. 
Doctor Heiser adds: “The military authorities have 
handled the situation with remarkable tact and success 
and rendered invaluable aid in the pending crisis.”

At a meeting in New York city on Nov. 26 of the trus- 
tees of the Hudson-Fulton celebration commission Rear 
Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, U.S.N., chairman of the sub- 
committee on naval parade, reported that the naval fleet 


which would accompany the Half Moon and the Clermont 
up the Hudson River would be unable to proceed further 
than Newburgh, because that was the only place in the 
upper part of the river where the large ships could be 
turned. Admiral Coghlan recommended that the Half 
Moon and Clermont should be convoyed on the remainder 
of the journey to Albany by a fleet of river vessels. Ad- 
miral Coghlan said that the United States Government 
would be able to anchor from thirty to thirty-five men-of- 
war off New York at the time of the celebration. This 
would include eighteen large battleships, and the remain- 
der would be cruisers, torpedoboats and smaller craft. The 
committee recommended that yacht clubs and steamboats 
be invited to participate. William Berri, of Brooklyn, pro- 
posed that signal fires be lighted along the whole Hudson 
River from New York to Albany at places to be estab- 
lished by the commission and in sight of each other. These 
could be lighted simultaneously upon a signal telegraphed 
from Washington by the President of the United States, 
and each signal fire would be the rallying point for a lo- 
eal celebration. 
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Col. Allan C. Kelton, U.S.M.C., who was captain of 
the marine guard in charge of the Spanish prisoners of 
war at Portsmouth, N.H., after the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet off Santiago in 1898, is credited by the Bos- 
ton Herald with the following interesting story: ‘When 
the prisoners were landed at the yard and taken to the 
stockade, very few had any clothing of worth; some had 
a single pair of trousers and a shirt, and others were 
wrapped in blankets. The second day each man was 
given a suit of clothing and a suit of underwear, with an 
overcoat, Two or three days after this some of the Span- 
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ish officers informed Colonel Kelton that certain men 
were complaining of the cold, that they did not have any 
clothes. e ordered an inspection, and an investigation 
revealed that they had all been gambling, and, not having 
anything else, had staked their clothes, with the result 
that a few were rapidly forming a clothing trust. They 
were given a lecture and were not caught gambling 
again.’ % 
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London despatches of Nov. 26 state that a report issued 
by the British War Office in reference to the recent ex- 
aminations for promotion says that many officers are han- 
dicapped by bad handwriting. Some also show want of 
intelligence and smal] power of expression. They appear 
to suffer generally from defective education. On the other 
hand, the work of the non-commissioned officers shows 
intelligence, power of concise expression and good pen- 
manship. Nevertheless the percentage of failures among 
the officers decreased from per cent. in November, 
1904, to 13 per cent. in May, 1906. It is evident that 
the officers are making serious efforts to master all aids 
to efficiency,

Definite announcement has been made that the Can- 
adian government will take over the Halifax dockyards 
on Jan. 1 from the British government. This is one of 
the final steps in the plan of the British government to 
give the defenses and military equipment of the colonies 
into the hands of the colonial governments. Canada 
agrees to keep up the efficiency of the equipment and to al- 
low the navy to use the yards for coaling and repairs, and 
the Admiralty, in the event of war or other emergency, 
may take over the docks. The dockyards property in- 
cludes several wharves, a number of fine buildings, several 
yards, grounds, etc., in all covering about forty acres.

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The J.A. General of the Army in an opinion rendered, 
holds that there is nothing in the summary court act of 
1898, or in the executive order prescribing the limit of 
punishment, which limits the nature of a confinement 
awarded by inferior courts to confinement in a guard 
house. If the period of confinement does not exceed the 
prescribed time limit, there is no objection to the con- 
finement being of the nature at issue. Obviously, he says, 
confinement to the limits of a post is a less penalty than 
confinement at hard labor. The propriety of imposing 
punishment of this nature, however, is for executive de- 
termination, taking into consideration the general disci- 
pline of the post. 








The Naval Bureau of Ordnance has been experiment- 
ing with new types of batteries for electric firing of guns 
and for night sight lighting. Two types have been devel- 
oped which have given very satisfactory results on shop 
tests. One consists of. eight reserve dry cells, giving a 
voltage of 12 and a life of about 30 to 40 ampere Ts, 
The other consists of four storage cells giving voltage of 
eight and a life of from 20 to 30 ampere hours. It is 
proposed to furnish batteries to vessels in groups of eight 
reserve dry cells or four storage cells, two groups bein 
furnished for each gun; the two groups will be connec’ 
in series for firing, while one group will be employed for 
sight lighting.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Major C. P. Terrett, 8th U.S. Inf., under date of Gui- 
maras, D.I., Oct. 16, 1906, in G.O. 10, in announcing the 
death of Lieut. Col, James S. Pettit, at Washington, D. 
Co., on Sept. 4, 1906, heretofore noted in our columns, 
says in part: “By the death of Lieutenant Colonel Pettit 
the Army loses an officer of the highest professional at- 
tainments and one who, on account of his energetic faith- 
fulness, zeal and marked ability, was one of the best 
-known officers in the Service. The heartfelt sympathy‘ 
of the regiment is extended to his bereaved family.” 

Mrs. U. Bowers, mother of the wife of Ist Lieut. Thos. 
F. Ryan, 11th Cav., died at Joliet, [ll., Nov. 28, 1906. 

Sir Edward James Reed, formerly chief constructor 
of the British navy, died Nov. 30 at the age of seventy- 
six. Up to the time of the last election he represented 
Cardiff in the House of Commons for many years. He 
was one of the most distinguished authorities on ship- 
building and naval designing in Europe. He was born 
Sept. 20, 1830, at Cheerness, Kent. His enthusiastic 
study of naval architecture soon brought him general 
recognition. After being elected secretary of the insti- 
tution of Naval Architecture he attracted the attention 
of the Admiralty with his designs, which showed how 
great improvemerts might be made in building ironclads. 
This led to his appointment as chief constructor of the 
British navy. He held this post for four years, resigning 
in 1870. The Admiralty was then much taken up with 
the new models of full-rigged ships of the turret class. 
Reed resigned rather than approve them, saying they 
were topheavy. A few weeks later his objections were 
most strikingly indorsed by the capsizing of the turret 
ship Captain in a terrific storm and the drowning of her 
crew, including her commander, Cowper Coles, one of the 
most ardent advocates of the turret class. Thenceforth 
he was engaged principally in private enterprises. He 
published a volume of poems, and also wrote a number 
of works on shipbuilding which are regarded as stand- 
ard authorities, including “Our Ironclad Ships,’”’ 1869; 
The Stability of Ships,” 1884, and, with Rear Admiral 
Simpson, U.S.N., “Modern Ships of War,” in 1887. He 
was made a K.C.B. in 1880. In 1884 he was made pres- 
ident of the committee appointed to investigate the ques- 
tion of standardizing on an improved basis the load water 
line in the mercantile marine. In 1886 he was lord of 
the Treasury. He was a vice president of the Institute 
of Naval Architects and a member of the council of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers. 

The wife of the late Major Matthew Markland, U.S. 
A., was a sister of Mrs. Crook, wife of the late General 
Crook, U.S.A., and not the latter’s sister as has been 
stated. 

Brevet Major Philip Schuyler, who was killed in a 
raifroad accident near Lynchburg, Va., Nov. 28, was the 
grandson of General Schuyler, of Revolutionary fame. 
He was president of the Union Club of New York and 
one of the original members of the New York Yacht 
Club, being number eight on the present list. He was 
Lorn in 1836 and was graduated from the Harvard Sci- 
entific School and later from the University of Berlin. 
He was appointed a first lieutenant in the 14th U.S. In- 
fantry May 14, 1861; was regimental adjutant Nov. 5, 
1861, to July 11, 1862; was promoted to captain July 11, 
1862, and was brevetted major April {, 1865, for gallant 
and meritorious services during the campaign terminat- 
ing with the surrender of General Lee. He resigned from 
the Army June 30, 1865. Major Schuyler was the only 
son of George L. Schuyler and Eliza Hamilton Schuyler. 
Iie married Mrs. Harriet L. Langdon in 1872. Ilis 
mother, who was a granddaughter of Gen. Alexander 
Hamilton, died in 1863. One of the original owners of 
the yacht America, the eller Mr. Schuyler was the sole 
survivor of those pioneer yachtsmen, and in 1877 alone 
signed the deed of gift as owner of the America’s Cup, 
giving it into the custody of the New York Yacht Club. 
While not prominently identified with active business. 
Mr. Schuyler was for a long time one of the trustees of 
the New York Life Insurance and Trust Company. Be- 
sides his membership in the Union Club, he was also a 
member of the Knickerbocker Club, the Ardsley Club, the 
Harvard Club, the St. Nicholas Club and the Hudson 
River Yacht Club. Ie was a member of many scientific 
societies, including the New York Zoological Society and 
the American Geographical Society. By direction of Col. 
ii. O. S. Heistand, U.S.A., chairman of the executive 
committee of the Robert Fulton Monument Association. 
its offices at No. 3 Park Row, New York city, were clesed 
Dec. 1, the day of the funeral, as a mark of respect to 
the memory of Major Schuyler. ~The secretary was also 
directed to send a letter of condolence to the family of 
General Schuyler, who took great interest in the plans 
for a monument to Robert Fulton on account of the close 
association of the two families when Fulton was alive. 
The funeral services were at Irvington, N.Y., and the in- 
terment in the Sleepy Hollow cemetery, Tarrytown, N.Y.

The inter- 
ment was made in Milford, Conn., where General Baird 
formerly lived. 

Mrs. Ella V. Coston, widow of Capt. H. H. Coston, 
U.S.M.C., died at Pensacola, Fla., Nov. 21. She was 
apparently enjoying good health, although very much af- 
fected by the recent death of her son. Mrs. Coston had 
reached the age of sixty-one years. She had long been 
a resident of Pensacola and the navy yard. She was the 
daughter of Major William Morrill. She married in 
1859 James H. Nichelsen and to this union was born one 
son. Mr. Nichelsen met death on the battlefield at Frank- 
lin, Tenn., in 1864, at that time being the adjutant gen- 
eral of Finlay’s Florida Brigade. In 1865 she married 
Lieut. H. H. Coston, U.S.M.C., and to them were born 
four children—Charles M., who recently died; Harry, at 
Norfolk, Va.: Miss Ella, who is now in Pensacola, and 
Mrs, Flora Hall, residing in Virginia. Mrs. Coston also 


leaves one sister, Mrs. John L. Pinney, and two brothers, 
W. Thomas Morrill, U.S. engineer department, of Mo- 
bile, and Edward Webb Morrill, of South Florida. 

Asst. Engr. Edward F. McElmell, U.S.N., retired, died 
at Philadelphia, Fa., Nov. 25, 1906. He was a native of 
Pennsylvania and commissioned an acting third assistant 
engineer in the Navy Sept. 29, 1863, and was honorably 
discharged April 5, 1869. He was appointed second as- 
sistant engineer in the Navy Nov. 7, 1871; was commis- 
sioned passed assistant engineer, Feb. 24, 1874, and was 
retired Nov. 1, 1878, for disability incident to the Ser- 
vice, 

Carpenier David W. Perry, U.S.N., retired, who died 
at Collingswood, N.J., Nov. 30, 1906, was born in Penn- 
sylvania and was warranted carpenter June 23, 1869. 
He was retired Feb. 14, 1899, for disability incident to 
the Service. 

Added impressiveness was lent to the funeral of Mayor 
Liisha Dyer at St. Stephen’s church, Providence, R.L., 
Dec. 3, by the attendance of Governor Utter and staff, 
together with other officers of the brigade of Rhode Isl- 
and militia, in the uniform of their respective ranks. 
The State officials and General Assembly were also rep- 
resented at the funeral. he city government and school 
committee were represented by special committees, and 
the police and fire departments by four members each as 
active bearers, in addition to honorary’ pallbearers. 

Major Thaddeus Sandford Kirtland, U.S.A., retired, 
died in Chicago, 111., Nov. 30, of cerebral blood clot, aged 
seventy-four years and eight months. Major Kirtland 
was born at Wallingford, Conn., April 6, 1832, and was 
the son of Constant and Caroline (Carrington) Kirt- 
land, both of whom were also born in Wallingford. At 
the outbreak of the Civil War Mr. Kirtland was in busi- 
ness in New York city, and a member of the 7th New 
York Regiment, and on Cct. 1, 1861, he enlisted in the 
18th U.S. Infantry, of which his kinsman, Henry B. 
Carrington, now brigadier general, retired, was colonel. 
He was appointed second lieutenant, Oct. 30, 1861; was 
promoted first lieutenant July 22, 1862, and captain 
July 28, 1866, being transferred to the 36th Infantry at 
its creation from the 3d Battalion of the 18th, and in 
1869 to the 7th Infantry, om account of the consolidation 
of the two regiments. During the war Major Kirtland 
participated in many engagements, among them being 
Stone River, Missionary Ridge and Chickamauga, and 
after the war was on frontier duty nearly all the time 
until his promotion and retirement as major, July 10, 
1891. During these years he was stationed in Wyoming 
amid the constant Indian troubles that culminated in 
the Fetternian massacre; was stationed in Montana from 
1870 to 1878, taking part in the Sioux wars of 1876-77, 
und also the outbreak of 1890-91, and in 1879 with his 
regiment on the Ute expedition following the attack at 
Milk Creek, Colorado, on Major Thornburgh’s command. 
April 3, 1873. Major Kirtland married Virginia, daugh- 
ter of John F. and Ann C. Carter, of St. Louis, Mo., the 
family being originally from Virginia. Mrs. Kirtland 
died in August, 1905, and beside her in Arlington her 
liusband was interred. Three children survive—lst Lieut. 
ktoy Carrington, 14th U.S. Inf.; Sandford C., a business 
man in Chicago, and Sallie, the only daughter. 

Mrs. Leonora Cline, widow of the late Chief Engr. 
lingh H: Cline, U.S.N.. departed this life after a long 
and painful illness, on Nov. 30. Mrs. Cline was a na- 
tive of Nottingham, England, but came to this country 
when a little girl and since then has most of the time 
resided in Brooklyn, N.Y. She was twice married, her 
first husband lteing the late Judge Henry P. Curtis, of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., who died in 1862. On July 13, 1869, 
she was married to her second husband, the late Chief 
Engr. Hugh H. Cline, U.S.N., who died Oct. 5, 1898, 
and during his last illness was nursed by his devoted 
wife with the most tender and untiring care and atten- 
tion. ‘wo daughters, Mrs. Isabel H. Routh and Mrs. 
Leonora C. Rogers, both by her first husband, and a son, 
Hugh J. G. Clise, by her second husband, survive her. 
“For several years before her decease,” writes a corres- 
pondent, “Mrs. Cline was a great sufferer, but her first 
thought and care were always for the comfort and wel- 
fare of her loved ones.” 

Civil Engr. Veter C. Asserson, U.S.N., retired, died 
suddenly at his home in Brooklyn, N.Y., on Dec. 6 from 
heart disease. He was a. native of Norway and was ap- 
pointed a civil engineer in the Navy March 6, 1874, from 
Virginia. Ie had previously served in the Navy as a 
mat® in 18G2, and as an acting ensign from November, 
1862, to February, 1869.

Dept., U.S.A... and Louise Galt Baylor, died 
at Pittsfield, Vt:, Dec. 2. Acute Bright disease was the 
immediate cause of death. The remains were taken to 
Washington and laid at rest beside his parents at Ar- 
lington on Dee.

Amistead Batchelor Harvey, infant son of Lieut. Wal- 
ter Harvey, 16th U.S. Iaf., died at Detroit, Mich., Dec.

17, Col. Philip Reade, U.S.A., 1st vice president, Order 
of Moro Campaigns, says: “On Jan. 22, 1906, communi- 
cation was circulated by the regimental commander, 23d 
Inf., as follows: “Reference being had to Par. 3, G.O. 
No. 9, W.D., Jan. 10, 1906, amending the section num- 
bered 3, of Par. 90, G.O. No. 197, W.D., Dee. 31, 1904, 
relative to those entitled to wear the service-in-war chev- 
ron, and which officially recognizes as war service that 
rendered in the Department of Mindanao, P.I., between 
July 4, 1902, and Dec. 31, 1904, I take pleasure in sub- 
mitting for consideration, file and record, correspondence 
initiatory thereto. This correspondence perhaps caused 
G.O. No. 9, Par. 3, W.D., to be issued. The natural and 
desired sequence is that a separate campaign medal be au- 
thorized by the War Department to those who are mem- 
bers of the Military Order of Moro Campaigns, or who 
are, or who may be, eligible to such membership ; coupled, 
of course, with authority for us to wear our insignia upon 
all proper occasions, or the ribbon upon undress, or the 
rosette or iapel button upon other occasions than full 
dress. See ‘Bar of Metal’ indicated, but not described, 
in Par. 7, of G.O. No. 169, W.D., Oct. 14, 1905 (“Badges 
of Military Societies’). Since then, our troops have 
been heard from March 8, 1906, at Mount Dajo, Jolo. The 
limitation of Dec. 31. 1904, as fixed by G.O. No. 9, W.D.., 
Jan. 10, 1906, should now be again extended to conform 
to Article II, of our Constitution, adopted at Malabang, 
April 22, 1905, viz.: Substitute for the date Dec. 31. 
1904, the words ‘to such time as Moro hostilities: may 
cease.’ We have our opinion as to when Moro hostilities 
will cease; as to when the Moros will all be thoroughly 
and truly pacified. It is proper that effort for the recog- 
nition by the United States of the Moro campaigns be 
made by this military order. If medals are given by the 
United States for Moro service, such should be made from 
the captured lantacas stored by Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, U.S.A., under whose administration and persona! 
command many of these bronze trophies were acquired.”

Mr. Andrew D. White, president of Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N.Y., was at the War Department on Dec. 5 for 
the purpose of complaining bitterly to the Secretary of 
War that the instruction in the art and science of war at 
Cornell was seriously interfering with the academic 
course of instruction there. He said that besides the 
customary drills, class room recitations were now being 
required on military subjects, and that the faculty as well 
as the students felt that too much time was being devoted 
to this work. He asked the Secretary if some change 
could not be made. Secretary Taft has promised to take 
the matter up with the Getieral Staff. It is realized that 
the settlement of this question will have an effect upon 
all of the institutions of learning where military instruc- 
tion is taught which were benefited by Government land 
grants. Mr. White also saw President Roosevelt about 
the matter.

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WHAT WE MAY EXPECT FROM CONGRESS. 


‘There will be little new legislation enacted during the 
present session of Congress for either the military or the 
naval Service. This appears to be a foregone conclusion 
and is recognized by both the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy, neither of whom has as yet sent to 
the Congress recommendations for any legislation which 
was not given consideration during the last session, 

The Secretary of War hopes that before the adjourn- 
ment of Congress for the present short session, on March 
4, the bill to increase the efficiency of the Medical De- 
partment of .the Army and possibly the bill for the reor- 
ganization of the Artillery Corps will-have been enacted 
into law. These two measures will certainly receive the 
strongest support from the War Department and from 
the President of the United States. There seems to be 
no doubt that the Medical bill, which has already 
passed the Senate and been favorably reported to the 
House from its Committee on Military Affairs, will be 
passed by that body soon and made law. As we have re- 
peatedly stated, Speaker Cannon, of the House, at the 
end of the last session, promised Secretary Taft that he 
would allow the Medical bill to come to a vote early this 
session, when undoubtedly it will be passed. 

So far as the Artillery bill is concerned its great im- 
portance is now thoroughly recognized by the members of 
both the Senate and House Military Committees and it 
stands at least a fair chance of passing this session. A 
favorable report on this measure was made last session 
to the Senate by Senator Warren, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, and the bill has re- 
ceived some consideration from the individual members 
of the House Committee on Military Affairs. There will 
not be any material opposition to the bill in the Senate, 
if the present indications can be relied upon, but it is 
probable that the bill will not have quite so easy a road 
to travel in the House Committee on Military Affairs and 
in the House of Representatives. There does not seem to 
be any opposition anywhere in Congress to the provisions 
of the bill which increases the strength of the Coast Ar- 
tillery, but there are many members of Congress, inter- 
ested in Army legislation, who stubbornly refuse to see 
the wisdom of abolishing the Corps organization for the 
Artillery and separating entirely the Field Artillery from 
the Coast Artillery. Chairman Hull, of the House Mili- 
tary Committee, is one of the members who is not yet 
convinced of the necessity for this change, but it is be- 
lieved that he will be converted when the situation has 
been thoroughly explained to. him and he has been made 
to understand that the lessons learned from the Russo- 
Japanese War made this change very advisable. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs now has un- 
der consideration the annual Army Appropriation bill. 
The first meeting of this committee was held on Dec. 7, 
when the estimates of the War Department were dis- 
cussed. Hearings on the estimates will begin next week, 
as it is the purpose of this committee to get the appropri- 
ation bill reported and out of the way as early as possi- 
ble. It is to be hoped that this will be accomplished, 
which will make it possible for the committee to give 
serious attention to the Artillery bill. 

So far as the other Army bills are concerned—those 
which were recommended last session by the War De- 
partment and introduced into Congress—it may be safely 
predicted that none of them will pass this session, with 
the possible exception of the bill increasing the pay of 
non-commissioned officers, which may be incorporated in 
the Army Appropriation bill. The Elimination bill, the 
bill for the organization of a Military Reserve and the 
other bills which are familiar to everyone in the Army, 
will not pass. As far as the Elimination bill is con- 
cerned, while it still receives the support of the War De- 
partment it is realized that Congress is not prepared to 
give the measure favorable consideration. Too much op- 
position to this bill exists in the Army and members of 
Congress have not been able to see the necessity for such 
a law as that proposed. Promotion by elimination, they 
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declare, is but another form of promotion by. selection, 
and, while possibly not so pernicious, it is not considered 
just nor advisable, 

. At the first meeting of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs held on Dec, 4 all of the nominations were consid- 
ered and ordered favorably reported. These included the 
nomination of the Hon. Victor H. Metcalf, of California, 
to be Secretary of the Navy, and the long list of nomina- 
tions of naval officers on the retired list to be promoted 
one grade hecause of their Civil War service under the 
provisions of the Naval Appropriation act of last session. 
This list is published elsewhere. It is said at the Navy 
Department that there are still four or five names of offi- 
cers on the retired list under consideration with a view 
to*asgertaining whether they are entitled to the beneficial 
provisions of the act. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs held its first 
meeting this week and began its consideration of the an- 
nual Naval Appropriation bill. It is too early to predict 
just what Congress will do this year in the matter of na- 
val increase, but it is thought, in view of the recent bel- 
ligerent talk with reference to Japan, that several ships 
will be authorized in addition to the mammoth battleship 
tentatively authorized in the last Naval Appropriation 
act. While this committee may give some consideration 
this session to the many plans for the betterment of the 
commissioned personnel of the Navy, it is not at all prob- 
able that any remedial legislation will be passed before 
adjournment. ‘This is a matter which will be taken up 
at the next session of Congress, when there will be more 
time. Everything considered, this will probably not be a 
session of Congress filled with military and naval legisla- 
tion. ‘lhe chances are that Congress will be generous in 
its appropriations for the two Services, but will not pro- 
vide any new legislation. 





THE NAVY TRIUMPHANT. 

When the midshipmen now pegging away at Annapolis 
are grown into admirals and the cadets now plodding the 
treadmill at West Point have become generals, they may 
look back to the battle of Franklin Field, Dec. 1, 1906, 
with a sense of pride and exultation. For it was indeed 
a glorious battle, honorable alike to victor: and van- 
quished—a clean, manly, masterful struggle of young 
giants in which victory was fairly won and defeat bore 
no sting. It was moreover a contest in which brain and 
brawn worked in perfect unison throughout a game so 
characterized by alertness, tenacity and fine deportment, 
that it will be memorable in the annals of American foot- 
ball. 

The Navy won simply because it was the better team. 
Its work disclosed a thoroughness of training never sur- 
passed at either academy, and its success was due alto- 
gether to the exercise of sound judgment supported by 
prompt, overmastering physical effort. In the first half 
the midshipmen were put to a test which developed the 
full measure of: their endurance and skill, but they met 
it superbly, and from that moment the game was theirs. 
Their play was audacious, yet careful, and presented a 
convincing demonstration of the merits of the new rules. 
All in all, the contest was one to rejoice the heart of 
every partisan of the Navy, and the victors richly deserve 
the congratulations of every lover of the game. It was 
Navy day. Skill and pluck won. For the Annapolis 
team, individually and collectively, a sky-piercing cheer 
will rise from every American warship that rides the 
sea, 

But while all true friends of manly sports will re- 
joice in the triumph of the middies, their exultation im- 
plies no reflection upon the gallant team from West 
Point. The Army met defeat but no humiliation on 
Franklin Field. The West Pointers were beaten but not 
dismayed. ‘They were overplayed. They had previously 
met Harvard, Yale and Princeton, and the result was 
that when they faced the Navy they were already worn 
down in energy, several members were suffering from in- 
juries, and their work lacked the snap and energy which 
distinguished their earlier playing. Their work in the 
first half was nearly, if not quite, up to their old standard 
and, if they had been able to continue it in the second, 
there might have been a different story to tell. But the 
strain was too great. They fought resolutely, fiercely, 
but their energy gave way under the terrific advances of 
the midshipmen and the Navy conquered. The cadets, 
like their adversaries, played a clean, honorable game, and 
while their defeat was a grievous disappointment, it 
brought neither bitterness nor reproach. 

In so far as it shall serve to promote football interest 
at the two academies, the victory of the Navy is a for- 
tunate result. In spite of a long series of reverses, the 
Navy has kept hard at work to develop a team capable 
of winning, and having succeeded, we have no doubt the 
effect will be to produce an equally strong team in 1907.

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In view of the fact that Fort McHenry, Md., will cease 
to be a Regular Army post on March 31, 1907, the future 
status of the military reservation at that point has 
aroused much eager interest among the people of Mary- 
land, and they are highly indignant at the proposal’ that 
a portion of the property shall be turned over to the De- 
partment of Agriculture for use as an annual quarantine 
station. The matter has been temporarily adjusted by 
the negotiation of a revocable lease under which the War 
Department transfers the reservation to the Maryland 
National Guard for five years, during which period the 
property will be cared for by the police and park authori- 
ties of Baltimore, but what shall be done with it at the 
expiration of the lease is yet to be determined. So capa- 








ble an engineer Officer as Brig. Gen. William P. Craig- 
hill, U.S.A., contends that Fort McHenry should be per- 
manently retained and developed into an important fea- 
ture of our coast defenses. In a letter to the Baltimore 
American he says: “Having been quoted more than ence 
of late in the papers as opposed to the abandonment of 
Fort McHenry as an adjunct in the defense of the city, 
I would like to state to you more specifically the reason 
for that belief and. to refer to the record of history in 
support of it. Experience is a great teacher, and he 1s 
an unwise man who does not heed her lessons, Attentive 
perusal is invited of the account of the attack on Fort 
McHenry by the British in°1814. This may be found 
in a short paper I once prepared for the Maryland His- 
torical Society. It is printed in the magazine of that so- 
ciety in the number for March, 1906. The crisis of the 
battle of Baltimore came when the boat attack was made 
in the rear of Fort McHenry, under cover of night and 
the smoke of the bombardment by the fleet below. This 
boat attack. was defeated by the guns of old Fort Coving- 
ton and the batteries near it. The object was to gain 
a foothold in the rear of Fort McHenry. If it had been 
successful Fort McHenry would have been isolated, taken 
in the rear and captured. Baltimore would then have 
been at the mercy of the enemy. When the boat attack 
failed the fleet withdrew and the hostile army returned 
to their ships and departed. he crisis was past and 
Baltimore was saved. History often repeats itself. In 
this day an enterprising enemy could, and probably 
would, make a similar attempt to pass the outer lines 
of defense, which are now at and near North Point and 
Carroll. Let me here repeat a few lines of the article 
referred to, as follows: ‘At this day the existing water 
battery should be maintained, armed with rapid-fire and 
rifled guns, as an inner line, to repel small vessels which 
might in the night or in the smoke of battle pass the 
outer lines of North Point and Carroll.” 

A highly important. opinion was given this week by 
Judge Advocate General Davis, which has been approved 
by the Secretary of War, on the right of a division com- 
mander to convene a court-martial for the trial of an 
officer when the brigadier general in command of one of 
the military departments of the division is the accuser. 
The ease arose in the matter of the appointment of the 
court-martial for the trial of Capt. William B. Cochran, 
24th Inf. The department commander, Major Gen. Jesse 
M. Lee, is the accuser, who, under the terms of the 72d 
Article of War, being incompetent to appoint the court, 
requested that it be convened by the President. As the 
power to convene is not susceptible of delegation, consid- 
erable time would be consumed in transmitting the order 
of the President to the Philippines, and the question is, 
can this delay be lawfully avoided? After quoting the 
72d. Article of War General Davis decides that there is 
no legal objection to Major Gen. Leonard Wood, com- 
manding the Philippines Division, convening the court. 
The 72d Article of War vests an independent authority to 
appoint general courts-martial in several military com- 
manders, and it would be entirely lawful and proper for 
either the division or department commander to take cog- 
nizance of the case and to order a court for the trial of 
Captain Cochran. The right of the department com- 
mander to convene the court, however, is nullified by the 
fact that he is the accuser. General Davis says: “I can 
see no legal reason why the division commander may not, 
as a matter of military administration, call for the pa- 
pers in the case. If in his judgment a court-martial trial 
is necessary, I can see no legal objection to his convening 
the court in virtue of his authority as an independent mil- 
itary commander. It is the purpose of this Article to se- 
cure a fair and impartial court for the trial of the officer, 
and it contains no language restricting the power to con- 
vene a court to the commander of the territorial depart- 
ment in which the case has arisen, which power may be 
exercised with equal legality by the commander of the 
territorial division.” - 
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Under the heading of “Navy Nominations” appearing 
elsewhere in this issue, will be found a list of all the 
nominations for appointment and promotion in the Navy 
and Marine Corps which were sent to the Senate on Dec. 
3. The list includes 155 officers of the Navy who were 
on the retired list and who were nominated to be ad- 
vanced to the rank and retired pay of one grade above 
that actually held by them at the time of their retire- 
ment, in accordance with a provision contained in the 
Naval Appropriation act, approved June 29, 1906. This 
list comprises three captains to be advanced to the rank 
of rear admiral; fifteen commanders to rank as captains; 
twelve lieutenant commanders to rank as commanders; 
nine lieutenants to rank as lieutenant commanders; ten 
medical directors to rank as rear admirals; four medical 
inspectors to rank as captains; feur surgeons to rank as 
commanders and one assistant surgeon to rank as a lieu- 
tenant; seven pay. directors to rank as -rear admirals; 
four pay inspectors to rank as captains; three paymas- 
ters to rank as commanders; four chaplains to rank as 
rear admirals; three professors of mathematics to rank 
as rear admirals; one naval constructor to rank as rear 
admiral; twenty chief engineers to rank as rear admi- 
rals; nine chief engineers to rank as captains; nine chief 
engineers to rank as commanders; sixteen passed assist- 
ant engineers to be chief engineers with the rank of lieu- 
tenant; six boatswains to be chief boatswains; nine gun- 
ners to be chief gunners; six carpenters to be chief car- 
penters; and one sailmaker to be chief sailmaker. All 
the nominations for promotion and appointment in the

We surrender a considerable proportion of our space 
this week to the reports submitted to Congress at the 
opening of its session on Monday, reserving comment on 
the various recommendations until another week. Fol- 
lowing the synopsis of the President’s message comes the 
report of the Secretary of the Navy and the highly im- 
portant and interesting report of the Board on Navy Per- 
sonnel which accompanies it. We also. publish an extract 
from the forthcoming report of the Secretary of War giv- 
ing the officia) version of the Brownsville affair, which is 
to undergo investigation by the Senate. The report of 
the Chief of Staff, U.S. Army, appears on page 392; 
the report of the Bureau of Equipment on page 402, and 
that of the Quartermaster General on page 403.. The 
opinion of the enlisted men of the Navy expressed by 
President Roosevelt as the result of his observations dur- 
ing his recent trip to Panama will be found of interest. 
It would perhaps be hardly just to suggest that his opin- 
ion of the officers of the Navy is to be inferred from the 
letter he has adressed to Congress asking that he be 
given authority to dismiss any one of them, although it 
is not proposed that he should be given like control over 
the Army. It is not flattering to the officers of the Navy 
to discover that the President in effect declares that they 
cannot he trusted to administer justice according to the 
precedents of military as well as the civil administration 
which are founded in the concession to the rights of citi- 
zenship wrested from the reluctant hands of King John 
by the barons at Runnymede. In addition to the reports 
named we reserve for next week the report of the Pay- 
master General of the Navy and an extract from the an- 
nual report of the Secretary of the Treasury, who gives 
a summary of the work of the Revenue Cutter Service 
and bestows upon that important branch of executive ad- 
ministration the praise which it so well deserves. 





Accompanying the report of the Board on Navy Per- 
sonnel, which appears on another page, is a series of tables 
showing the effect of the changes proposed. There would 
be a net annual decrease in cost as follows: Fiscal year: 
1907-8, $30,470; 1908-9, $128,300; 1909-10, $267,500; 
1910-11, $385,550; 1911-12, $465,850; 1912-13, $517,- 
100; 1913-14, $589,800. The saving in the active list 
during the seven years would be $2,384,850; deducting 
$1,305,000 for the cost of the reserve list leaves net 
$1,079,070. To this is to be added the saving in the 
cost of the retired list $4,000,552, showing a total 
proposed saving to the Government during the seven 
years of $5,083,622. The number of officers under exist- 
ing laws will be as follows: 1907-8, 1,029; 1908-9, 1,092; 
1099-10, 1,440; 1910-11, 1,563; 1911-12, 1,724; 1912-13, 
1,856; 19-13-14, 1,990. The figures for these several 
years under the proposed law will be as follows: 1,029, 
1,092, 1,158, 1,227, 1,297,, 1,369, 1,441.

It has been determined by the Provisional Governor of 
Cuba that Christmas gifts sent from the United States 
to officers, soldiers and American employees serving in 
Cuba shall be admitted free of duty if they are imported 
from the United States for their personal use and benefit 
and not for barter or sale, and in reasonable amounts. 
In view of the existing laws covering importations into 
the United States it will be impossible to provide for the 
free admission of Christmas gifts coming from officers 
and soldiers in Cuba to friends in the United States. This 
could only be done by an amendment of the present tariff 
laws of the United States, which would require an act of 
Congress. ‘The Christmas boxes for Cuba should be sent 
in care of the Depot Quartermaster, Newport News, Va.

The examinations of candidates for appointment as 
second lieutenant in the Army are now being conducted 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kans.

The War Department has decided this week that trans- 
portation charges on condemned ordnance stores being 
sent back by militia organizations to Government arse- 
nals must be paid by the State. This decision was based 
upon an opinion of the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army. a 
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FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS, SECOND SESSION. 

The dismissal of the negro soldiers of the 25th Infantry 
was the very first matter to be brought forward in the 
opening session of the Senate on Monday.. Mr. Penrose 
introduced a resolution asking information in the matter, 
and the presiding officer called his attention to the fact 
that it was not the usual practice to consider miscellane- 
cus business until after the President’s message had been 
received. Mr. Penrose asked that his resolution be con- 
sidered by unanimous consent. It is as follows: 

Resolved, That the President be requested to communicate 
to the Senate, if not incompatible with the public interests, 
full information bearing upon the recent order dismissing 
from the military Service of the United States three com- 
panies of the 25th Regiment of Infantry, U.S. troops (col- 
ored). 

Mr. Foraker proposed the following substitute resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
directed to furnish the Senate copies of all official letters, tele- 
grams, reports, orders, and so forth, filed in the War Depart- 
ment in connection with the recent discharge of the enlisted 
men of Companies B, C, and D, 25th U.S. Inf., together with 
a complete list of the men discharged, showing the record of 
each, the amount of retained pay (under Section 1281 and fol- 
lowing sections of the Compiled Statutes, vol. 1, p. 912, 
edition of 1901), if any, to the credit of each man at the time of 
his discharge; the ruling of the War Department, if any has 
been made in this or any other similar case, as to the effect upon 
his right to such retained pay, and also the ruling of the 
War Department, if any has been made in this or any similar 
case, as to the effect of such discharge upon the right of an 
enlisted man to retire on three-fourths pay, with an allow- 
ance for subsistence and clothing (under Section 1260 and 
following sections of the Compiled Statutes, vol. 1, p. 890, 
edition of 1901), and his right to enter a National Soldiers’ 
Home (under Section 4821 and following sections of the 
Compiled Statutes, vol. 3, p. 3332, edition of 1901); his right 
to be buried in a national cemetery (under Section 4878 and 
following sections of the Compiled Statutes, vol. 3, p. 3378, 
edition of 1901), and his right to receive transportation and 
subsistence from place of discharge to his home (as provided 
for in Section 1290 and following sections of the Compiled 
Statutes, vol. 1, p. 916, edition of 1901); also a complete 
official record of the 25th Regiment, U.S. Inf., from the time 
of its muster in to the date of the discharge of Companies B, 
C, and D 

Senator Foraker made an earnest effort to secure the 
immediate consideration of his resolution, but it was fi- 
nally laid over as a matter of courtesy to Mr. Penrose, 
who was absent and who had previously offered a resolu- 
tion calling upon the President for the information de- 
sired. Senator Warren also introduced a resolution cov- 
cring the same ground as that of Mr. Foraker, but sub- 
stituting the President for the Secretary of War as the 
subject of the request. Mr. Foraker said: “Mr. Presi- 
dent, to that I am opposed. I do not care to call upon 
the President about the matter. I do not feel disposed to 
bother him any further. All I want is certain specific 
information, which is on file in the War Department, in 
the custedy of the Secretary of War, and I specify what 
it is we want. We want all of it, and we want it without 
regard to whether somebody might think it was incom- 
patible with the public interest or not.” 

Consideration of the subject of the resolutions was re- 
sumed on Thursday, when a lively debate on the whole 
subject was precipitated. It was brought to a close by 
the recognition of Senator Morgan for a long speech on 
the Panama Canal. Mr. Foraker insisted that the re- 
ports given by the War Department on which the Secre- 
tary held the troops guilty was “of the most flimsy char- 
acter” and “utterly insufficient.” He would analyze the 
testimony when it was once before the Senate. The Sen- 
ate finally settled the matter by adopting without a roll 
call both resolutions, that of Penrose and that of Mr. 
Foraker. 

The House on Dec. 5 passed S. 1804, which was passed 
by the Senate at the last session, It provides: “That 
the Secretary of the Navy may, in his discretion, accept, 
in lieu of the written guaranty required to accompany a 
proposal for naval supplies, and in lieu of the bond re- 
quired for the faithful performance of a contract for fur- 
nishing such supplies, a certified check, payable to the or- 
der of the Secretary of the Navy, for from 25 to 50 per 
cent. of the amount of such proposal or contract, the 
check to be held by the Secretary of the Navy until the 
requirements of the proposal or contract shall be com- 
plied with and as a guaranty for compliance with the 
same.” By the Act of May 25, 1896, the Secretary of 
the Navy was authorized to accept, in lieu of the written 
guaranty required to accompany a proposal for naval 
supplies and in lieu of the bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of the same, certified check for the full amount of 
the contract. This works very well in small contracts, 
but that the reverse is true in large contracts, and the 
Navy Department therefore urged the passage of this bill. 

The House on Dec. 5 considered, without final action, 
H.R. 3814. which provides for giving the acting naval 
volunteer officers of the Civil War a commission from 
the President, the same as the Army volunteer officers re- 
cived, The acting officers in the volunteer service of the 
Navy during the Civil War were appointed by order of 
the Secretary and were not commissioned by the Presi- 
dent. It is provided that the commission “shall not en- 
title the grantee to any back, present, or future pay.” 

Representative Steenerson, of Michigan, has introduced 
a bill making an appropriation of $100,000 to erect a 
monument to the memory of Leif BHricson, the Viking, 
who it is claimed discovered America some years be- 
fore Columbus set sail from Spain. 

The Secretary of State has sent to Congress a commu- 
nication requesting that Capt. W. S. Guignard, U.S.A.; 
Capt. John C. Fremont, U.S.N.; Lieut. Leigh C. Palmer, 
U.S.N., and Lieut. Comdr. Newton A. McCully, U.S.N., 
be authorized to accept certain gifts and decorations pre- 
sented to them by foreign governments. 

The following executive communications were among 
those received by the House on Tuesday: Letters from 
the Secretary of War, submitting recommendations as to 
the additional dental surgeon at the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy; transmitting the report of the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortification for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1906;

H.R. 20989, Mr. Slayden.—To discontinue the enlistment and 
appointment of negroes in the Army of the United States. That 
on or before June 30, 1907, all enlisted men of the Army who 
are negroes or of negro descent shall be discharged from the 
Service of the U.S., and thereafter no negro or person of negro 
descent shall be enlisted or appointed in the Army of the U.S. 
All laws and parts of. laws inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 

H.R. 20994, Mr. Garner.—To repeal Sections 1104 and 1108, 
Revised Statutes, edition of 1878. (They provide that the en- 
listed men of two regiments of Cavalry and two regiments of 
Infantry shall be colored men). 

H.R. 20995, Mr. Olcott.—To regulate advancement in the 
Army. That any officer of the Army of the U.S. who has been, or 
who may hereafter be, retired from active service on account of 
disability incurred in the line of duty, and who has served

PRESIDENT ASKS AUTHORITY TO DISMISS. 

President Roosevelt sent a message to Congress on Dec. 
+ asking that authority be given to the President to sum- 
marily dismiss an officer of the Navy. The message 
follows : 

“To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

“IT feel it my duty to call your attention to the fact 
that, under the provision of Articles 36 and 37 of the 
articles for the government of the Navy, the President 
has no longer the authority to dismiss an officer of the 
Navy in time of peace unless in pursuance of a sentence 
of a general court-martial, and even in time of war his 
right of dismissal is practically subject to review by a 
court-martial to be assembled within six months if the 
accused officer demands this court. The articles in ques- 
tion are in the terms following: 

“Article 36. No officer shall be dismissed from the naval ser- 
vice except by the order of the President or by the sentence of 
a general court-martial, and in the time of peace no officer 
shall be dismissed except in pursuance of the sentence of a 
general court-martial or in mitigation thereof. 

“Article 37. When any officer dismissed by order of the 
President since March 3, 1865, makes in writing an applica- 
tion for trial, setting forth, under oath, that he has been 
wrongfully dismissed, the President shall, as soon as the neces- 
sities of the Service may permit, convene a court-martial to try 
such officer on the charges on which he shall have been dis- 
missed. And if such court-martial shall not be convened within 
six months from the presentation of such application for trial, 
or if such court, being convened, shall not award dismissal or 
death as the punishment of such officer, the order of dismissal 
by the President shall be void.” 

“This condition of the law was called to my attention 
by a recent painful and humiliating incident. On May 
9, 1905, an officer of the Navy was accused of behavior 
so indecent and disgusting as to show cleariy his unfit- 
ness, if guilty as charged, to hold a commission or asso- 
ciate with officers and gentlemen. 

“The nature of the alleged misconduct. and the lack of 
compulsory power in naval courts to enforce the attend- 
ance of civilian witnesses. as well as the locality where 
the offense was said to have been committed, caused a 
long and very unfortunate, although quite unavoidable, 
delay in his trial by court-martial, which did not occur 
until Jan. 18, 1906. He was then convicted, but the 





court, while imposing a severe penalty, to my surprise, 
as well as that of the Navy Department, did not sentence 
the offender to dismissal from the Service. : 

“The failure of the ccurt to rid the Navy of one so 
clearly unfit to forra a part of it .was,.commented — 
in appropriate terms by the Departihent, but it was then, 
and has been since, a source of profound regret to me 
that .the law as above set forth made it impracticable. for 
me to afford a remedy for this failure. Moreover, it is 
to be remembered that, owing to the inability of naval 
courts, as above explained, to compel the attendance of 
civilian witnesses, and the further fact that they have no 
authority to receive as evidence the depositions of absent 
witnesses, while the exigencies of the Service may often 
cause officers and men cognizant of the facts to be em- 
ployed in distant places at the time of the trial, there is 
great danger lest offenses of the nature charged against 
this man should go altogether unpunished. 

“In this case it was found very difficult to overcome 
the natural reluctance of some of the witnesses to attend 
and testify. I am convinced that the President should 
have the authority, upon his own initiative and responsi- 
bility, to dismiss any officer whom he thinks ‘unworthy 
to remain in the Service. 

“I think there is no danger that this power would be 
abused, and if such danger exists at all, it is so slight 
as to be altogether outweighed by the considerations of 
public policy which require this authority to be vested in 
the constitutional commander-in-chief of the Navy. I 
therefore strongly recommend that Article 36, as herein- 
before given, be amended by omitting all of it after the 
words ‘general court-martial” where those words first oc- 
eur therein, and that Article 37 be repealed.

REPORT BUREAU OF EQUIPMENT. 

The Chief of the Navy Bureau of Equipment reports 
that the appropriation of last year, $7,787,148, was ade- 
quate except for a deficiency of $500,000 for coal and 
$3.000 for contingencies. Of coal 672,867 tons were 
purchased at an average of $4.20 per ton, including trans- 
portation, eighty-five cents a ton less than last year and 
forty-eight cents less than in any one of the past fifteen 


years. The requirement that coal should be transported 
in American bottoms has been a source of embarrassment 
and expense. The amount purchased was twenty-one per 
cent. greater than last year. A statement is given of the 
status and capacities of the various naval coal depots. 
Experiments with fuel oil are being made on the Wyo- 
ming. It is recommended that future battleships should 
carry liquid fuel in double bottoms as reserve fuel. This 
would not interfere with the space required for other pur- 
poses. Burning oil in port the vessel could sail with full 
bunkers, and the expense of removing ashes in port 
would be avoided. This would be equivalent to several 
hundred tons of coal. Agreements for a supply of coal 
have been made with eighty-one dealers in foreign ports. 

Repairs to ships and ship equipment have been made 
at the different navy yards as follows: Portsmouth, N.H.. 
eighty-one vessels, besides two coal barges and yard 
launches: Boston, seventy, and equipment outfits for 
twenty-two new ships; Brooklyn, N.Y., forty-one ships, 
and illuminating outfits for nine ships; League Island, 
twenty-seven ships; Norfolk, Va., eighty-four ships; Key 
West, Fla., minor repairs to four ships; Mare Island, 
thirty-four ships, and original outfits for four ships; 
Puget Sound, thirteen ships; Cavite, P.I., forty one 
ships, besides fifteen for the insular bureau of naviga- 
tion; Washington, D.C., six ships received minor repairs. 

The output at Norfolk has been increased in propor- 
tion to the amount expended by the centralization of the 
equipment plant, which has permitted closer inspection. 
A coaling plant is needed at this yard, a house for the 
equipment officer at Charleston, a better water supply for 
Key West, a repair ship and a house for the equipment 
officer, an extension of the observatory building at Mare 
Island, more space in the rigging loft at Puget Sound and 
quarters fer the equipment officer; eight additional coal 
barges at Cavite, a building to cost $60,000 at Guan- 
tanamo for offices, etc., and repair shop to cost $30,000, 
a house for the equipment officers at Hawaii station, 
better coaling facilities at Guam. 

At Boston there was a reduction of 9.44 per cent. in 
the cost of chain-iron and billets, and fourteen per cent. 
in chains, due to increased facilities. A further reduc- 
tion of ten per cent. in the cost of chain cables can be 
obtained by the installation of a link-bending and scarfing 
machine. 

At the electric testing laboratory, Brooklyn, 2,341 tests 
were made, an increase of twelve per cent. over last year. 
By purchase and distillation 117,874,114 gallons of water 
were obtained at an average of 41.2 cts. per 1,000 gallons. 
Thirty-one vessels have been supplied with libraries, num- 
bering 31,520 volumes and costing about $50,000. These 
libraries: range from 225 volumes to 2,000. For pilotage 
$44,576,86 was expended, and $15,151.25 for canal tolls. 
Sixteen branch hydrographic offices are in operation. 
Compass ranges have been laid out for the use of mer- 
chant vessels of the Lakes. Of charts 120,423 have been 
printed; of the charts twenty-seven are confidential. 
Sixty-two officers are on duty under the bureau. The 
clerical force are commended for faithful and efficient 
service. Of wireless telegraphy the report says: 

“The progress made in wireless telegraphy during the 
past year has been very great, and the results achieved 
highly satisfactory. It is the policy of the bureau to 
purchase different types of wireless apparatus from the 
yarious manufacturers in this country for installation 
in ships and shore stations, in order to encourage com- 
petition. It is believed that this method of procedure, to- 
gether with the stimulus afforded by prospective com- 
mercial profits, has produced a development of the art in 
this country equal if not superior to that attained abroad. 
It appears, however, that the commercial possibilities 
of wireless telegraphy are not as great as originally an- 
ticipated, since the revenue derived therefrom is small 
and apparently not commensurate with the cost of instal- 
lation and maintenance of coastwise long-distance sta- 
tions. But the value of wireless telegraphy for the pur- 
pose of national defense is inestimable. It is therefore es- 
sential that absolutely reliable communication at the 
longest possible distances be maintained between naval 
ships at sea, between ships and shore stations, and be- 
tween the shore stations themselves along our coasts and 
outlying possessions. With this end in view a complete 
chain of stations has been established along the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts, in the West Indies, and on the Isthmus 
of Panama, and a chain is being completed on the Pacific 
coast from Tatoosh Island to Cape Flattery. Stations 
have also been established in the Hawaiian Islands and 
at Guam, and preparations are under way to establish 
a complete chain of intercommunicable stations in the 
Philippine Islands. 

“These coastwise stations are always ready to receive 
and transmit to their destination messages from ships at 
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sea. The Department performs this service free of 
charge and has made arrangements with the telephone 
and telegraph companies in this country to forward such 
messages without prepayment. The Department’s sta- 
tions on the Pacific coast, acting in conjunction with 
naval vessels, were of especial value during the San 
Francisco disaster in Aprii, 1906, furnishing for a con- 
siderable time the only reliable means of quick communi- 
cation with the outside world. Excluding the installa- 
tions on foreign naval vessels (and it may be assumed 
that all ships of importance are so equipped), the United 
States has in operation more than half of all the wireless 
installations in the world, 

“Sites have been selected for a number of stations in 
the Philippine Islands and for an additional station in 
the Canal Zone, near Panama. The noon-time signal 
service is being extended to all Atlantic and Pacific coast 
stations, and connections are being made with local tele- 
graph and telephone lines, especially those of the Life- 
Saving Service and the Weather Bureau. The following 
vessels, not previously fitted, have been equipped with 
wireless telegraph sets during the year: Brutus, Cesar, 
Charleston, Don Juan de Austria, Dubuque, Lawton, 
Lebanon, Marietta, Paducah, Supply. 

“Experiments relative to the usefulness of wireless 
telegraphy on submarines are in progress but have not 
been concluded. It is doubtful, however, if the use of 
wireless on submarines will be of value. Steps have been 
taken toward making the stations at the Washington 
and New York Navy Yards directly intercommunicating, 
day and night, for use as testing and experimental sta- 
tions.” 


REPORT OF QUARTERMASTER GENERAL, U.S.A. 

Brig. Gen. Charles F. Humphrey, Q.M. Gen., U.S.A., 
states in his annual report that his department is facing 
the practical certainty of a deficiency in funds for the 
current fiscal: year. At the close of the first quarter of 
the fiscal year 1907 there was an apparent deficiency of 
$223,107.26 in the appropriation for regular supplies. To 
avoid a deficit in the fund for barracks and quarters will 
require a modification in building plans, and nothing 
short of the strictest economy will prevent a deficit in the 
appropriation for clothing and equipage. For transporta- 
tion there is only $4,712,451.37 and for incidental ex- 
penses only $177,005.84 available for the remaining nine 
months of the fiscal year. 

General Humphrey earnestly renews his former recom- 
mendation of an increase in the allowarce of quarters for 
officers. His proposed schedule would give additional 
rooms as follows: Lieutenant general, six; major gen- 
eral, four; brigadier general, three; colonel and lieuten- 
ant colonel, two; major, captain and first lieutenant, one; 
second lieutenant, none. General Humphrey states that 
in response to inquiries he has received scores of reports 
from officers on duty requiring them to accept com- 
mutation at the present allowance for quarters, 
and these show that where quarters are rented offi- 
cers must pay from one and one-half to three times their 
commutation for them. In some instances in the larger 
cities the commutation of a captain will scarcely or little 
more than pay for one room and bath. The practically 
unanimous declaration of these officers is that rent for 
quarters at all comparing with those furnished officers 
of their rank at military posts ranged from double to four 
times the commutation received. The only exceptions 
were a few scattered instances where officers were on 
duty at colleges or in small towns, and even here, as a 
rule, rents exceeded commutation. 

The eighth year of the operation of the Army transport 
service afforded further proof of its efficiency and cheap- 
ness. There were carriéd on transports during the year: 
Passengers, 28,874; remains, 259; animals, 960; freight, 
89,678 tons; lumber, 3,017,460 feet; money, $2,278,- 
644.80; mail matter, 383,387 pounds. The earnings of 
the transports for the above seryice, based upon the low- 
est rates offered for similar service by commercial lines, 
have been: For passengers, $2,423,879.40; for freight, 
$852,981.72; total, $3,276,861.12. At public commercial 
rates the earnings have been: For passengers, $2,425,- 
943.90; freight, $924,694.22; total, $3,450,638.12. 

With regard to maneuvers, General Humphrey makes 
the interesting suggestion that it would be much better if 
an appropriation available for all maneuver purposes 
were made entirely separate from the regular appropria- 
tions for support of the Army, If not that, then the ex- 
penses should be allotted in proper proportion among all 
the funds which may be drawn upon, and in any event 
money should become available at a date which will give 
the longest possible time for preparation prior to estab- 
lishment of camps, preferably at least three months. 

There is nead in certain operations of the Quartermas- 
ters’ Department of officers of more experience and train- 
ing than can be expected under the present system of 
temporary details. ‘This is speciaily true with reference 
to the inspection and purchase of clothing, equipage and 
animals. It is therefore recommended that provision be 
made for an increase in the number of captains and that 
authority be given to detail first lieutenants of the line 
as acting quartermasters with the rank and pay of cap- 
tains mounted while so serving. General Humphrey holds 
that the matter of bonds for disbursing officers is an 
anomaly, if not an absurdity. A line officer acting as a 
quartermaster may, and frequently does, handle hundreds 
of thousands of dollars without giving bond. Should he 
be regularly detailed to the department, he must at once 
close his accounts, deposit his funds, and furnish a bond 
hefore he can continue his duties. Obviously nothing could 
he much more illogical. 

The establishment of a general service corps is again 
recommended. The effort to improve the appearance of 
the uniform of enlisted men by engaging the services of 
a prominent London tailor to make new patterns has 
been successful. General Humphrey again urges the jus- 
tice of making provision for the retirement of superan- 
nuated clerks in the department who have rendered long 
and faithful service. 
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WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


Position of the bands of the experimental saber scab- 
bard: It was decided that the upper band be placed at 
the end of the metal mouthpiece of the scabbard, which 
places it about three inches from the mouth of the seab- 
hard, and that the lower band be placed three inches be- 
low the upper band. 

Articles for preservation and care of material of ma- 
chine gun platoons: Articles for this purpose consist- 
ing of paulins for covering the pack saddles, horse brush- 
es, picket pins, lariats, saddler’s tools, cleaning materials, 
ete.,- will- be supplied by the Ordnance Department and 





will be suitably packed in boxes to be carried on the 
wagon provided for the machine gun platoon. 

It was decided that an additional gunner’s badge 
should not be issued to a soldier who qualifies a second 
time, his service being continuous. 

Naming of buildings, boats, camps, etc., in honor of 
living officers: Circular was ordered issued prohibiting 
such practice, any names not conforming to this rule to 
be changed accordingly. 


NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Manila press despatches state that a force of Philip- 
pine Constabulary under command of Major Murphy 
surprised the camp of Pablo, chief of the Pulajanes of 
the Island of Samar, at daylight, Nov. 30. Eleven of 


the Pulajanes were killed and the chief’s son and nine 
of the band were wounded. Chief Pablo himself escaped, 
but his wife and daughter were captured. Clothing, arms 
and papers found were destroyed, together with the 
camp. The capture of Chief Pablo is considered the ques- 
tion of only a few days. There is now only one other 
chief at large, and plans have been arranged to capture 
or kill him. Governor Curry, of Samar, wires that the 
breaking up of Chief Pablo’s band signalizes the death of 
Pulajanism in the island. 

The Supreme Court of the Philippines on Dec. 3 de- 
nied a writ of error in the case of Dominador Gomez, the 
Filipino agitator, and has returned the record to the low- 
er court for execution of the sentence. Doctor Gomez 
entered Bilibid prison, Manila, Dec. 4, to serve his sen- 
tence of six months. This, it is believed, will mark the 
end of protracted legal fencing over his case. The Fili- 
pino newspapers and political parties are deeply interest- 
ed in it, and are disposed to regard the arch agitator as 
a martyr, despite his culpable career. 

The death of twelve Filipino prisoners in Manila who 
were inoculated with what was supposed to be cholera 
virus but which appears to have been germs of bubonic 
plague, is said to have aroused intense indignation among 
the native population and in the Filipino newspapers. 
It is said, however, that the masses of the Filipinos are 
in ignorance of the real situation. Unofficial reports say 
that in the prison hospital tubes containing plague germs 
and others filled with cholera serum—which are so much 
alike that it is almost impossible to distinguish them— 
were mixed in the laboratory of the Bureau of Science 
by a visitor. Manila despatches of Dec. 4 state that the 
autopsies in all the cases are virtually completed and 
that they have disclosed the presence of what are be- 
lieved to be plague organisms in some of the bodies. How- 
ever, absolute identification of the bacteria cannot be 
made for three or four days yet. 

Manila despatches of Dec. 7 state that a detachment 
of Constabulary troops encountered a band of Pulajanes 
between La Paz and Terragona, on the island of Leyte, 
on Dee. 5. In the battle that followed four soldiers were 
killed and eight wounded. Among the latter was Lieut. 
Ralph P. Yates, jr. His wounds are not serious. Thirty 
Pulajanes were killed and many were wounded and cap- 
tured. No details of the fight have been received.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Gunner B. H. Connell, of the Navy, was dismissed 
from the Service Wednesday by order of the President. 
Gunner Connell had been tried and found guilty on the 
charges of absence without leave, scandalous conduct and 
falsehood, and was sentenced to dismissal. The re- 
port of the court-martial was promptly approved by the 
Tresident upon his return from his Panama and Porto 
Rico trip. Gunner Connell was stationed at Newport 
News on inspection duty for the Bureau of Ordnance. 
Some time ago he received a check from a brother of a 
gunner who had died, to be applied to the funeral ex- 
penses. ‘The testimony showed that only a small amount 
of the total sum had been applied to these expenses and 
the matter was allowed to run on for some time when it 
was brought to the attention of the Navy officials. He 
had only a small amount of the money left and being un- 
able to make good, he disappeared on the night of Oct. 
». On Oct. 22 he was discovered in a hotel in the vicinity 
of Norfolk, arrested and brought to trial. The charges - 
of falsehood were brought through the gunner making 
false statements in regard to the matter to the Navy 
officials. 

The Naval Bureau of Ordnance expects shortly to be- 
gin tests of a detonating fuse of an entirely new type for 
use with high explosive shells. In this fuse, the effort 
has been made to avoid the danger of exploding the shell 
in case of anything going wrong with the fuse. The me- 
chanical details by which it is sought to accomplish this 
are very ingenious and give promise of being completely 
successful. Another novel and ingenious feature is de- 
signed to insure the action of the fuse with equal cer- 
tainty whether the shel] strikes a thick or a thin plate. 
Still another feature makes it possible to vary the delay- 
action of the fuse by a very simple change in its adjust- 
ment. ‘The preliminary tests which have been made have 
all resulted very satisfactorily, and if the experiments in 
actual firing turn out equally well, the Bureau expects to 
adopt a high-explosive with this fuse, for all armor piere- 
ing projectiles. 

_ Among the many “fake” stories which continually take 
up good space in the daily papers was one alleging that 
silverware and valuables, including the service presented 
by the city of Minneapolis, were stolen from the cruiser 
Minneapolis at League Island recently. It is umnneces- 
sary to repeat the yarn, which bore the stamp of a fake 
story on its face. Rear Admiral Joseph E. Craig, U.S. 
N., commandant of the League Island Navy Yard, tells 
the true story under date of Dec. 3 in a brief despatch, 
in which he says: “There is no truth in reports pub- 
lished in various papers Dec. 3 regarding robbery of Min- 
neapolis silver service. It was duly transferred complete 
to. the general storekeeper, navy yard, League Island, 
and is in vault.” 

The following statement was given out officially by 
the Bureau of Navigation at the Navy Department Dec. 
1, in reference to the alleged trouble on board the U.S.S. 
Tennessee: “The Bureau of Navigation is convinced 
that the reports originating in Norfolk of trouble on 
board the U.S.S. Tennessee are entirely without founda- 
tion, and that nothing .occurred on the trip with the 
President which at all warranted the publications made. 
So far from the coaling at Chiriqui lagoon being con- 
ducted under the pointed rifles of the marines, every 
marine, except the corporals of the guard and sentries on 
post, was in the coaling lighter, and the men of the 
Tennessee were so anxious to beat the Washington’s 
crew at coaling that they continued work during one of 
the heaviest rain storms that had been experienced at 
that point. On the forced draft run on the way up the 
men begged for opportunities to work in the fire room 
under the forced draft conditions, and the fact that the 
satisfactory speed of the Tennessee was secured with 
ten out of her sixteen boilers is a fair indication of the 
character of the work in the fire room. Captain Couden, 
commanding the detached squadron; the commanding 
officer of the Tennessee; the executive officer of the 
Tennessee and the pay officer of the Tennessee, have all 
been interrogated by the bureau. Neither of these offi- 
cers knows of incidents at all corresponding to those pub- 
lished or of incidents which might give currency to such 
statements. The pay officer states that there was no 
complaint or cause for complaint in the. quality or 
quantity of food on the Tennessee and the Bureau of 
Navigation is confident that it is justified in pronounc- 
ing the statements made as wholly false and unjust to the 
officers and men of the Tennessee.” 

We have received a handsome photograph of the U.S. 
battleship Vermont, taken on Nov. 29 just as she was 
leaving the works of the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, Quincy, Mass., her builders, for her trial trips. 
She is certainly a fine looking craft, 450 feet in length, 
between perpendiculars, with a beam of 76 feet 10 inches, 
and a mean draft of 24 feet 6 inches. Her nermal dis- 
placement is 16,000 tons, and her designed full load dis- 
placement is 17,650 tons, and her estimated speed 18 
knots. The estimated bunker capacity is 2,200 tons. She 
has two military masts, and in the photograph a thin 
wreath of smoke is issuing from each of her three fun- 
nels, which are placed tandem fashion. She is going 
along easy in a comparatively smooth sea as shown in the 
photo, and under perfect trim. Her keel was laid May 
21, 1904; she was launched Aug. 31, 1905, and her con- 
tract called for her completion Dec. 20, 1906. The con- 
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tract price for her hull and machinery is $4,179,000, and 
she will -have a a of forty-one officers and 

men, Her trials, which take place on several days this 
week, include her standardization trials, four-hour en- 
durance run, and a twenty-four hour endurance run. The 
president of the Fore River Shipbuilding Company is 
Frederick T. Bowles, formerly naval constructor, U.S.N. 

The second annual ball of the crew of the United 
States flagship Maine was held at Prospect Hall, Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., Dee. 1. About 1,200 people attended, those 
present including officers, sailors and the friends of both 
and many civilians. The hall presented a brilliant seene 
with its flags and bunting. The ball was opened at 9 
o'clock with a grand march led by Capt. Nathan E, Niles 
and his daughter, Miss Niles. Dancing was stopped about 
12 o’clock, when a sumptuous banquet was served. 

The new battleship Vermont on Dec. 5 had her screw 
standardization tests over a measured mile of the Rock- 
land course, and, it is reported, came fully up to expec- 
tations. Her fastest speed, with tidal corrections, was at 
the rate of 18.52 knots an hour. The number of screw 
revolutions producing that speed was 118.47 per minute. 
An average speed of 18.488 was obtained in the fastest 
three of fourteen runs, and the figures computed from 
the eutire standardization trials showed that in order to 
meet the contract requirement of eighteen knots an hour 
the propellers would have to make 114.06 revolutions per 
minute. ‘he battleship left Rockland Dec. 6 for a four- 
hours’ trial run at sea on the basis of the above stand- 
ardization. 

The decision to assign the Annapolis, which is now at 
the Mare Island Navy Yard, to replace the Adams as 
stationship at Samoa was definitely reached this week 
by the Secretary of the Navy. Orders have been issued 
to remove the square yards from the Annapolis so that 
the deck force of the vessel may be reduced and in order 
also to make the ship better able to perform the new 
duties to which she is to be assigned. It is the intention 
also to remove the main battery of the Annapolis, leaving 
only her six-pounders and two Colt automatics. It is 
not known yet what disposition will be made of the 
Adams, but it is probable that she will be sent to Mare 
Island for duty as a coal hulk 


An investigation made by direction of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts of the Navy Department shoved 
that Asst. Paymr. Wm. T. Sypher, U.S.N., who was sta- 
tioned on board the Don Juan de Austria, was $1,303.95 
short in his accounts, and he is being tried at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard on the charge of “embezzlement” ; 
“rendering false and fraudulent returns of balances to 
his credit,” and “making false and fraudulent official re- 
ports.” The court was organized with Capt. Edward F. 
Qualtrough as president and P.A. Paymr. Philip J. Wil- 
lett as judge advocate. 

Capt. Charles E. Vreeland has been selected to be the 
first commanding officer of the new battleship Kansas, 
which. has just been completed by the New York Ship- 
building Company of Camden, N.J., and which wili be 
given her official trial on Dec. 13. Capt. Vreeland is 
now and has been for some time on duty in the Navy De- 
partment in Washington as naval aide to the Assistant 
Secretary. His assignment to the command of this splen- 
did vessel is a recognition of his ability and exceptionally 
meritorious services. No announcement has yet been 
made of the officer who will succeed Captain Vreeland 
in the Navy Department. 

President Roosevelt this week approved the record of 
the court-martial in the case of War. Mach. Adam A. 
Shafer, of the Navy, who was tried on board the Ala- 
bama at the New York Navy Yard and sentenced to be 
dismissed from the Service. His sentence has been duly 
executed. Shafer was found guilty of “absence from sta- 
tion and duty after his leave had expired.” He absented 
himself from his station and duty after his leave had ex- 
pired and remained absent for a period of twenty-eight 
days, when he was arrested by the civil authorities and 
returned to his ship. This was the third time within 
twenty months that Warrant Machinist Shafer had been 
tried by general court-martial for similar offenses. 

The enlisted men on board the U.S.R.S. Wabash at 
Boston, Mass., were very fortunate on Dec. 1, 1906, in 
having installed for their benefit a telegraphic outfit by 
which they were informed of all the movements of the 
ball. and players during the football game between An- 
napolis and West Point. Through the kindness of Mr. 
E. B. Pillsbury, superintendent of the Postal Telegraph 
Company, Boston, Mass., a telegraphic outfit was in- 
stalled and an operator detailed to catch the messages as 
they came over the wire, and it could hardly have been 
more exciting on Franklin Field, Philadelphia, Pa., where 
the game was played, than on the spar-deck of this old 
historical ship from the time the Navy team trotted on 
the gridiron first, until the finish of ‘the game. Every 
play was illustrated and explained by Chaplain Edward 
J. Brennan, U.S.N., on a miniature field which had been 
arranged for the purpose by Btsn. John P. O’Neil, U.S. 
N., and Chief Btsn’s. Mate John McGinn. When the 
word came in that Northcroft kicked a goal from the 
field, and when following close to this good news, came 

- the word that the Navy had scored a touchdown, the old 
ship fairly qhivered from the shouts and cheers and yells 
for the Navy. To show that they appreciated Mr. Pills- 
bury’s action a complimentary letter was sent to him by 
the representatives of the enlisted men, through the com- 
manding officer, Capt. John M. Hawley, U.S.N. It was 
signed by John J. Flynn, chief master-at-arms; John Mc- 
Ginn, chief boatswain’s mate: John J. Monahan, chief 
yeoman; and W. T. Coates, chief yeoman. 

The battleship Louisiana will go to New Orleans Dec. 
15 to receive a magnificent silver service presented by the 
State of Louisiana. On the same day in Hampton Roads, 
Va., the new armored cruiser Tennessee will receive a 
silver service from the State for. which it is named. 

The armored cruiser Washington has been ordered to 
the League Island, Pa., Navy Yard to receive necessary 
repairs to her machinery. It is estimated that these re- 
pais will occupy forty-five days. 

The Ohio will be docked at-New York on Dee. 8 for 
necessary repairs, which will be completed before Jan. 
1, 1907, when the Ohio is under orders to join the Atlan- 
tic Fleet. 

The Newport has been put out of commission at Ports- 
mouth, N.H., Navy Yard. It has been decided at the 
Navy Department to turn this vessel over to the Naval 
Militia of one of the States until her services are again 
required by the Federal Government. 

Highly interesting tests with the English system of 
coaling at sea are to begin on Dec. 10 with the battleship 
Indiana and the collier Abarenda. Those two vessels 
haye been equipped with the necessary apparatus and on 
that day will put to sea to make the tests. A tall tower 
has been erected on the afterhatch of the collier, which 
will connect. with the battleship by a cable, over which 
bags loaded with coal will be sent, while the collier is 
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towing the Indiana. It is claimed that coaling may be 
conducted at the rate of sixty tons an hour for four con- 
secutive hours by this system. 

The Milwaukee was delivered to the Government at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard on Dec 

The Navy Department has declined the request of the 
builders of the armored cruiser South Dakota to have 
the official trials given the California, the South Dakota’s 
sister ship and built by the same concern, allowed to 
stand for the South Dakota as well. It was claimed by 
the builders that the two ships having been built by the 
same concern at the same time and according to the same 
plans must be identical and that the trials given the Cali- 
fornia should be allowed to apply as well to the South 
Dakota. The builders claim in support of their request 
that it was extremely difficult now on the Pacific coast 
to employ trial crews. The Navy Department, however, 
refused to grant this request and the South Dakota will 
receive her officia! trials soon.

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FOOTBALL VICTORY FOR THE NAVY. 


After four years of defeat and one tie game on the gridiron, 
the football team of the Naval Academy won a decisive victory 
from the Military Academy team at Franklin Field, Philadelphia, 
on Saturday, Dec. 1. The contest was witnessed by a crowd 
of over 30,000 people, Army and Navy officers, government of- 
ficials, dipl ts, stat n and people prominent in civil life 
assembling to witness one of the prettiest contests of the foot- 
ball season—for the Army, though defeated, put up a plucky 
and capable fight and their nautical opponents could not. be as- 
sured of victory until toward the very end. The new football 
rules, with more open play and frequent exchange of punts, 
gave the game added interest for the average spectator. 

The final score was ten to nothing, all the Navy’s points 
being made in the second half. Aided by a heavy westerly gale 


the West Pointers did the better work and outplayed the mid- 
shipmen in the first half, but in the second the cadets had much 
the worst of it. The Navy's backfield was her strong point, and 
good headwork by her captain, Spencer, won an opportunity 
for a placement kick by Northcroft clear from the 43-yard line 
over the goal posts. The second score followed after a 





he punted. Hill made a good run of ten yards for the Army 
on a fake kick. An onside kick by Johnson gave the ball to the 
Navy. Douglass punted, Johnson caught, and was tackled hard 
by Northcroft. Beavers muffed a pass, but dropped on the ball 
on the Army’s eight-yard mark. Hill secured three yards and 
Beavers punted. 

Sp with lent judg t made a fair catch for the 
Navy on their opponent's forty-three-yard line, taking a long 
chance for a try at goal. Norton held the ball for a placement 
kick to be made by Northcroft. The Navy tackle took careful 
aim and made a beautiful kick which, aided by the wind, carried 
the ball between the goal posts. 

The midshipmen went wild, aided in their uproar by their 
seniors in the naval Service. Admiral Coghlan was one ob- 
served waving his silk hat on high, but every Navy officer in 
sight kept him company. The local crowd joined in the general 
enthusiasm. West Point sat gloomy but defiant, ready to take 
up the fight and carry it to the very end, in the face of a score 
of 4 to 0. 

The teams changed sides, the Army again having the wind. 
Beavers kicked off, and Norton ran back to the twenty-five-yard 
line. Douglass circled the Army's left end for fifteen yards, and 
then punted, Johnson muffing the ball, which was secured for the 
Navy by Dague on the thirty-five-yard line. Offside play by 
Weeks gave the Navy five yards on a penalty. Johnson was 








ful forward pass by Norton to Ingram, resulting in a touch- 
down and goal. The feature of the game was the constant 
exchange of punts between Beavers for the Army and Douglass 
for the Navy. Little ground was gained by line bucking, the 
Navy thus gaining only ten and the Army twelve yards in the 
first half; and in the second twenty-seven and fourteen re- 
spectively. In all Douglass punted twenty-eight times and 
Beavers twenty-five. The Navy muffed no punts, but Johnson 
missed several and Hill one, for the Army. 
FIRST HALF. 

Captain Hill, of the Army team, won the toss and chose the 
west goal with a favoring wind. Norton kicked off for the Navy 
and Stearns, who caught the ball on the twenty-yard line, ran 
back twenty yards before he was downed by Dague. The Army 
could make no headway and Beavers punted, Northcroft broke 
through the Army line and blocked the ball. It rolled over the 
side line and Dague fell on it out of bounds, at the Army’s 
thirty-yard line. Spencer for the Navy was driven into Weeks 
for five yards. Ingram was stopped for a joss, and a forward 
pass by Norton followed. The ball went beyond Bernard, for 
whom it was intended, and Smith secured it for West Point on 
their thirty-five-yard line. Beavers punted to Norton, who was 
stopped short by a quick tackle by Stearns. On first down 
Douglass punted to Johnson, who was also stopped in his tracks. 
Beavers kicked for the Army to Norton, who dodged the Army 
ends but was thrown by Weeks on the Navy thirty-yard line. 
Johnson received a punt from Douglass, but dropped the ball 
and it was secured by Dague, out of bounds at the thirty-five- 
yard line. 

A rush by Spencer was stopped by Pullen, who broke 
through the Navy’s line and threw him for a small loss. An 
onside kick by Norton went out of bounds at the thirty-yard 
line. Beavers made a long punt clear to the Navy's fifteen- 
vard line, where Norton was downed by Hanlon. A _ fake 
kick proved a loss of five yards for the Navy, and Douglass 
punted to Johnson, who ran out of bounds at the Navy thirty- 
seven-yard mark. On a double pass Hill lost five yards. 

An attempted drop-kick for a field goal, from the thirty-five- 
vard line, was made by Beavers. But Wright blocked the 
ball, Pullen picked it up, and was dragged to the fifteen-yard 
line by the aid of several ready West Point players. The Army 
began an aggressive attack, Smith smashing through Northcroft 
and Meyer to the ten-yard line At another rush by Smith the 
Navy left wing stiffened its defenses and he was downed eight 
yards from the goal line. Johnson made a forward pass in- 
tended to be caught by Stearns, but the- ball went over the 
latter’s head and rolled over the goal line, the nearest approach 
the Army made to a touchdown. 

Saved from a threatened score against them, the Navy re- 
sumed play with a punt by Douglass from the twenty-five-yard 
line, and Weeks, who caught the ball, was run out of bounds 
at the same line. An onside kick by Johnson was received by 
Douglass, who was thrown at the twenty-two-yard mark. He 
tried a fake kick next, but a hard tackle by Weeks lost him 
five yards, and Douglass was again compelled to punt for the 
Navy. Weeks and Erwin broke through and blocked the ball 
and, as it rolled back, Norton dived and secured it, but was 
downed by the two West Pointers. Norton's quick action kept 
the Army from what might well have been a touchdown, but 
after all it was the Army’s ball, as the officials decided the at- 
tempted punt did not go beyond the line of scrimmage. 

From the thirteen-yard mark Smith and Hill advanced the 
ball three yards for the Army by line plunges. Beavers dropped 
back to the twenty-yard line for a try at a field goal, but the 
ball went low and wide of the posts. 

Douglass punted for the Navy and Hill made a long run back 
of thirty-five yards to the Annapolis forty-two-yard mark. 
Beavers fumbled a pass and Bernard dropped on the ball at 
the center of the field. The Navy lost five yards, Spencer made 
no gain, and Douglass punted to Johnson on the Army’s thirty- 
yard line. The Army was putting up a strong defensive gain, 
and Beavers made a long punt of fifty-five yards to Norton, who 
was stopped at the forty-three-yard mark by a flying tackle by 
Weeks. Douglass punted back and Johnson got the ball out of 
bounds at the Army’s forty-yard line. Beavers punted, and 
Nerton, who caught, was thrown by Stearns at the Navy's twen- 
ty-cight-yard mark. Beavers received a return punt and was 
run out at the fifty-yard line. Beavers punted in return, and 
a series of punts followed, varied by tries at the line by Spencer 
and Douglass for the Navy and Smith for the Army. Beavers 
made a third try for a field goal, but the ball went low and 
Spencer, catching it, got back to the twenty-five-yard line. 
Douglass punted out of bounds at the center of the field. North- 
croft broke through Pullen and downed Hill for a loss to the 
Army. A punt followed, and Norton, who caught, was downed 
by Weeks. A quarterback run resulted in a loss for the Navy. 
Beavers caught a punt from Douglass and was tackled hard by 
Bernard on the thirty-yard line. Beavers made a return punt 
and Pullen recovered the ball for the Army. Smith and Hill 
could make only small line gains, and Beavers made a fourth 
unsuccessful try for a field goal. Douglass punted back to the 
center of the field. Beavers ran clear across the field in trying 
to circle right end, without gain. Johnson tried an onside kick 
and Stearns caught successfully for a good run, but was downed 
at the fifteen-yard line, just before time was up, with no score 
for the first half. 

The Navy’s band formed a hollow square and played the 
national anthem during the intermission, and just afterward a 
hundred midshipmen put on white caps in such order that a 
huge letter N appeared among the blue and gold pennants. The 
eadets in return sang “Army Days’ to the accompaniment of 
their band. 

SECOND HALF. 

With the resumption of play it was the Army's kickoff, by 
Beavers. Douglass caught, and in the next play punted to 
Johnson, who fumbled, Dague dropping on the ball at the center 
ot the field. On a second punt Johnson fumbled, but recovered 
the ball on the Army thirty-yard line. Beavers tried to circle 
right end but Dague threw him for a loss. He then punted, and 
Norton ran back to the middle of the field. Exchange of punts 
followed, and when Spencer caught the ball for the Navy he was 
downed by Pullen. Johnson caught a Navy punt at the twenty- 
yard line, Beavers at once kicked, and Spencer, who caught, 
was stopped by Weeks. Johnson muffed a Navy punt, but re- 
covered the ball on the eight-yard mark. Stearns was succeeded 
by Hickham at the Army's right end. Beavers kicked out of 
bounds, and a Navy rush which followed gained only a yard. 

Norton tried an unsuccessful forward pass, Johnson securing 
the ball for the Army and making a great run of seventy yards 
clear over the Navy's goal line. West Point started to rejoice 
over a touchdown, but the referee called the ball back on a clear 
ruling, and the midshipmen cheered with relief. 

It was West Point’s ball on the forty-yard line. A double 
pass to Smith was stopped for no gain by Piersol, and Beavers 
again punted to Norton, who ran back to the forty-five-yard line 
and was stopped by Pullen. Douglass was run across the field 
and out of bounds for a gain of eight yards. On second down 


d by Mountford at quarterback. The Navy resumed a 
fierce attack, with Spencer and Douglass, followed by a fine 
forward pass by Norton, which was caught clean by Ingram 
only eight yards from the Army goal. He kept right on with the 
ball for a touchdown behind the goal posts, and Norton kicked 
an easy goal. Score, 10-0, and again from midshipman to ad- 
miral the Navy crowd rejoiced. 

The Army was not without hope, however, and Beavers kicked 
off beyond the twenty-five-yard line to Spencer, who ran back 
to that line. A long, low punt by Douglass was muffed by Hill 
and again Dague dropped on the ball, on the Army twenty-eight- 
yard mark. He got to his feet with nearly a clear field, but 
fell and was tackled before he could again get up. Spencer 
made two yards, and Norton tried a forward pass, which went 
too far, but Bernard got the ball on his opponent’s ten-yard- 
line. West Point was given fifteen yards for holding by the 
Navy. Norton made a forward pass on a fake kick from the 
thirty-five-yard line, but as he had not first moved five yards, the 
Army got the ball. Beavers punted and Spencer ran back to 
about centerfield. DeMott replaced Dague, who was overwhelmed 
with congratulations for his good play as he reached the side 
lines. Douglass punted and Mountford was downed with the 
ball on the twelve-yard mark. Beavers sent the ball back to 
Norton, who was tackled hard by Smith thirty yards from goal. 
Hanlon downed Douglass for a loss. Mountford, after a Navy 
quarterback kick, ran out of bounds at the ten-yard line. Meyer 
was replaced as Navy left guard by Piersol, Simpson taking 
Piersol’s place. 

It was the Army’s ball after a forward pass. Beavers 
punted and Spencer signalled for a fair catch, but instead ran 
back ten yards. Douglass punted to Mountford at the twenty- 
yard line, and the latter was downed by Bernard. West Point 
received another fifteen yards for Navy holding. Douglass and 
Beavers exchanged punts. Mountford caught another punt from 
Douglass. Richardson took Bernard’s place. Beavers punted 
to Spencer, who ran back twenty yards. Smith was replaced 
by Greble, and after a three-yard rush by Spencer time was up, 
with the ball at the Army forty-five-yard line. Final score, 
Navy 10, Army 0.

NOTES OF THE GAME, 


Weeks, the Army’s left tackle went into the game with a 
broken rib, but did excellent work. He was hurt two days 
before in a playful scuffle. Douglass toward the end of the 
game had one eye closed by a hard bump, but not a player 
was injured and the game was a clean one throughout. 

The midshipmen did not arrive in a body, but in small groups 
found their seats in the north stand. The cadets, however, 
formed outside the field and marched in, preceded by their 
band playing “Army Blue.” In the center of the field they 
stood at attention in honor of Assistant Secretary -of War 
Oliver. Neither Secretary Taft, Secretary Bonaparte, nor 
President Roosevelt were able to attend the game, much to 
their regret. Admiral Dewey planned to attend, but the illness 
of Mrs. Dewey kept him in Washington. Rear Admirals Sigs- 
bee, Craig and Coghlan and many other high Navy officers were 
there, while among those representing the Army were Generals 
Brooke, Berry, Bell, Murray, Crozier, Davis, Grant, Humphrey, 
Porter and Sharpe. 

The Administration was represented by Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Newberry and Assistant Secretary of War Oliver. 
They came over from Washington on special trains with a party, 
including Sir Mortimer Durand, the British Ambassador, and 
Miss Durand; Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, Count Gleichen, 
Capt. John C. Gilmore, Lieut. Philip Sheridan and many others. 
The Army and Navy were represented in large numbers, while 
all the leading collegess sent delegations. The Navy's head- 
quarters were at the Hotel Walton, while the Army’s followers 
made the Bellevue-Stratford a general rendezvous. Both 
branches of the Service were the guests of the University of 
Pennsylvania, which managed the game to the satisfaction of 
everybody. 

Attorney General Moody, former Secretary of the Navy, 
cheered on the Navy, and Secretary of State Root, one-time 
Secretary of War, gave encouragement to the Army. Major 
Gen. Henry C. Corbin was prominent among the Army ad- 
herents. Col. Hugh L. Scott was, of course, present to cheer 
on the cadets, and others among the great array of Army offi- 
cers noted—the great majority not in uniform—were: Brig. 
Gens. Simon Snyder and Thomas M.- Anderson, Major John 
Biddle Porter. 

On the Navy side were Rear Admiral James H. Sands, Rear 
Admiral Cali, of the Italian Navy; Rear Admirals Cook, Hig- 
ginson, Schouler, Prime, Goodrich, Ludlow and Buehler; Brig. 
Gen. James Forney, Commanders Colwell, Winterhalter, Usher; 
Capt. G. P. Colvocoresses, commandant of midshipmen; Cap- 
tains Nazro, J. M. Miller, Marix; Lieutenants Wortman, Fow- 
ler, Osterhaus; Ensigns Campbell and Blakely.

OPINION OF FOOTBALL EXPERTS. 


The New York Sun in its “All-Eastern” football eleven 
places Norton of Annapolis at quarterback, and on the second 
team Weeks, of West Point, as tackle. The choices of the 
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Sun’s football expert for the first and second all Eastern teams 
are as follows: 

First team.—Forbes, Yale, and Wister, Princeton, ends; 
Biglow, Yale, and Draper, Pennsylvania, tackles; Thompson, 
Cornell, and Burr, Harvard, guards; Hockenberger, Yale, 
center; Norton, Annapolis, quarterback; Mayhew, Brown, and 
Hollenback, Pennsylvania, halfbacks; Wendell, Harvard, full- 
back. 

Second team.—Levene, Pennsylvania, and Exendine, Carl- 
isle, ends; Cooney, Princeton, and Weeks, West Point, tackles; 
Kersburg, Harvard, and Ziegler, Pennsylvania, guards; New- 
man, Cornell, center; Jones, Yale, quarterback; Knox, Yale, and 
Hubbard, Amherst, halfbacks; Sieber, Gettysburg, fullback. 

It would be a slashing battle between these two teams and 
no cinch for the first choice, says the Sun, and adds: ‘There 
are two quarterbacks who in ordering and putting through the 
open, unexpected, bold plays so essential to success this year 
excelled all the others. They were Norton, of Annapolis, and 
Jones, of Yale. Jones’s playing in the Harvard game could 
not have been improved upon, but Norton is preferred to him 
because the midshipman did not have the erratic days that 
marked Jones’s career this season. The general football public 
had no idea how proficient Norton was until it saw him last 
Saturday, when his work was good enough for any team. His 
generalship was splendid, and anybody that can engineer the 
long forward pass as he did cannot be overlooked. He never 
was at a loss what to do next, handled the ball with precision 
in taking it from the center and did not allow any hitch be- 
tween line and backfield. More than that, when playing back 
on the defense he caught punts splendidly, sometimes on the 
run, and made the most of his chances to rush them back. 
When he was not carrying the ball himself he was interfering 
for the man who was. He put drive and fight into his team. 
Pullen, of West Point, was unfortunate in being injured in the 
Princeton game, else he might have earned a place on the All- 
Eastern. Northcroft, of Annapolis, Christy, of West Point, 
were men who played noticeably good football.” 

Among the first sixteen teams of the East Annapolis is given 
as eighth and West Point as ninth, Yale and Princeton being 
tied for first place, followed by Harvard, Cornell, Carlisle and 
Pennsylvania. It is noted as a curious fact connected with 
play under the new rules, that Dr. Newton, the former Penn- 
s;lvania end, held a-stop watch on the plays in the Army-Navy 
game and found that in the first half there were just 6 minutes 
and 48 seconds of actual play, and in the second half 6 minutes 
and 40 secondls—13 minutes and 28 seconds in all. By actual 
play is meant the time the ball was “alive,” the time consumed 
from the moment the leather was snapped back to the moment 
it was dead. It was the time consumed in passing the ball 
back and in kicking and rushing. The rest of the sixty min- 
utes—this aside from time taken out for delays—was consumed 
in lining up, in men getting to their positions for each suc- 
ceeding scrimmage, and giving signals. One play timed by 
Dr. Newton took nine seconds. 

of the Army and Navy game Walter Camp, the Yale football 
expert, is quoted as saying: “The Army, confident in their own 
ability, depended on the old game to bang away through a season 
of hard games and then by sheer force, pluck and concentration 
to batter the Navy line to pieces with a steady succession of 
short piece gains. This year’s schedule was harder than ever, 
and as a result the team went on the field at Philadelphia after 
four successive defeats by Harvard, Yale, Princeton and Syra- 
cuse. The best spirit in the world is apt to flag under such 
punishment. It does a team no good to subject them to such 
a schedule that defeat becomes a habit. West Point had little 
life after the first twenty minutes. They beat back the Navy 
line when they rushed at it, but ten yards to gain is very dif- 
ferent from five, and no team can defeat at that game unless 
they make the attack wider and find the thin places on the wing. 
West Point discovered it, but too late. The Army’s schedule 
had taken the last vestige of life out of them, had made them 
slower of thought and act than they were a month before, while 
the Navy's schedule had buoyed up their spirits, conserved con- 
siderable energy and left them fast, aggressive and eager.”

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Dec. 5, 1906. 

The brigade of midshipmen, on its arrival at Annapolis on 
Saturday night from Franklin Field, were given a rousing. and 
enthusiastic reception by the citizens of Annapolis. They were 
met near the depot with a delegation from the Elks of Annapolis, 
who presented the brigade with a mammoth broom, profusely 
decorated with bannerets, and with this and the Academy flag 
at the head of the procession and the band doing its best to en- 
liven the occasion, the brigade went singing and shouting from 
the depot to the Academy. 

The Sabbath calm was broken Sunday when the Navy team, 
victors for the first time in five years against their Army op- 
ponents, arrived in Annapolis and were greeted by the full 
brigade of midshipmen and an outpouring of the townspeople. 
The train arrived at about seven o'clock, and the horses were 
taken from the shafts of the vehicles which were waiting at the 
train, the midshipmen dragging the ’busses through the streets 
and to Bancroft Hall. The midshipmen cheered the team, 
coaches, trainer and manager. At Bancroft Hall, the midship- 
men’s quarters, the midshipmen demanded speeches of Head 
Coach Paul J. Dashiell, Field Coach Jack Cates and Captain 
Spencer, who responded until the time came for call to quarters, 
already stretched to its limit. Coaches Dashiell and Cates were 
each modesty itself and gave to the other all the credit of the 
great victory. 

Col. Robert M. Thompson, of Bayonne, N.J., a great friend 
of the midshipmen, has announced that he will present a trophy 
cup, to be played for each year by Annapolis and West Point, 
and upon which the winner ‘of each game, with the score, shall 
be inscribed. He has further promised gold cuff links to the 
members of the winning team. The cup and links will be offer- 
ed this year, so that the Navy team will be the first to have 
them. 

There is much speculation as to the election of the next foot- 
ball captain. Those who are eligible are Dague, the fast end; 
Douglass, the star halfback, and Piersol, the sturdy tackle. It 
is understood that Douglass does not wish the captaincy, as he 
has played comparatively few games on the Navy team. There 
is some question as to the eligibility of Piersol, as he has played 
in four games against West Point. Dague is the most popular 
choice among the midshipmen at large, though the team elects 
the captain. He is a reliable man on defensive work, but it 
is in getting down on kicks, recovering the ball on onside kicks 
and nabbing it on forward passes that he particularly shines. 

The Navy loses Captain Spencer, Ingram, Norton and Bernard 
by graduation, but there is much excellent material in re- 
serve. 

The Thanksgiving eve hop at the Naval Academy was the 
largest dance: in the armory this season. Mrs. George P. Col- 
vocoresses, wife of the commandant of midshipmen, assisted by 
Midshipman Charles E. Hovey, second class, president of the 
Academy Young Men’s Christian Association, received. Among 
those present were Miss Carrie Warfield, the débutante daughter 
of Gov. and Mrs. Warfield. 

The Naval Academy crew expects to add Harvard, and pos- 
sibly Cornell, to its schedule this season, besides meeting Yale, 
University of Pennsylvania, Columbia and Georgetown, as in 
seasons past. The crew promises to be unusually strong and 
will row by far the largest number of races of any college crew 
in the country. The races will all take place on the Severn 
River during Aprii and May. Yale, Pennsylvania and George- 
tewn will probably send both a first and either second or fresh- 
men crew. Harvard has never before rowed here, but a race 
for the coming season is almost certain. The rowing authorities 
are trying hard to arrange for the entry of a Navy crew at 
Poughkeepsie, but it is hardly likely that the desired permission 
can be obtained. If it cannot, a strong effort will be made 
to bring Cornell to Annapolis. Some of the races this season 
may be for four miles. A race has been scheduled between 
the Ariel Rowing Club of Baltimore and the Navy second crew. 

Pay Dir. James D. Murray, U.S.N., who-has been ill for some 
weeks, is in a serious condition. His illness is due to several 
organic troubles. All of his family have been assembled here 
since Tuesday last, and Pay Director Murray is in the care of 
a trained nurse.. 

According to custom of the last few years, the Thanksgiving 
feast is given the football men on Monday following the Army- 
Navy game, which marks the close of the season, as the diet of 
the men while in training is, of course, limited. At the dinner 
were all the football squad to the number of forty, and also 
Professor Dashiell. Each had something to say about the splen- 
did victory last Saturday, and there was some informal talk of 
the campaign for next season. 

The work of McMasters, the old Harvard ‘trainer, with the 
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Navy football team has been so satisfactory that he has been 
engaged to return in the spring and look after the members of 
the baseball, rowing and field and track squads. 

The agreement upon eligibility of players between West Point 
and Annapolis expired with the end of the football season, and 
the question of its renewal will be considered shortly. There 
is no doubt that the Naval Academy will insist upon its re- 
newal, although Piersol, the right tackle of this year's team, 
will thereby become ineligible.. Piersol has played in the whole or 
part of four games against the Army, but has another year in 
the Naval Academy, as he spent two years in the fourth class. 
The eligibility agreement allows but four years of play, either 
in Annapolis or West Point, or as member of a team repre- 
senting a list of forty institutions of highest athletic stand- 
ing. The Navy has never had a disqualification on this ac- 
count, though the Army suffered in the cases of Daly and 
Graves. 

Midshipman Charles F. Chambers has broken the general 
strength record at the Naval Academy by obtaining a figure of 
1,431. Chambers’s previous record, which was 1,195, was 
broken about two weeks age by Archibald H. Douglass, the 
strong halfback of the Navy team, who made 1,410. Douglass 
will make an attempt to raise the figures still higher in a short 
time. Chambers made better figures than did Douglass on the 
back and leg lift, but Douglass excelled him in dipping and 
chinning. Chambers is a shotputter, and also a substitute on 
the football team. He is considerably heavier than Douglass.

Gen. Daniel Appleton, colonel, 7th N.Y., will be 
the guest of honor, at the veterans’ dinner of Company F, of his 
command,. to be held at the New York Athletic Club, Saturday 
evening, Jan. 12. The Colonel was captain of Company F 
when elected colonel in July, 1889. 

Lieut. Col. George A. Wingate, A.A.G., on the staff of Major

Some of the enlisted men of 
the disbanded companies may be transferred to other regiments, 
but most of them it is expected will complete their term of ser- 
vice in the 8th Battalion. A large number of men in the regi- 
ment, whose term of service expired some time since, have 
been held to duty to swell the strength of the regiment. 

A very large audience attended the athletic games of the 
22d N.Y., in the armory on Dec. 3, and the different events 
were well contested and exciting, and of sufficient variety to 
hold the interest of the spectators from the beginning to end.

Major Thomas Wilhelm, U.S.A., retired, on duty with the 
National Guard of California, has compiled the rules and regu- 
lations for the government of the National Guard of the State, 
and this compilation has been prepared and published under 
the supervision of Brigadier General Lauck, A.G. Major Wil- 
helm in an introduction gives some valuable hints to national 
guardsmen, and says in part: “In all armies subordination, in 
a purely military sense, must be well understood and honor- 
ably maintained. Its importance cannot be too often brought 
to notice, as many circumstances resulting from the character 
of our institutions and from the situation and duties of troops 
make this a distinctive feature under all conditions in connec- 
tion with the well-being of military organizations. It often 
happens that superficial observers criticize essential methods 
in this respect; where such a tendency is apparent in the ser- 
vice the performance of military duty is both difficult and un- 
reliable. The man who cannot obey, or who habitually ques- 
tions authority cannot command. The officer who should sup- 
pose that due attention to parade, drill and duties in armories 
and camp constitute a full discharge of the obligations imposed 
by his commission would take an imperfect view of his position. 
There is a moral responsibility resting upon all who exercise 
authority over any portion of their fellow men, and this re- 
sponsibility rests with peculiar weight on the officers in conse- 
quence of the power with which the cause of discipline renders 
it necessary that they should be intrusted. And this clearly 
imposes upon them the duty of striving to acquire a moral in- 
fluence and control over their subordinates, which shall not only 
temper while it strengthens the power, conferred by military 
law, but gives additional strength and energy to the action of 
the soldiers when obeying orders of one whose bearing inspires 
confidence and whose soldierly qualities excite admiration and 
awaken attachment.” 


Speaking of the tour of duty at Fort Riley, Kas., from Sept. 
1 to 9 last, of the 56th Infantry, Iowa National Guard, Lieut. 
Col. Thomas F. Cooke, who was in- command, says in part: 
“Every possible courtesy and assistance was extended to us by 
the brigade commander, his staff and the officers and men of 
the Regular establishment. The feeling of mutual helpfulness 
and comradeship could not have been stronger if we had been 
Regular troops. On behalf of the regiment and myself, I de- 
sire to express our deep appreciation of the many courtesies re- 
ceived. The health of the command was excellent. Only two 


eases of serious illness developed. The camp sanitation was 
almost entirely looked after by the medical officers who were 
faithful and efficient. The program of exercises laid down for 
the militia by the Chief of Staff was well adapted to give them 
the maximum of instruction possible for unhardened troops in 
the limited period of five and one-half working days. We went 
to Riley expecting to learn and to have fairly strenuous work, 
and were not disappointed in either particular. But the work 
was not unduly severe even for our soft troops, and I confident- 
ly believe that this tour was worth more to the military efficiency 
of the regimeat than two ordinary camps. The officers detailed 
for duty with us from other regiments performed their various 
duties with zeal, ability and discretion. I enjoyed the hearty 
and loyal support of every officer and enlisted man present with 
‘the regiment. If we made a creditable showing for the State 
of Iowa and its National Guard, and I believe that we did, it 
was owing to the fact that each officer and man performed his 
duty cheerfully and to the best of his ability. Not a man was 
in the guard ‘house or under arrest, and there were almost no 
breaches of orders or good behavior brought to my attention. 
I confidently believe that few States can show as fine a body of 
officers and men as the 56th Iowa Infantry.” 


Battalion drills in the 14th N.Y. are ordered out doors at 
Prospect Park, Brooklyn, First Battalion, Cos. E, I, F and H, 
Major George E. Libby, Wednesdays, Dec. 12 and 19; 2d Bat- 
talion, Cos.

INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY DRILL 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1906, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

D. B. writes: Is there a command in the new revised 
Drill Regulations of 1904, ‘‘Right forward, squads right’’? 
Now we will say the company is in line marching through a 
street extending from curb to curb, what command would be 
given to bring the company in column of squads to the front? 
Answer: There is no such command as you suggest. The 
necessary commands are: 1, Squads, right; 2, March; 3, Full 
step, column left; 4, March. See Par. 183, D.R. 


J. E. 8. asks: (1) A company being in double rank for- 
mation with bayonets fixed, the order is given ‘*Charge, bay- 
onets.’’ Should both ranks execute this movement? If the 
rear rank man executes the movement exactly as the front 
rank man (and nothing to contrary is mentioned in U.S.D.R. 
1904 edition), he must interfere with the front rank man. 
Please give the original interpretation of this and also the 
latest, if any. (2) In drilling in the manual of arms, by the 
numbers, does loading and firing take off the numbers. Re- 
ferring especially to prize drills, where it is understood that 
anything outside the manual takes off the numbers. In 1904 
Regulations the loading is given outside the manual, yet is 
executed in two numbers. Answer: (1) The latest interpre- 
tation of Par. 70 (charge bayonets) says: ‘‘Neither fix nor 
charge bayonets should be ordered in double rank when ranks 
are closed.’’ (2) Sub-division No. 6, of Par. 55, D.R., says: 
‘‘Movements relative to the cartridge are executed with 
promptness and regularity, but not in ecadence.’’ 

McD. asks: Do the guides of the companies of the right 
and left wing of the battalion face toward the first company 
on the line, or do the guides of the battalion face to the left? 
Answer: All guides face towards the point of rest. If the 
center company is first on the line, the guides of the right 
wing face to the left and those of the left wing to the right. 
See fourth subdivision of Par. 254. 


_J. S. L. asks: . Par. 62, of the Infantry Drill Regulatious 

gives right shoulder from port in three counts, while the in- 
terpretations on the same paragraph say in two motions by 
the numbers. Will you please explain which is correct? 
Answer: This has been corrected in a later edition of the 
Interpretations. The movement should be executed in three 
motions. 


C. D. T. asks: As chief of a squad which took part in a 
competitive drill, I write you to find out the following: (1) 
After the board of judges give the program to the chief of a 
squad, and after he has gone ahead and reached the fourth 
problem, has any member of the board the right to stop him 
and tell him to pull himself together, that in the presence of 
the squad? I then asked him if I should start over and he 
said no. I contend that it had a bad effect on the men and 
caused them to be more nervous than they otherwise would 
have been. Question: After a program has been handed to the 
commander of a squad, has any member of the board of 
judges the right to stop him and interfere with him in any 
way until after he has finished the program? Please give me 
your opinion on this matter and where I can find any rules 
governing competitive drills, if any exist. (2) After the 
squad has executed rapid fire, we claim that the correct thing 
for them to do is to come to the position of parade rest, take 
off the bayonet, then come back to the position of load and 
wait for the command, ‘Order, arms.’’ Is our interpretation cor- 
rect? Answer: (1) There are no rules published governing com- 
petitive drills except the Drill Regulations. After judges have 
been agreed upon for a drill of this kind their will is su- 
preme and can be guided only by Regulations. It is evident 
from your letter that you were wrong and that the judges en- 
deavored to assist you rather than hinder your progress. (2) 
Par. 143, appendix, page 245, explains rapid fire. No mention 
is made of unfixing bayonets.

CUBA.—“Enlisted men having more than six months to 
serve belonging to organizations of the Army serving in Cuba 
and who were left behind in the United States will be sent to 
Fort Monroe, Va., for transportation to Cuba on the first 
transport sailing from Newport News after their arrival at 
Fort Monroe. Men who have less than six months to serve 
will be discharged and re-enlisted on the day following that 
of discharge, provided they so desire. If they do not desire 
to re-enlist they will be kept in the United States.’’ The 
above were the instructions from the War Department relative 
to your question. 

W. G. T.—The general custom is that when a military or- 
ganization gives a ball the C.O. leads it. In some organiza- 
‘tions, however, officers do not participate in the dancing, and 
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in that case the committee in charge select whom they please 
to lead the march. The courtesy of leading the march is 
sometimes extended to some high visiting officer. There is no 
absolute rule, however. 

=. M.—The address of Gen. Hamilton 8S. Hawkins, U.S8.A., 
is Soldiers’ Home, Washington, D.C. 

K. P.—You are not entitled to a deserter’s release until 
two years after the date your enlistment would have expired. 
Then you may get the same by application to War Depart- 
ment if you can show that you have not been out of the 
country since you deserted. 

Cc. H. C.—If a deserter remain within the limits of the 
United States for two years after the date of his enlistment 
would have expired he may obtain what is known as ‘‘a de- 
serter’s release,’’ and is not liable to arrest and punishment, 

H. A.—yYour question is not clear. If you are discharged 
in China you are entitled to transportation to San Francisco 
and mileage from that place to Omaha, Neb., where it appears 
you enlisted. 

X. Y. Z., FLUSHING.—Reference Par. 165, A.R., 1904, 
which states that an allowance of $35 will be made for the 
burial of each enlisted man. Is this allowance also made for 
the burial of a soldier on the retired list? Answer: The al- 
lowance is not made for the burial of men on the retired list. 

E. W. P.—We do not exactly understand your question. If 
you mean what were the first Cavalry regiments ordered to the 
Philippines, they were the 1st, 3d, 6th, 9th, and a part of the 
10th, which sailed from San Francisco, June 14, 1898. 

Cc. S. V.—The U.S.S. Baltimore will not leave Cavite for 
this country until about Feb. 4 next, authority having been 
given for her to complete her repairs at Cavite station. 

D. S. D.—Some officers and men wear their head dress at 
military balls, and others do not; there appears to be no set 
rule. In our opinion the head dress can better be left off in 
an armory dance.

Wilmot caught the kickoff and ran back twenty yards before 
he was downed. Konen again tore loose for fifteen yards. 
Hamilton was beginning to look easy. Colt reeled off thirty-five 
yards more and Hamilton's goal was now in serious danger. 
With twenty yards to go, Konen plunged off ten, and Sparks was 
swung for the touchdown. Colt kicked the goal. 

Hamilton kicked to Bartz, who ran back twenty yards. End 
runs and tackle bucks by Colt and Konen brought the ball to the 
center of the field.

At 
the three great battles of the war the number had been increasd 
to about 250 guns, which were divided into batteries of eight 
guns. During these battles Colonel Macomb was a close ob- 
server of the working of these batteries, which proved to be very 
effective up to 2,000 yards. The eight-gun battery, however, 
made too good a mark for the Japanese field artillery, and the in- 
ference he drew was for a smaller number of guns to the bat- 
tery; not less than two or more than four.

THE PRESIDENT’S OPINION OF THE NAVY. 

The following extract from a letter written by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to Secretary Bonaparte is made public at 
the Navy Department Dec. 3: 

Last summer I visited the Missouri to see the ship actually 
at target practice. As I wanted to go over the ship and to take 
dinner with the ship’s crew, and as my time was limited, I 
did not see the full practice under battle conditions, where very 
remarkable results have been achieved. But I did see practice 
which was not only unheard of but would have been thought 
absolutely impossible as lately as five years ago. We steamed 
past a target seventeen feet high and twenty-one feet broad at 
a distance of about a mile. Not a shot missed the target. Dur- 
ing the period of firing we averaged with each 6-inch gun nine 
and one-half hits a minute; with each 12-inch gun one hit in 
about fifty seconds. 

On board the Missouri I took dinner at the mess of the men, 
and I saw the bill of fare and sometimes examined the food 
of the men every day that I was on the Louisiana or the West 
Virginia. A specimen bill of fare, neither better nor worse than 
the average and chosen at random, is as follows: 

U.S.S. Louisiana, Nov. 25, 1906. Menu: Breakfast—Baked 
beans, tomato catsup, bread, butter, coffee. Dinner—Roast beef, 
brown gravy, string beans, sweet potatoes, cottage pudding, 
vanila sauce, bread, coffee. Supper—Cold boiled ham, canned 
peaches, bread, butter, tea. 

This bill of fare was prepared in accordance with the new 
Navy ration as enacted into law at the last session of Congress. 

I also dined on the Louisiana at the chief petty officers’ mess. 
I inspected all three ships most minutely, and I cannot speak 
too highly of the arrangements for the comfort and cleanliness 
of the men. 

The exceptional men among the enlisted men can become com- 
missioned officers. There is an opening for a dozen such 
every year. Last year there were eight appointed. Since this 
method of appointment of officers was begun about five years 
ago, some twenty-five have been thus appointed. 

Not only have I been immensely impressed, during the some- 
what intimate association I have had with the enlisted men on 
the Louisiana, West Virginia and Missouri, with their fine char- 
acter and physique, with their ability in their profession, and 
with their attitude as self-respecting American citizens; but I 
have been equally impressed with the great advantages a career 
in the United States Navy offers to the average self-respecting 
young American. The hygienic conditions on our ships are 
admirable, the men in the vast majority of cases improve 
steadily in health and strength during their time of enlistment, 
and if they are young men the improvement year by year is 
marked. The food is excellent; of course, it grows monotonous, 
and now and then there will be some cause for complaint; but 
to say this is to say what is true of any college or boarding 
school or hotel. The men are trained to a very high degree of 
efficiency, and this develops their character and self-respect, as 
the achievement of proficiency in any honorable profession nec- 
essarily does. Furthermore, they have plenty of time for self- 
improvement. They have a large library at their command, and 
I have been struck at seeing how many of them spend much 
spare time in reading, not only for amusement but also for in- 
struc.ion. I am informed that it is a common thing for them to 
be engaged in courses in connection with the so-called corre- 
spondence schools which now play a considerable figure in our 
national education. The tendency, therefore, is for the en- 
listed man steadily to improve himself while he is in the Service. 
He can also rise steadily in his profession, and, aside from the 
exceptional chances which are open to the exceptional man, 
there is open to the ordinary good man who is persevering and 
does his duty, the likelihood of achieving rank as a chief petty 
officer or warrant officer; both of them positions of real im- 
portance, which it is aa honor to hold. Finally, after twenty 
years of service afloat, the man is given employment on shore 
at naval stations or on receiving ships; and after thirty years 
the man retires on three-fourths of his enlisted pay, which will 
aggregate probably seventy dollars a month. This means that 
a man who has entered at twenty can at fifty retire with a 
pension of $900 a year. I doubt if the average enlisted man’s 
brother or cousin who has stayed in civil life is as well off at 
the corresponding age, or as well able to take care of his wife 
and children; and certainly no class of our citizens of any kind 
preduces a higher grade of citizenship than is to be found in 
those who man the ships of the National Navy. 

On my return from Panama, we put the Louisiana up to a 
speed of eighteen and one-half knots—a half knot better than her 
contract speed. The Tennessee, our consort, was then using 
but ten boilers; and yet with the greatest ease she came up 
along side us at will; she also can go over her contract speed.

THE SERVICE GAS CHECK. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

While attention is being directed to the erosive action 
of the powder gas in modern guns of high velocity, we 
also have been given to understand that every effort has 
been directed to reduce the melting tendency of the 
plastic obturator pad which is now understood to be the 
expander of the Gerdom gas check split ring. Artillerists 
have remarked of late that notwithstanding the heat of 
smokeless powder and the rapid fire of the modern guns 
there is much less complaint about the “sticking of the 
pad” and much less difficulty in manipulating the breech. 
mechanism of the DeBange system at the present time 
than there was some years ago when black powder was 
in general use. Now for the explanation of a matter 
not fully understood by a majority of our officers and 
men. 

From first to last it was all wrong that two nuts were 
run on the spindle which carries the mushroom head, the 
“obturator nut” and the “locking nut.” It was in past 
years observed that frequent adjustment of the pad 
and nuts was required, with increased chance of derange- 
ment incident to inexperinced handling by parties who 
were not skillful in this operation, and there was then 
constant complaint about the sticking pad—black powder 
still in use. 

Some experienced artillerist observed that the obtura- 
tor nut and the locking nut had a constant tendency to 
work apart, the one with its right-hand thread and the 
other with its left-hand thread, the spindle being screw- 
eut accordingly, and when this fact was fully estab- 
lished and reported upon, ordnance officers set about to 
discover the cause of this trouble. It was at first thought 
that as the obturator nut was apparently advancing and 
leaving the locking nut to the rear its frictional 
bearing against the base of the mushroom head was so 
great that when the breech block was rotated to unlock 
or open that it carried the obturator nut with it and left 
the locking nut in the lurch and that this advance 
Squeezed the pad into smaller compass longitudinally 
and permanently expanded it radially so that the stick- 
ing in the gas check seat after firing was thus to be ac- 
counted for more particularly if the pad had softened to 
any extent from heat. Captain (now Major) Odus C. 
Horney, of the Ordnance Department, at this juncture 
offered the following theory and corroborated his views 
by experiment and followed his discovery up to a finish. 
In other words, he threw the locking nut into the sea, so 
to speak, where it should have been from the first, and 
splitting the obturator nut, passed an auxiliary small 
screw across the split and in this manner locked the nut 
hard and fast to the spindle after the pad and gas check 
rings were adjusted, and there it remains whatever may 
happen to the pad due to excessive heating. 

This was a radical correction, and it is to this that we 
owe in large degree the cessation of complaint about the 
sticking of the pad. The theory upon which the Horney 
discovery and correction are based is this: At instant of 
powder gas pressure the pad undergoes compression, the 
mushroom head with its spindle is driven rearward and 
the obturator nut, through its inertia, resists this rear- 
way travel and starts to turn through a differential of 
space; the action constantly repeated advances the nut, 
compresses the pad, and radially expanding the pad, 
causes the sticking. Where tlie obturator nut cannot ad- 
vance, as at present, the pad is not caught and held ex- 
panded radially, and after an instant settles down to 
normal proportions. 

If the obturator nut and locking nut were fast to- 
gether (through friction) the right turn of the obturator 
nut caused the same right turn of the locking nut, and 
this at once unlocked the adjustment and parted the 
nuts, where the right and left-hand screw threads on 
the spindle were used, and a slight separation of the nuts, 
by the thickness of a sheet of tissue paper, nullified the 
whole purpose of the double nut and showed up the in- 
correctness of the mechanica! features of the case. It 
also demonstrated another important fact, and that is 
that the Ordnance Department may be as well recruited 
from the Infantry as from any other arm of Service 
if the man will bring along with him a wholesome 
knowledge of mechanical principles. This officer of 
whom I speak has continued his good work in other 
fields closely associated with the breech-loading system 
—has improved the pad and given us the Horney firing 
mechanism. RETIRED. 
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A, B, C DIALOG NO. 9. 


A. I recall the saying of a would-be unsophisticated, 
but withal very astute, woman, intended for the counsel of 
a younger but independent-spirited neighbor: That she, 
the elder, knew nothing at all about military matters, 
“except that an order was something terrible.” 

There has always seemed a kernel of truth in that ob- 
servation. The lady’s three-syllabled adjective, like a 
mathematical co-efficient, gave increment to the substan- 
tive. 

Her idea of admonitary emphasis was not badly ex- 
pressed. 

But, apart from all this, I declare that correct orders, 
in their genesis and operation, cannot be characterized in 
a single word, considering their far-reaching effect and in- 
dispensable function. , 

B. Seems to me you have hit upon a very obvious mat- 
ter. “Orders is Orders.”’ Isn’t that all there is to it? 

A. No, sir. It might astonish the uninitiated and un- 
thinking to know in how many instances the reverse is 
true, and that orders, in practice, are not orders. In 
other words, from start to finish, they are of no effect in 
far too many cases; going to the dust heap of unremem- 
bered things; encouraging disobedience; and un-nerving, 
where they should stimulate, performance of duty. 

B. The customary belief is that, in the Army, at large, 
to have a thing done, it is sufficient for proper authority 
to give the order. 

A. The elementary principle is woefully breached; 
largely through fault in the formulation of orders; sec- 
ond, by the non-compliance therewith. 

B. To tell the truth, the difficulty of making an order 
good has been borne in upon me, especially, and times 
without number, when a first sergeant had been directed 
to effect its execution by every member of a company. Do 
his best, as it seemed, some would always be at fault, and 
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pi they had sot received, or had misunderstood, the 
order. 

A. For a long period, I had dbserved the same thing, 
before I hit upon a plan to make orders good throughout 
my troop. ‘The bulletin board was continued. And pub- 
lication at formations. But the effectual, saving clause 
was that each squad leader was required to see that no 
one in his squad failed of cognizance of every order which 
eoncerned him. 

B. Suppose chief of squad absent? 

A. The requirement was for the next ranking officer 
present in the squad to perform the duties of chief, in his 
absence. And it was done. Of course, you understand 
that the surest guarantee of the failure of an order is its 
failure to reach those for whom it is intended. 

B. I have considered the first sergeant the true medium 
for the transmission of orders. 

A. Be it so. Let not his function be minimized. And, 
what is often forgotten, be sure also that the chief of 
squad does not get rusty for want of use, and that he is 
not cheated of the exercise of his office. 

The attention to orders, herein prescribed, with accom- 
panying experience and understanding of men in his 
squad, multiplied the non-commissioned officer’s efficiency 
wonderfully ; and, in the end the efficiency of entire or- 
ganizations. 

The multifarious duties of a first sergeant make it 
proper and needful that his load should be shared by the 
four squad leaders. 

Then discipline and efficiency, like four-legged tables, 
have a good support. ‘ 

B. Suppose a case of flat refusal to obey an order com- 
municated by a sergeant: what is to’be done? 

A. Depends upon circumstances. Let me answer with 
a case happening in 1891, at a time when insubordina- 
tion was rampant because the idea was broadcast that 
officers were tyrants, : 

On an extended march a private of a company voiced 
this insubordination. Placed under guard, he refused to 
move out, when ordered the next morning in advance of 
the command. He positively refused to obey, bringing the 
sergeant of the guard, flushed and indignant at so rank in- 
subordination, to the captain; the sergeant doubtless ex- 
pecting orders to club or shoot or tie to a wagon. 

Instead, the captain directed the sergeant to detain the 
insubordinate where he was for one hour after the com- 
mand had gone, without any converse whatever with the 
prisoner. When the hour was up, the sergeant very quiet- 
ly gave the order to march. The prisoner marched. The 
orders had been to leave him alone, in the abandoned 
camp, had he so elected. 

The sequel proved that there was the silent, compelling 
power of a locomotive in the alternative given the pris- 
oner, who had been making a bid for violent action, an- 
other choice morsel for head lines in the Eastern press; 
and the prisoner had put on his thinking cap, but too late 
to save him from a court after the troop had reached its 
destination. 

B. Do you, upon reflection, insist that in the military 
Service the elementary principle of obedience is wofully 
breached? 

A. That characterization suits me well. If you disa- 
gree, make test in any garrison you please, unless the 
originating and transmission of orders have had extraor- 
dinary attention; and, even then, regarding the certainty 
of orders, I think the commanding officer would appreci- 
ate the utterance of a rector to his parish: ‘My good 
people of Grace church! (Were I to make out a list of 
the names of those of you upon whose word I can abso- 
lutely depend, I am afraid you would be surprised at the 
small size of that list!” 

B. I think you bold in your statements. 

A. Facts sustain me, nevertheless, 

B. What would you suggest as a corrective? 

A. My suggestion is for a scientifically prepared course 
in the preparation and transmission, enforcement and ex- 
ecution, of both verbal and written orders, to be taught 
and learned and practised, in every military organization, 
school, college and academy in the land. 

It would naturally be supposed that daily familiarity 
with orders constituted a sufficient school. But, for il- 
lustration, look at the close community between men and 
the clothes they wear. Daily acquaintanceship goes along 
with ill-fitting and ill-appearing garments. Daily familiar- 
ity, of itself, in wearing clothes, and in the wear of orders. 
leaves much else to be considered. Good material and 
workmanlike construction, antedating all else, are requi- 
site in both cases. 

B. But wear and tear and neglect will spoil the finest 
products. : ‘ 

A. To be sure. But that argues nothing against having 
orders fit well, to start with, nor for any slipshod compli- 
ance later. 

Not barring elimination, selection, or any other up-to- 
date topic, there is in my opinion no subject so well wor- 
thy attention as the making provision for the most thor- 
ough and intelligent indoctrination of the theory and prac- 
tice of orders, comprehending all known factors, in their 
shaping and outcome. 


The London Engineer hears that Italy intends building 
a ship with eight 18.5-inch guns bearing on either broad- 
side, but it is tolerably certain that no such ship has yet 
been laid down. On the other hand, the building of such 
a vessel would be entirely in keeping with Italy’s past 
naval policy. 
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THE MEN OF THE NAVY. 

The National Geographic Magazine for November pub- 
lishes, with an interesting series of illustrations, an ad- 
dress by Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, U.S.N., on 
“The American Eclipse Expedition of 1905,’’ delivered at 
the meeting of the National Geographic Society, March 
20, 1906. Adiniral Chester. found that in observing an 
eclipse of the sun, which can cover but a short period of 
time, the experience of a man-o’-war’s crew was particu- 
larly valuable as in the Navy men are trained for years 
to prepare for the one important battle, possibly of a life- 
time, which may last but for a few brief moments, and yet 
the results of which may make or ruin a nation. This 
observation is strongly fortified by the experience of Sir 
Norman Lockyer, the distinguished astrophysicist of Eng- 
land, who has written extensively of his association on 
eclipse work with the British navy. Admiral Chester 
says: 

“One of the requisites in selecting members of the 
crews for service with the eclipse parties was that they 
should be first-class conduct men—that is, they must be 
exceptionally well behaved at all times, whether afloat 
or ashore. This matter was very important, for with the 
Jate Spanish-American trouble still fresh in the minds of 
the many into whose society we were about to enter, 
any act of bad conduct or discourtesy on the part of 
any of our people was likely to produce a result dis- 
astrous to the entire expedition. It is pleasing to state 
that while every member of the crews of the ships visiting 
Spain landed on its shores, many of them to remain for 
several weeks, there was not a single man who did not 
comport himself as a gentleman. I would like to state 
here with reference to the men of the navy, that when 
called upon for extraordinary good conduct as well as 
for extraordinary heroism, they may be expected to meet 
the issue with a full sense of their obligation to the coun- 
try. A noteworthy instance of this kind developed during 
the Spanish-American War. On all ships of the Navy 
there are held by the captain what are called police 
courts, to investigate and punish for minor infractions of 
the regulations, that the discipline which is characteristic 
of the Service may be maintained. But the moment war 
was declared I think on almost every ship in the Navy the 
bad men became good, the lazy zealous, and the careless 
attentive; so that practically the police court was put 
out of business. The desire, therefore, to take part in ob- 
serving the solar eclipse became an incentive to good 
conduct on the part of the crews of the ships and acted 
for the betterment of the discipline of. the command.” 

The Minneapolis was the first ship of the American 
Navy to visit Spain after the war of 1898, but her re- 
ception was cordial. At Valencia, where a fiesta was in 
progress, the Minneapolis, shining like a new pin, was 
thrown open to visitors, and thousands availed themselves 
of the invitation. The free concert given by the fine band, 
morning and evening, during the stay in this port, was 
apparently appreciated by all. The admiral adds: 

“One of the features of the fiesta was a boat race, 
which took place in the harbor, and we were early in- 


vited to take part in it; but I must admit that the honors 
on this occasion were something like those of the boy who 
stood next to the head_of his class of two members. The 
only two boats which entered for the regatta prize were 
from the Minneapolis and the Cesar, the trophy going 
to the winning scrub crew, which had never pulled to- 
gether before, owing to a fluke which brought misfortune 
to the other. Still the squadron brought back to our 
country a portion of that $20,000,000 which went to pay 
for the Philippine Islands. * * * | 

“Not only was the expedition beneficial to the arts of 
peace, but, owing to the disturbed condition of Eu- 
ropean politics the past summer, the squadron lost none 
of its importance as a military organization. It was 
simply spending the spare time of the officers and crews 
of the ships in the advancement of science rather than 
in the pursuit of pleasures; and it is believed the visit 
of the Special Service Squadron to Spain will make 
easier the task of rebinding the ties of friendship which 
ever should exist between the present owners of our glori- 
ous country and those who made it possible for us to pro- 
duce the finest world power of the globe.” 


FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Noting that four submarines provided for in the French 
budget for 1906 have not yet been placed under way and 
that they are to be of 800 tons displacement each, a cor- 
respondent of the Yacht draws attention to the difficult 
problems involved in constructing craft of that type. 
The large submarines, he says, are to be capable of navi- 
gating from Cherbourg to the Mediterranean or the Baltic, 
or even to cross the Atlantic, but if this be the case the 
armament must be small and the speed slow. If they 
are to make long passages, a considerable part of the 
displacement must be devoted to make them habitable for 
a numerous complement, and it is supposed that there 
will be a commander with four junior officers, and prob- 
ably from forty to fifty men. In the submarines of 398 
tons there are seven torpedo discharges, and at least nine 
should be provided in the larger boats; but the‘ cor- 
respondent says that if speed, armament, range of action, 
and comforts for the officers and men are aimed at, the 
displacement of 800 tons will not suffice. In relation 
to French torpedo craft, we learn from the Moniteur de la 
Flotte that the two destroyers damaged by the great 
cyclone at Hong Kong will be repaired for service. The 
injury to the Francisque was not serious, and no doubt 
was entertained that the Fronde could be floated and re- 
paired. 

In the course of an address on the military organiza- 
tion of Argentina which he recently delivered before the 
Royal United Service Institution in London, Sir Alex- 
ander Fulloch explained that in order that every man in 
the Argentine Republic may do his duty to his country, 
and contribute to its protection in person or purse, every- 
one exempt from service pays a military tax from the 
age of twenty to forty-five. 

Recent orders from the British War Office forbid the 
further issue of meats preserved in Chicago and _ provide 
for the free issue of tobacco to troops in the field. 

fenerel De Negrier has declared in favor of abolishing 
the whole thirteen regiments of cuirassiers in the French 
army. It is not known whether this measure will be car- 
ried out in its entirety, but the substitution of light cav- 
alry, chasseurs probably, in the case of six regiments of 
Gros Fréres is probable. The big horses thus rendered 
available would be used in the artillery. General De- 
Negrier’s reasons for his views are that cuirassiers are 
no longer useful in war. The Germans, he says, have 
none; the few regiments that are called by the name no 
longer wear the cuirass. The Italians, the Austrians, the 
English and the Russians have no cuirassiers. The cui- 
rassiers are costly to keep up, and they employ the big 
horses that are now wanted for heavy field artillery. For 
instance, the abolition of the whole thirteen regiments 
would free 9,000 horses, which would be enough for the 
120 batteries of heavy field-guns whose creation is al- 
ready decided upon. 

The vessels of the British Mediterranean Fleet finished 
their battle practice during the week ending Nov. 15. 
None of the results came up to that of the Bulwark, the 
flagship of Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, the com- 
mander-in-chief, which obtained 62 hits in 106 rounds, 
five of the hits recorded being with the 12-inch guns. So 
remarkable was the performance considered that a tele- 
gram was forwarded from the Admiralty congratulating 
the captain, officers, and ship’s company of the Bulwark 
on their magnificent shooting. 

Writing to the Berliner Tageblatt with reference to 
the work of the cavalry in the recent maneuvers of the 
German army, General Gadke says: “I am quite unable 
to suppose that the foreign officers, with a military eye, 
received an extremely favorable impression of the mo- 
bility. the resolution, and the skill of our cavalry com- 
manders, and of the efficiency of our cavalry in the exe- 
cution of the strategic service of reconnaissance and se- 
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curity. The day passed altogether conventionally, and 
certain episodes were of an almost comic character, * * * 
Our superb cavalry is far too artificially trained to the 
role of the principal arm in battle, and, in consequence, 
it neglects scouting and fire action, the importance of 
which is so great. In addition, the wastage in patrols 
and orderlies was enormous, and the effectives of squad- 
rons was thus terribly reduced. What is even still worse, 
the patrols always carry out their service with a certain 
ponchalance, and give the impression that they don’t un- 
derstand the gravity of the duty. I have even seen offi- 
cers’ patrols halt between masses of the enemy; I have 
observed others pass at a trot along the whole length of, 
and at fifty paces from, a fortified position, although they 
were being fired at from it. I have seen others halt close 
to groups of spectators when masses of the enemy were 
within 100 yards of them, and then quietly place their 
liorses in a ditch, so as to be able to mount more easily.” 

The British destroyer Surly has begun at Portsmouth 
a new series of trials of oil burners and other apparatus 
for the consumption of oil fuel, after having been about 
six months in dockyard hands undergoing alterations. 
The Surly has now been carrying out experiments with 
oil fuel for more than six years, and the smoke difficulty, 
which caused considerable inconvenience, has now been 
overcome. As the result of her success the Spiteful was, 
about three or four years ago, fitted up for oil fuel only, 
and the two boats have since been regularly employed in 
testing various kinds of oil and burners. 

The Echo de l’Armée of Paris alleges that recent in- 
vestigation has shown that the German field artillery has 
not given full satisfaction. If in range and power it is 
comparable to the French gun, its weight is considerable, 
and its mobility is impaired upon heavy roads. The 
spring mechanism which is to bring back the gun after 
the recoil sometimes breaks under the stress. The Post 
of Berlin, endeavoring to allay apprehension, has pub- 
lished an article by a German officer showing that the 
German artillery has a superiority in the number of 
guns. ‘The Echo says, however, that the four French 
guns fire in the same time more rounds than six guns of 
the German batteries, and that the French are wrong to 
be alarmed at the adoption of the four-gun battery in the 
— artillery, because the gun is of greater effective 
value,

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THE BOSS AS HE MIGHT BE. 


Secretary Bonaparte has gone a long way 
toward establishing a reputation as a hu- 
morist. Some of the press, the Literary 
Digest notes, credit him with sincerity in 
seriously proposing the “legalizing of the 
party boss,” but more attribute to him a 
very subtle humor. Mr. Bonaparte, how- 
ever, denies that he is joking. “I am quite 
serious,” he told the reporter who inter- 
viewed him, “but you may, perhaps, misun- 
derstand my meaning.” So he gave this 
description of his proposed “legalized boss” : 

“An individual authorized on behalf of 
our parties to choose all candidates of that 
party for. elective offices within a designat- 
ed territory—to do intelligently, deliberate- 
ly, and carefully the work which is sup- 
posed to be done by nominating conven- 
tions or ‘Crawford’ County primaries, but 
which would be done by such agencies so 
thoughtlessly, hurriedly, and negligently 
that it is done usually, in fact, by the local 
‘boss’ or ring in secret.” 

Of this the Louisville Courier Journal 
“says: “In spite of his pretense. of being 
in earnest Mr. Bonaparte may be joking. 
Before going into the Department of Jus- 
tice, which is no joke, he may be entertain- 
ing us with’some sailor’s yarns which he 
has picked up as the head of the Navy.” 

Whether they take it seriously or not, 
however, the press give a large amount of 
space to discussion of Mr. Bonaparte’s sug- 
gestion. This proposal of his, says the Chi- 
cago Reeord-Herald, is no more radical 
than the views “a few observers of our poli- 
ties” have already held. They find the very 
essence of present ills in the fact that it is 
terribly hard at present to hold the boss 
to accountability. 

From other quarters come vigorous repu- 
diations of such a suggestion. It is called 
“a substitute for self-government” by the 
Louisville Post, “un-American” by other 
papers, and ‘ta surrender of democracy” by 
many. The Baltimore News, in which Sec- 
retary Bonaparte’s interview appeared, is 
in this class. The existence and recogni- 
tion of the boss as an institution “means a 
surrender of the democratic idea,” it says.

THE THETIS IN THE ARCTIC. 

A despatch from Victoria, B.C., reports 
the arrival at that port of the R.C. The- 
tis after an interesting and strenudus voy- 
age to the Arctic region. The Thetis met 
with and convoyed the steamer Harold 
Dollar, laden with relief supplies for the 
imprisoned whalers, to Point Barrow. 
There thick ice held fast. For seventeen 
or eighteen days the revenue cutter was 
held and the Harold Dollar was also fast. 
About Aug. 18 the Norwegian sloop Gjoa, 
in which Capt. Ronald Amundsen navigat- 
ed the northwest passage, broke through 
the ice from the eastward, and a few days 





later various whalers began to appear, 
steaming through channels in the pack. 

The Thetis was freed and immediately 
started for the eastward in search of the 
whaler Jeanette. Eventually she was 
found, but with a field of ice separating 
her from the revenue cutter. Captain 
Hamlett put out the cutter’s launch with 
a lieutenant, U.S. Marshal Landers and a 
boat’s crew, and the launch started 
through a channel between floes, with a 
long train of whaling boats heavily laden 
with provisions in tow. 

When the ice began to break the whal- 
ers sent boats to Point Barrow to seek 
food, for many of the vessels were com- 
pletely destitute, while others had a few 
bags of flour only remaining. The boats 
were amply loaded with provisions from 
the Harold Dollar and the Thetis’s launch 
towed a long string for a distance of about 
twenty miles te various whalers, among 
them the Jeanette. 

“Heavens, I didn’t think you would 
come over this far,’? said Captain Newth, 
when the marshal went or board with his 
warrant. “If I’d thought so, you’d never 
have got me.” 

Ile is charged with assaulting an Esqui- 
mau girl taken on board the Jeanette. Also 
with shanghaiing J. Ganerton, a gunner’s 
mate of the Navy, who after having a con- 
vivial time on shore woke up one morning 
with a sore head in the forecastle of the 
Jeanette, leaviig San Francisco for the 
Arctic. Ganerton had papers to prove his 
identity, and he went aft to Captain 
Newth, he says, stating he was a member 
of the United States Navy. “You are, are 
you?” he says Captain Newth replied; 
“well, you’re just the kind of man we 
want. Get aft and steer!” When the 
Thetis’s boat crew arrested Captain Newth 
the gunner’s mate produced his papers and 
was freed. 


Major Fielder M. M. Beall, 3d U.S. 
Inf., who has lately returned from a pro- 
longed tour of duty at Fort Wright, 
Alaska, states in an interview in the Bal- 
timore Sun that nobody wears an overcoat 
in Alaska. ‘An ordinary suit,’’ he says, 
“is plenty thick enough to keep you warm, 
and an overcoat is dangerous in that tem- 
perature. ‘Trotting alongside a sled wear- 
ing an overcoat would make you perspire, 
and the bitter cold would freeze the per- 
spiration. The men there wear a fur cap 
that covers every part of the head and 
face except the eyes, and there is only a 
little peep-hole for them. Wool-lined mitts 
are worn on the hands, and moccasins, 
with woolen stockings, on the feet. Fort 
Gibbon is 900 miles up the Yukon River 
and 75 miles south of the Arctic Circle, 





and the river is frozen up most of the 
year. In that time dog sleds are used, but 
when the river opens steamers come up 


frequently. Sometimes the rough charac- 
ters traveling around the country take 
possession of a river steamer, and it’s part 


of our work to restore order and recap- 
ture the steamer. The chief work of the 
soldiers at Fort Gibbon is to keep the tele- 
graph lines going. Since laying the cable 
from Seattle the United States Govern- 
ment has had all the mining camps con- 
nected by telegraph, and it is our work to 
maintain them. We keep order in the 
country and protect the people against 
stealing by traveling roughs. Whenever 
we send any of our men out we always 
have men experienced in the ways of the 
country go along. We are careful with 
our men and none of them get frozen. An- 
other danger that has to be guarded 
against is breaking through the ice, for 
the zero weather will freeze a man quick- 
ly when he has become wet.’’ 


INFLECTION. 

The wife of an Army officer at a West- 
ern post recently had occasion to visit a 
small neighboring town, to do some shop- 
ping at what is called the General Store. 
She was much entertained by the variety 
and antiquity of the stock of goods, and 
as she passed out her eyes were attracted 
by a pile of mottoes, elaborately lettered 
and ornately framed, the upper one being 
the Scriptural passage: ‘Walk in love.” 

As she paused, the clerk, a dapper 
young man of more affability than advan- 
tages, stepped forward with the remark, 
“Them are the latest things in mottoes. 
‘This top one is swell to put over a young 
lady’s door.— Walk in love.’ ”—December 
Lippincott’s.
